A  tine  of  two  cents  every  day  the  Library  is  open  shall 
be  assessed  on  every  book  kept  over  time,  payable  on  its 
return. 

No  pen  or  pencil  marks  shall  be  made  in  the  books. 

Persons  taking  books  shall  be  held  responsible  for 
their  loss  or  injury ;  and  when  a  set  is  broken  by  a  loss 
of  one,  this  responsibility  shall  extend  to  the  whole  set. 

All  books  to  be  renewed  must  be  delivered  to  the 
Librarian,  and  those  returned  must  be  placed  upon  the 
shelves  before  they  are  re-delivered.

LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT. 


In  comparing  our  growth  as  a  library  with  that  of  hirger 
liliraries,  it  is  gratifying  to  find  we  do  in  a  measure  keep  pace 
witli  them  in  the  improvements  which  time  and  experience 
suggest  as  essential  to  progress.  Among  the  improvements 
considered  is  that  of  allowing,  to  a  limited  extent,  access  to 
the  shelves.  All  persons  who  are  seeking  information  upon 
special  subjects  are  permitted  to  come  freely  to  the  shelves, 
and  are  given  such  assistance  as  it  is  in  our  power  to  render. 
AVe  have  found  but  one  serious  objection  to  this  method,  and 
that  is  the  confusion  resulting  from  so  man}^  at  the  shelves 
during  our  .busy  hours.  Hence,  w^e  have  withdrawn  the  privi- 
lege Saturday  evenings,  and  also  do  not  allow  free  access  to  the 
department  of  fiction.  It  is  encouraging  to  observe  how  much 
this  privilege  adds  to  the  real  educational  influence  of  the 
library,  and  also  to  see  that  the  privilege  is  rarely  abused.  The 
usefulness  of  the  library  will  in  the  coming  years  be  much  more 
appreciated  as  the  possibilities  of  making  it  so  are  better  undei'- 
stood.  The  privileges  granted  teachers  are,  as  new  methods  of 
teaching  take  the  place  of  the  old,  more  higldy  valued  and  more 
eagerly  sought.  The  various  literary  societies  find  in  the  vol- 
umes here  that  aid  in  their  studies  and  investigations  Avhich 
stimulates  to  desire  for  more  knowledge,  and  thus  it  seems  th?.t 
the  public  library,  which  in  years  gone  1)}^  was  (considered, 
except  by  a  few,  as  a  place  for  obtaining  reading  chiefly  for 
recreation  has  become  one  of  the  educational  powers  of  the  day. 
The  influence  is  to  stimulate  the  student  by  contact  with  the 
])est  minds  to  r^ach  out  for  other  knowledge  which  he  woul  1 
not  otherwise  seek  access  to,  or  desire.    The  usefulness  of  the 
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library  in  this  direction  will  be  mucli  increased,  when  the  work 
now  in  [)rogress,  a  revision  of  tlie  card  catalogue,  shall  be  com- 
pleted.   This  much-needed  work  is  being  done  b}-^  ^Ii'.  (ieorge 
IM.  LovelL  cliairman  of  the  Librar}'  Committee,  with  a  type 
writer,  and  the  labor  thus  far  has  been  without  recompense, 
except  -^oO.oo  paid  for  woi'k  in  July.    Over  <S()()()  cards  have 
already  been  printed,  being  about  oue-lourtli  the  entire  card 
catalogue.    The  value  of  so  complete  a  topic  catalogue  can  not 
])e  overestijuated,  and  is  not  understood  and  appreciated  except 
l.'V  those  who  are  making  careful  study  of  special  topics.  Among 
the  important  works  added  are  IT.

Tlie  number  of  books  cii-cuhited  is  smaller  than  tlie  previous 
year.  The  percentage  of  fiction  issued  is  less  than  any  year  since 
the  opening  of  the  library.  We  find  a  similar  statement  from 
several  other  libraries,  where,  as  v.  itli  us,  the  people  are  reading- 
more  and  more  books  that  require  more  time  and  thonglit.  and 
hence  the  number  issued  is  less.

Also,  that  the  sum  of  «150  be  raised  and  apprf>priated  for 
grading  a  portion  of  the  free  grounds.,  as  this  portion  of  the 
grounds  is  low  and  in  digging  graves  to  a  pro})er  depth  water  is 
found,  making  same  unfit  for  burial  purposes. 

Also,  that  the  sum  af  850  be  raised  and  appro})riat('(l  for 
trees  and  shrubbery  to  beautify  and  improve  the  grounds. 

Also,  that  the  sum  of  8')0  be  raised  and  appropriated  for 
painting  the  liearse  house.

SELECTMEN'S  REPORT, 


Wo  lierewitli  submit  a  report  of  our  doings  for  the  past  year. 
For  itemized  expenditures  we  refer  you  to  the  several  accounts 
in  the  auditors*  report.  We  have  endeavored  in  the  hirge  ex- 
penditures committed  to  us,  to  be  as  economical  and  to  act  as 
judiciously  as  possil)le  to  Ijring  alx)ut  the  best  results  for  tlie 
money  expended.  The  increai>e  of  expenditures  in  the  several 
departments  is  ac  counted  for  by  the  large  amount  of  work  done, 
the  cost  of  material,  and  in  the  })ayment  of  outstanding  claims 
and  salaries.  But  we  may  with  a  oood  deal  of  satisfaction  call 
the  attention  of  the  citizens  to  the  fact  that  there  has  been  no 
special  appropriations  called  for  since  the  last  annual  meeting. 
Taxes  are  burdensome,  but  the  necessary  improvements  and  the 
t  ost  of  maintaining  the  several  departments  at  the  high  standard 
desired  l)y  the  i-itizens  of  this  town,  will  lead  the  voters  to  give 
due  consideration  to  the  several  reports  and  recommendations 
made  by  us.  At  the  earnest  solicitation  and  repeated  requests 
of  many  of  our  citizens,  the  board  made  a  new  departure  m 
appointing  a  police  othcer  for  the  special  purpose  of  restraining 
the  liquor  traffic.  As  the  duties  called  for  special  qualifications, 
we  deemed  it  best  to  employ  an  officer  Avho  had  experience  in 
this  line  of  business,  and  for  this  reason  we  appointed  S.  W.  Pat- 
terson of  Sturbridge.  We  think  the  voters  siiould  indicate  at 
town  meeting  whether  they  desire  a  continuation  of  a  police 
force.  As  to  the  case  of  Thomas  Doyle  against  the  town,  the 
matter  has  been  before  the  auditor  several  times,  but  the  plain- 
tiff has  not  as  yet  finished  his  evidence.  When  he  has  done  so, 
the  town  will  make  its  defense.    The  delavs  have  been  caused 
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by  the  iiialjilit}'  of  one  of  the  plaintiff's  attorneys  to  attend  the 
liearings. 


HIGHWAYS. 

The  high\va3'S  have  been  under  the  efHeient  (-aie  of  J.  J. 
Bowlen.  superintendent  of  streets.  The  admirable  condition  of 
the  outside  roads  and  of  the  streets  is  a  matter  of  congratulation 
to  the  citizens,  as  a  great  deal  of  work  has  been  done  in  the  way 
of  permanent  improvement.  Tlue  filling  and  widening  of  the 
Sandersdale  road  cost  about  $400,  and  was  charoed  to  tlie  hisfh- 
way  account.  A  special  appropriation  should  have  ])een  (tailed 
for  to  do  this  Avork  and  we  believe  a  little  should  be  done  every 
year  to  carry  out  this  improvement.  There  was  also  a  large  fill 
made  on  the  old  Charlton  road  which  at  times  was  impassable 
owing  to  the  extensive  wash-out  caused  by  the  breaking  of  Har- 
rington's dam.  This  also  came  out  of  the  highway  account 
without  special  appropriation.  We  are  pleased  witli  the  con- 
duct of  this  department  and  believe  that  the  money  has  been 
well  and  judiciously  expended. 


CONTINGENT. 

This  account  is  overdrawn  $806.86.  Theie  was  a  ]:>alance 
against  the  account  last  year  of  $804.19,  and  that,  with  the  out- 
standing claims  of  Walker  &:  Son,  costs  in  the  Hadley  case,  and 
professional  services,  amounting  in  all  to  $1067,  has  been  paid. 
We  know  of  no  outstanding  claims. 


SIDEWALKS. 

The  expenditures  under  this  account  have  been  quite  large, 
owing  to  the  amount  of  work  we  have  been  called  upon  to  do. 
Most  of  the  walks  are  in  good  condition,  but  some  of  the  old 
walks  are  in  great  need  of  repairs,  and  we  recommend  the  sum 
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of  11000  for  sidewalk  repairs.  We  completed  Mechanic  street 
walk.  Elm  street,  Hamilton  street,  and  Edwards  street  walks, 
which  had  l>een  paved  and  curbed  leady  for  concreting.  In  ad- 
dition, there  has  been  built  a  new  walk  on  Soutli  street.  River 
street  and  Pleasant  street,  all  of  which  were  needed  and  have 
improved  the  streets.  The  abutters  generally  have  responed 
promptly  with  their  assessments,  but  a  few  have  not  yet  paid. 
We  find  in  1870  an  assessment  was  made  on  the  abutters  on 
Kiver  street  and  was  paid — for  the  plank  walk  that  Avas  built. 
C'onseciuently  the  town  cannot  again  levy  on  them. 


BRIDGES. 

The  bridges  are  in  good  repair.  We  have  replanked  the 
bridge  below  Elm  street,  tlie  bridjje  near  shop  of  H.  X.  Vinton, 
and  replanked  and  rebuilt  the  abutment  of  bridge  at  Dexter 
Harrington's. 


RAILINGS. 

The  railings  liave  been  painted  and  repaired  generally,  and 
new  railing  has  been  built  at  Sandersdale  and  along  dangerous 
places  on  new  walks. 


FIRE  DEPARTMEN'J\ 

The  fire  department  is  efficient  and  Avell  organized  under  the 
charge  of  Charles  E.  Wilson  as  chief  engineer.  His  report  will 
show^  more  particularly  the  condition  of  the  department  and  the 
work  done  during  the  year. 


INSURANCE. 

All  policies  expired  on  town  property  liave  been  renewed,  and 
in  addition  the  two  engine  houses  has^e  been  insured,  which 
overdraws  the  appropriation. 
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POLICE  STATIOX. 

The  lire  in  tlie  rear  of  tlie  police  station  flamaged  the  build- 
ing and  we  were  obliged  to  repair  and  put  it  into  good  condi- 
tion. A  Avindow  was  cut  in  the  west  side  for  ventilation  and 
the  room  above  has  been  fitted  for  the  detention  of  female  crim- 
inals.   The  unusual  expenses  have  overdrawn  this  account. 


WAR  RELIEF. 

This  account  is  overdrawn  largel}"  b}'  reason  of  a  claim  of  the 
town  of  Ha  1x1  wick  for  the  support  of  the  family  of  Richmond 
Ban-eti.  They  presented  a  bill  of  8279.94,  which  we  settled 
for  •^166.28.  We  liave  since  paid  -^45.99  for  the  support  of  this 
family.  In  addition,  we  are  assisting  the  families  of  twenty 
soldiers  as  against  twelve  soldiei*s  or  their  families  receiving  aid 
last  year. 


MILITIA. 

The  militia  account  has  a  balance  credit  of  :?-390.18.  and  we 
recommend  tlie  usual  appropriation  of  #20(>.  The  expense  to 
the  tow^l  for  the  maintenance  of  the  companj-  is  very  slight  in 
comparison  with  the  advantages  offered  l)y  its  maintenance. 


STREET  LIGHTS. 

(  Kviug  to  an  outstanding  bill  from  last  year  of  -is50o.91,  there 
is  a  Ijalanee  against  tliis  account  of  -^261.82.  As  this  has  lx;come 
such  a  public  necessity,  we  recommend  the  appropriation  of 
.$6000  for  this  account. 


TOWN  HALL  C( )NTIN(tEN'1  . 

There  wa.s  a  balance  against  this  account  of  *37o.4o  witl: 
outstanding  bills  of  ¥20.00  moi  e.    'Jlie  balance  standing  against 
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this  account  at  the  end  of  this  last  fiscal  3'ear  is  -^349.95,  and  all 
bills  paid.  We  have  had  built  a  large  cemented  cesspool  on 
Dresser  street  for  the  sewage  of  the  Town  Hall,  at  a  cost  of 
idx)ut  -$100,  which  was  charged  to  this  account.  We  would 
recommend  the  appropriation  of   1500  for  this  account.

REPORT. 


'J\)  TiiK  Citizens  of  South iuudge: 

111  submitting'  our  annual  report  of  tlie  public  scliooLs  of 
tlie  town,  we  wish  to  call  your  attention  once  moi  e  to  the  press- 
ing need  of  some  thorough  and  systematic  plan  b<^ing  adopted 
by  the  town  for  iin[)rovivig  and  increasing  tJie  school  accommo- 
dations. Tlie  same  state  of  things  exists,  but  in  a  more  aggra 
vated  form,  wliich  has  been  brought  to  your  notice  in  previous 
reports,  and  are  so  well  understood  by  most  that  there  is  no 
need  of  a  re-statement  at  this  time.  AVhile  there  may  be  a.i 
honest  difl'erence  of  opinion  in  regard  to  wliat  should  be  done, 
it  seems  to  us  every  citizen  must  admit  that  our  school  accoiiv 
inodations  are  inade(}uate  and  that  our  school  houses  are  a  dis- 
credit to  a  town  of  our  wealth  and  population.  Your  committee 
are  of  the  opinion  that  it  would  Ix?  wiser  and  better  economy 
for  the  town  to  consolidate  all  the  Grammar  and  Intermediate 
schools  in  one  building  centrally  located,  instead  of  expeml- 
ing  a  large  amount  of  money- — which  we  shall  be  compelled  to 
do  in  tlie  near  future  to  comply  Avitli  the  state  law  for  heating, 
A^entilating  and  improving  tliese  old  buihlings.  We  would 
recommend  tliat  the  town  take  some  action  in  this  matter,  anj 
would  suggest  the  appointment  of  a  committee  to  act  with  tlie 
School  Committee,  who  shall  take  into  consideration  the  whole 
subject  of  school  accommodations  for  the  town,  and  report  at 
an  adjourned  meeting. 

The  Kev.  Gorham  Easterbrook  has  resigned  liis  position 
member  of  the  board,  much  to  the  regret  of  the  remaining 
mem})ei's,  wlio  wish  to  expi'ess  their  acknowledgment  of  t)je 
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able  and  courteous  manner  he  has  filled  the  office  of  chairman 
(  t'  the  board,  and  his  valuable  services  on  the  committee. 

On  February  -8th  the  school  house  at  Sandersdale  was 
tlestroyed  by  fire,  and  we  would  recommend  that  a  new  build- 
ing be  erected  at  once,  to  be  in  readiness  for  the  fall  term. 
Arrangements  have  been  made  meanwhile,  for  the  accommoda- 
tion of  tlie  younger  pupils  in  the  Ammiclown  farm  house,  and 
the  older  ones  in  the  other  scliools  of  the  town. 

Appended  is  the  financial  statement  for  the  past  year  and 
estimates  for  the  coming  year,  together  with  the  report  of  tlie 
Superintendent. 

It  will  be  observed  that  in  the  department  of  common 
schools  there  is  a  deficit  of  a  little  more  than  rfSOO.  On  account 
of  unusual  conditions  it  was  difficult  to  estimate  the  cost  of 
running  tliis  department,  'llie  other  accounts  show  a  favoraJile 
i'alance.

Thirty  othei-s  have  been  perfect  in  attendame  one  term. 

Others  are  equa-lly  deserving  of  commendation  for  prompt- 
ness and  regularity  of  attendance,  who  were  always  present 
except  when  detained  by  illness. 

On  account  of  the  re-opening  in  Septeml»er  of  the  Xotre 
Dame  Parochial  scliool,  thereby  withdrawing  from  the  public 
schools  about  pupils,  and  closing  eiglit  scliools  which  had 
l)een  open  during  the  year,  a  sepamte  table  showing  the  attend- 
ance of  the  summer  term  is  presented. 

The  officer  who  made  the  annual  enrollment,  in  May,  of  the 
children  of  school  age  in  town,  returned  as  the  number  be- 
tween 5  and  lo.  showing  an  increase  over  the  previous  year  of 
51  children. 

The  tmusual  disparity  between  the  total  enrollment  and  the 
averao^o  mcm])ershin  is  due  to  the  fact  that  so  large  a  number  of 
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pupils  were  in  the  public  schools  less  than  one  tliird  of  the  school 
year.  The  per  cent,  of  attendance  is  less  tlian  usuaL  This  was 
expected  on  account  of  the  prevailing  illness  during  the  fall  and 
winter  months. 


rvKPAlHS  AND  EXPENDITLKES. 

Aside  from  the  re-shingling  of  the  Dennison  school  house, 
nothing  has  been  done  to  the  buildings  except  in  the  line  of  or- 
dinary repairs.    Next  year,  it  will  be  necessary  to  do  more. 

By  an  act  of  the  legislature  of  1888  (see  appendix)  the  State 
Board  of  Inspectors  of  Public  Buildings  are  required  to  see  that 
all  public  buildings,  including  school  houses,  ai'e  properly  ven- 
tilated. Durino-  the  summer  members  of  the  State  Board  ex- 
amined  some  of  our  school  liouses,  and  advised  in  regard  to  the 
best  means  of  A  entilating  the  same. 

Of  the  twelve  school  buildings  in  town,  only  two  are  provided 
Avith  adequate  means  of  ventilation.  In  case  of  those  likeh^  to 
be  used  permanently  for  school  purposes,  a  beginning  should  be 
made  by  putting  one  or  more  each  year  in  the  condition  required. 
In  case  of  a  two-room  building,  as  the  Carpenter  or  Elm  street,  to 
meet  tlie  requirement,  it  ^^'ill  necessitate  an  outlay  of  from  |350 
to  ^900,  depending  upon  whetlier  the  rooms  are  heated  by 
jacketed  stoves  or  by  a  furnace.  In  either  case,  an  inlet  of  pure 
air  and  a  ventilating  shaft  are  required  of  sufficient  capacity  to 
supply  not  less  than  thirty  cubic  feet  of  air  per  minute  for  each 
person.  This  the  best  authorities  tell  us  is  the  minimum  limit 
to  maintain  even  a  reasonable  degree  of  purity. 

The  liiver  street  four  room  building  is  in  pressing  need  of 
outside  painting,  and  inside  repairs  in  the  two  rooms  now  in  use. 

At  the  (  enter  all  the  school  rooms  are  occupied,  and  seventy 
])upils  are  temporarily  housed  outside  in  two  rooms  not  designed 
for  school  purposes,  showing  tliat  there  are  not  in  this  part  of 
the  town,  adequate  accommodations  for  all  the  pupils  now  in 
the  public  scliools.    To  meet  this  need  something  must  be  done 
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at  no  distant  day.  That  something  shoukl  be  the  best  thing, 
looking  not  only  to  present  needs  bnt  to  the  prospective  demands 
of  onr  school  population. 

During  the  past  year  the  average  number  belonging  to  the 
two  higher  Grammar  schools  combined,  was  less  than  forty 
pupils — an  ordinary  school  for  one  teacher — were  there  a  build- 
ing so  centrall}'  located  as  to  be  within  reasonable  reach  of  the 
Grammar  pupils.  A  material  saving  in  the  expense  of  conduct- 
ing these  schools  would  result  by  uniting  them  under  one  roof. 
By  this  course  the  vacated  rooms  in  the  present  Grammar  build- 
ing's would  farnisli  ample  accommodations  for  all  of  the  loAver 
grades  in  these  localities. 

It  would  seem  tlie  part  of  wisdom  and  economy  that,  before 
any  further  considerable  amount  is  devoted  to  additional 
facilities,  the  whole  question  of  school  accommodations  for  the 
two  villages  be  carefully  considered,  that  a  wise  and  compre- 
hensive policy  may  be  the  issue.  I  would  recommend  tliat 
immediate  steps  be  taken  in  tliis  dii-ection.

Tlie  evening  schools  were  opened  on  Septemljer  21st,  ;md 
continued  for  fourtt'cn  weeks,  each  school  having  from  37  to  40 
sessions.  Those  at  Plimpton  and  Union  streets  were  held  iji 
the  same  rooms  as  in  previous  years.  The  number  in  attendance 
at  these  schools  was  not  so  large  as  to  make  them  unwiekH". 
and  nearly  all  in  attendance  seemed  actuated  bv  a.  desire  to 
make  the  best  iniprovement  of  the  o[)[»ortunities  ;ifforded.  At 
the  time  of  our  visits  these  schools  always  appeared  quiet  and 
orderly,  the  attendanee  excellent,  and  the  results  of  the  Avork 
gratifying. 

The  Centre  schools  were  held  iu  the  rooms  of  the  Soeiety 
of  St.  John  Baptist.  As  in  previous  years,  the  number  in  att<;n- 
dance  was  ver}'  large,  and  contained  more  of  the  unruly  element 
that  attend  in  compliance  witli  law.  rather  tlian  from  desire  of 
improvement,  thus  taxing  the  utmost  l  esources  of  the  teachers 
in  the  management.  The  majority  however,  of  those  in  attend- 
ance were  generally  in  their  places,  and  made  commendable 
progress.  .\s  regards  the  Centre  schools  the  problem  of  man- 
agement is  not  yet  full}-  solved.  On  the  whole,  the  schools  wei'e 
l)etter  than  in  previous  years,  and  the  average  attendance  better. 
Twenty  were  present  at  every  session ;  27  lost  but  one  session, 
29  but  two  niohts  and  others  were  present  every  evening  but 
three  or  four.

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'die  Truant  officers  have  attended  to  their  duties  with 
lidelity,  renderino-  efficient  assistance  to  tlie  teachers  by  looking 
up  delinquent  pupils.  They  report  investigating*  218  cases, 
visiting  lionies  and  returning  many  truants  to  their  ])laces.  They 
•have  labored  under  the  disadvantage  of  having  no  place  to  send 
truants  on  account  of  the  dehiy  in  opening  the  Count v  school.

Tlic  laws  relating  to  school  attendance  and  the  employ- 
ment of  <*hil(h'en  in  manufacturing  establishments,  have  been 
'•rowino"  moic  strict  each  yeai'.  A  few  vears  ao-o.  children  of 
ten  years  of  age,  provided  tlicy  had  attended  school  twelve 
^yeek.s  during  the  year  prec'cding,  could  l)e  employed  in  the 
•mills.  Now  no  child  undc]-  tliirtccn  can  be  employed  at  any 
kind  (A  labrjr  A\  liilc  I  he  schools  iii'c  in  session,  and  all  children 
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under  fourteen  must  attend  seliool  at  least  thirt}'  weeks  during 
the  year.  This  virtually  debars  children  from  labor  until  the 
age  of  fourteen.  The  impression  prevails  that  children  ayIio 
have  reached  the  age  of  fourteen  can  be  employed  Avhether  they 
have,  or  have  not,  attended  school  during  the  year  preceding, 
and  whether  or  not  they  can  read  and  write.  This  is  not  so. 
AVhatever  our  thought  may  be  in  regard  to  allowing  a  child  to 
assist  in  the  support  of  the  family  which  otherwise  must  receive 
aid  from  tlie  town,  there  is  given  no  discretion  in  the  case  ;  the 
law  is  explicit.

The  exception  ma'ie 
in  Sec.  o,  Chap.  4o8  of  the  Revised  Statutes  (see  ap[>endix) 
applies  only  to  minors  fourteen  years  of  age  or  over.

In  many  respects  our  schools  are  in  a  better  condition  th.;:i 
at  the  tims  of  our  hist  report.  During  the  year  special  attentica 
has  been  directed  to  certain  lines  of  work,  and  marked  improve- 
ment has  resulted  from  these  special  efforts.  l>oth  in  gener.i 
management  and  in  methods  of  instruction  we  are  pleased  lo 
report  a  decided  advance,  'ilie  course  of  study  has  been  car-e- 
fuUy  re-written  and  adjusred  more  in  hannoiiy  with  present 
methods,  and.  although  it  will  require  time  for  tlie  teachers  :o 
fully  adjust  their  v.ork  to  the  new  course,  considerable  progress 
has  already  1)een  made  in  that  direction,  with  gratifj'ing  results. 
These  results  are  moie  apparent  in  the  Mork  in  number  an-l 
arithmetic,  as  special  stress  has  been  laid  upon  that  phase  of  t]?e 
general  work. 

The  improved  character  of  tlie  work  of  the  tirammar  schor:Is 
a[)pears>in  the  fact  that  every  one  in  the  regular  classes  of  the 
twenty-six  candidates  for  admission  to  the  Higli  school  pass-  1 
successfuUv  and  without  condition. 
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In  closing  I  desire  again  to  give  personal  expression  of 
tiianks  to  teachers  for  hearty  co-operation  and  for  tlie  faithful 
manner  in  which  they  have  discharged  their  duties,  and  to  you 
fpr  the  personal  courtesy  and  cordial  support  which  you  liave 
constantly  given  me  in  my  work.

MANUAL  FORCF. 

The  manual  t'oi-ee  remains  as  it  Avas  last  year,  viz,  lk)ard  of 
Engineers,  Chief  and  four  Assistants,  two  steamer  companies  of 
fifteen  men  each,  two  hook  and  ladder  companies  of  ten  men 
each,  thirteen  horses  subject  to  the  call  of  the  department.  ' 

The  apparatus  consists  of  two  steam  fire  engines,  two  hose 
carriages,  two  hook  and  ladder  trucks,  one  supply  wagon,  one 
portable  fire  escape,  one  life  net  canvas,  one  Siamese  coupling 
with  discharge  pipe,  two  perfection  nozzle  holders,  oTOO  feet 
leather  hose,  500  feet  rubber-lined  hose. 

The  past  year  we  have  aimed  to  repaii-  the  apparatus  and 
have  done  as  Avell  as  possible  with  the  limited  means  at  our 
command.  We  fonnd  many  small  repairs  needed  which  took 
some  time  and  attention.  The  engine  boilers  were  tested  and 
insured  for  >5<2000,  being  pi-onounced  in  good  condition,  and 
steam  pressure  increased  from  (So  to  100  pounds  pi-essure,  which 
is  very  desirable  in  cases  of  lai-ge  fires. 

As  chief  of  the  department  the  duty  devolves  on  me  to 
present  to  3'ou  such  suggestions  as  seem,  to  the  board,  calculated 
to  improve  and  increase  the  service  in  the  department. 

1  would  first  call  attention  to  the  lire  alarm  system  at  the 
present  time,  Avliich  system,  as  every  one  nuist  have  seen,  is  very 
delicient  and  gives  very  pooi-  satisfaction.  ^luch  valuable  time 
is  lost  in  getting  started  to  the  fii'es,  a  [joi'tlon  of  wliioh  is  owing 
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to  tlie  non-appearance  of  horses,  and  on  inquiry  it  is  found  that 
the  alarm  has  not  heen  heard.  Such  also  is  the  complaint  of  the 
liremen.  as,  if  the  wind  should  be  in  an  opposite  direction,  tlie 
alarm  can  not  ])e  heard,  and  much  confusion  is  caused  by  ignor- 
ance as  to  where  the  fire  is. 

I  would  recommend  a  system  of  fire  alarm  of  the  best  possi- 
ble construction,  which  system  in  a  few  years'  time  would  pay 
for  itself  by  not  calling  out  the  entire  department  to  every  lire. 
Each  company  would  respond  to  its  "alarm  and  if  the  second 
company  was  needed  a  second  alarm  would  be  rung,  as  each 
alarm  would  direct  the  company  as  to  the  locality  of  the  fire. 
Tlie  above  mentioned  system  would  decrease  expenses,  as  65  per 
cent,  of  tlie  alarms  given  need  but  one  company. 

The  writer  has  personally  investigated  the  operations  of  the 
Gamcwell  Fire  Alarm  Co..  and  at  the  Firemen's  Xational  Con- 
vention, held  at  Sprinolield,  also  the  state  convention  at  liOwell. 
made  all  in(|uiries  into  this  system  and  found  all  the  most  promi- 
nent liremen  of  the  National  and  State  Conventions  loud  in 
their  [)raises  of  the  (lamewell  lire  alai-m  system. 

Quoting  the  words  of  Chief  A.  V.  Lcshure  of  Springfield, 
and  James  C.  Crom])ie  of  Lawrence.  The  GameAvell  system  is 
tlie  best  there  is  to  be  had.*" 

I  would  recommend  a  complete  fire  alarm  system  consisting 
of  eight  boxes  evenly  distributed  throughout  the  town,  running 
six  miles  of  exti-a  best  No.  1'  wire,  with  all  the  })roper  attach- 
ments to  complete  the  same,  everything  to  be  of  the  best  mate- 
ri;il,  the  work  warranted  to  be  done  in  a  thorough  manner  and 
the  whole  system  put  up  and  guaranteed  for  the  sum  of  -$1200. 

The  liremen  hope  tlie  citizens  will  give  this  matter  their 
earnest  consideration  as  it  is  a  much  needed  improvement,  the 
town  growing  larger  every  year  and  responsibilities  for  the  fire- 
men increasing. 

I  would  also  call  attention  to  the  annual  appropriation  for 
the  2>ast  ten  yeai's  which  has  been  f 800  per  year. 

Iferetofore  this  appropriation  has  beeji  found  suthcient.

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Tlie  I  lealtli  lioaid  in  siil)iuittin<>'  its  annual  re[)ort  is  pleasd 
to  note,  first  of  all,  tlie  entire  absence  during  the  3'ear  of  conta,- 
gious  diseases,  not  a  single  case  being  officially  reported.  A 
general  inspection  of  the  town  was  made  early  in  tlie  season  by 
the  full  board.  In  most  instances,  cesspools,  drains,  privies  an  1^ 
vaults  were  found  well  covered  and  in  fairly  good  conditio,). 
Changes  advised  by  the  Board  were  promptly  executed. 

'Ilie  matter  of  proper  sewerage  for  the  town  is  of  vital  im- 
portance to  every  householder,  few  realizing  the  danger  in  tlie 
present  method  of  disposing  of  our  sewage.  However  exact- 
ing the  health  oiiicei'S,  c>r  careful  the  landlord  and  tenant,  this 
primitive  metliod  of  drainage  is  a  prolific  source  of  disease  and 
a  disgrace  to  the  town.

REMARKS. 

Statistics  show  that  of  the  351  towns  and  cities  of  Mass 
achusetts,  211  contain  free  public  Libraries  that  are  entirely 
under  municipal  controlj  29  contain  Libraries  the  use  of  which 
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is  entirely  free,  and  in  the  manasjement  of  which  the  municipal- 
ity IS  in  some  form  represented;  22  contain  Libraries  to  which 
the  town  or  city  appropriates  money,  but  over  which  it  has  no 
contract ;  21  contain  fi-ee  Libraries,  supported  entirely  by 
private  benefactions,  and  2  have  Libraries  owned  and  con- 
trolled by  the  towns,  but  charo^e  a  small  fee  for  the  use  of  the 
books;  and  6G  towns  have  no  public  libraries.  This  is  a  record 
unequalled  by  any  state  in  the  Union.  Our  town,  the  commit- 
tee are  pleased  to  say,  contains  the  largest,  best  equipped  and 
most  complete  Library  of  any  town  of  equal  population  in  the 
state  or  in  Xew  England.  This  is  a  fact  that  the  committee 
think  is  not  entirely  realized  by  the  citizens  of  the  town,  and 
should  be  a  source  of  prids  to  all  and  everyone  of  those  enjo}-- 
ing  the  privileges  of  our  Libraiy.  Looking  over  the  list  of 
libraries  in  other  Xew  England  states,  we  find  that  in  the  state 
of  Rhode  Island,  only  one  place,  and  that  the  city  of  Providence, 
has  a  larger  free  Library  than  Southbridge.  Xo  city  or  town  in 
Vermont  has  a  free  Library  equal  to  ours  ;  and  in  the  state  of 
of  Xew  Hampshire  only  three  cities  have  larger  Libraries  than 
we  possess.  Our  Library  is  rich  in  books  of  reference,  historical 
and  biographical  literature,  and  in  the  department  of  general 
reading  matter.  This  high  standard  has  been  attained  by  a  care- 
ful and  conservative  management,  and  has  been  fo^stered  by  the 
liberal  appropriations  of  the  town  toward  its  support.  Your 
committee  made  the  annual  examination  at  the  Library  on  Feb. 
22,  and  found  the  books,  papers,  periodicals,  and  other  property 
of  the  Library  in  a  good  condition  and  recommend  the  usual 
appropriation  of  $1,500  and  the  dog  fund.

Librarian's  Report* 


In  preparing  the  report  of  the  past  year,  the  twenty  third  an- 
nual report  of  the  Library,  the  twentieth  of  my  connection  with 
it,  there  seems  even  more  tlian  heretofore,  reasons  for  congratu- 
lation that  its  resources  are  so  great,  and  so  well  .recognized. 
The  greater  use  made  of  works  of  reference,  and  books  treating 
upon  scientific  and  literary  subjects,  as  well  as  historical  and 
biographical  studies,  impress  us  with  the  fact  that  our  Library 
not  only  contains  large  educational  resources,  but  that  which  is 
of  more  importance,  the  people  are  educating  themselves  to  use 
them.  Treasures  unused  are  valueless.  To  learn  how  to  make 
books  useful  to  us,  is  in  itself  an  education.  Perhaps  it  is  to- 
wards this  development,  guardians  of  Libraries  should  quite  as 
much  direct  their  attention,  as  towards  the  selecting  and  storing 
of  valuable  works  upon  the  shelves.  One  great  ^nd  inestimable 
help  towards  this  result,  is  a  full  and  complete  indexing  of  books. 
Without  a  complete  and  carefully  prepared  catalogue,  valuable 
works  are  liable  to  be  unused,  even  by  the  student,  and  entirely 
overlooked  by  the  ordinary  reader. 

We  can  testify  to  the  value  of  a  subject  indexed  catalogue, 
having  been  one  of  the  first  to  adopt  this  system,  our  first  being 
issued  in  1876.  But  many  improvements  have  been  made  during 
the  years  that  have  intervened,  and  many  more  doubtless  will  be 
made  in  the  coming  years.  During  the  last  year,  Mr.  Geo.  M. 
Lovell,  chairman  of  the  Library  committee,  has  continued  the 
work,  mentioned  in  our  last  report,  viz:  revising  our  card  cata- 
logue, and  making  a  fuller  subject  index.  The  work  is  now  more 
than  half  completed,  and  is  found  by  those  who  make  use  of  it  to 
be  of  great  value.  We  trust  the  work  will,  the  oming  year,  be 
continued.    Since  patrons  have  had  freer  access  to  the  shelves, 
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we  have  been  unsuccessful  in  our  attempts  to  keep  an  accurate 
account  of  the  number  used  in  the  Library  rooms.  Hence  our  re- 
port shows  only  the  number  issued  for  home  use. 

We  cannot  in  justice  close  this  report  without  mentioning  in 
terms  of  commendation  the  services  of  our  assistants.  The  fre- 
quenc}'  with  wiiich  we  hear  from  our  patrons,  words  of  apprecia- 
tion of  their  cheerfulness  and  alacrity  in  serving  them,  leads  us 
to  feel  this  public  acknowledgement  is  due  to  them. 

Among  the  most  popular  of  the  w^orks  of  lictioii  added  the 
past  year  are  J.  M.  Barrie's,  Capt.  Charles  King's  and  W.  Clark 
KusselTs.  In  the  juvenile  section  G.  A.  Henty's  and  Kosa  N. 
Cary's  meet  with  great  favor,  and  J.  T.  Trowbridge's  stories  are 
always  in  demand.  ]Miss  Buckley's  and  Miss  Bamford's  juvenile 
works  upon  natural  history,  are  also  highly  appreciated.  Among 
the  important  works  in  history  are  voh  3  of  Mac  Master's  "His- 
tory of  the  United  States",  Fronde's  "Divorce  of  Catherine  of 
Arragon"',  ••Blue  Jackets  of  7(5"  b}^  W.  Abbot,  ^'Discovery  of 
America"  by  Jolm  Fiske,  -Three  episodes  of  Massachusetts  His- 
tory" by  C.  F.  Adams,  and  vols.  6  and  7  of  Von  Hoist's  "Consti- 
tutional History''.

Selectmen's  Report, 


The  year  that  has  just  drawn  to  a  close  has  been  an  event- 
ful one.    Large  expenditures  have  been  made  owing  to  the  de- 
mands of  our  citizens,  who  take  great  pride  in  the  growth  and 
prosperity  of  the  town.    The  appropriations  made  in  the  spring, 
were  not  sufficient  for  the  maintenance  of  the  several  depart- 
ments.   A  deficiency  in  some  of  the  accounts  has  been  handed 
down  to  successors  in  office  a  little  heimx  added  every  year  for 
the  last  few  years  until  now  some  of  the  accounts  are  largely 
overdrawn,  which  will  be  satisfactorily  explained  in  the  detailed 
report  of  the  Board  of  Auditors.    In  the  large  expenditures  com- 
mitted to  us,  economy  has  been  our  watch-word.    We  believe  in 
improvements  which  necessitates  expenditures  whereby  good 
results  can  be  shown.    Our  citizens  are  progressive  and  their 
demands  large.    The  construction  of  the  sewer  which  is  now 
completed,  with  the  exception  of  the  flush  tank  at  the  drinking 
fountain,  cose  double  the  estimate,  although  bids  were  advertised 
for,  and  the  contract  let  to  a  responsible  party  with  heavy  bonds. 
Yet  owing  to  errors  in  surveys,  speciiications  and  plans  drawn  up 
by  the  engineer  some  two  or  three  years  ago,  we  found  that  we 
could  save  several  thousand  dollars  by  new  surveys  and  change 
of  grade  on  Central  street.    We  caused  these  changes  to  be  made 
and  although  the  work  on  this  street  was  very  expensive  owing 
to  the  large  amount  of  rock  cutting,  we  are  glad  to  say  that  we 
have  a  first  class  sewer  system  and  have  kept  within  the  appro- 
priations.   From  information  that  we  got  from  those  that  had 
experience  in  sewers  we  deemed  it  best  to  increase  the  size  of 
the  pipe  along  the  entire  line  which  added  somewhat  to  the  cost. 
Yet  we  believe  by  increasing  the  size  of  pipe  the  sewer  is  good 
for  50  years  to  come.    Central  Mills  Co.  agreed  for  the  nominal 
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rental  of  one  dollar  per  year  to  give  the  town  the  right  to  lay  six 
inch  pipe  through  their  mill  yard  connecting  with  a  pen  stock 
from  the  canal,  thereby  giving  us,  as  we  have  been  assured  by 
competent  engineers,  one  of  the  best  sewer  flushing  arrangements 
in  the  country.  There  is  now  on  file  in  the  Selectmen's  offlce  a 
location  plan  showing  frontage  and  giving  number  of  feet  of  as- 
sessable property  of  every  abutter  along  the  line  of  the  sewer. 
Proper  rules  and  regulations  will  be  adopted  for  entering  the 
sewer. 

The  Doyle  case  is  settled  and  we  are  glad  to  say  that  there 
is  no  other  case  pending  against  the  town.  Tne  Worcester,  Lei- 
cester and  Spencer  Electric  Railroad  Co.,  applied  for  a  franchise 
within  the  limits  of  the  town.  After  giving  several  hearings  and 
thoroughly  investigating  the  matter  we  deemed  it  wise  and  for 
the  best  interests  of  the  town  to  grant  the  same.  AVe  have  every 
reason  to  believe  that  the  work  will  be  commenced  1^3^  -May  1st. 
and  completed  before  Nov.  1st.  of  this  year. 

The  Mechanic  street  bridge  is  now  completed  and  is  being 
put  in  place.  It  is  not  an  elaborate  affair  but  a  good,  substantial 
structure  and  built  for  business. 

Williams  street,  owing  to  the  lateness  of  the  season,  was  not 
commenced.  We  should  have  been  very  glad  to  have  built  the 
street  for  the  convenience  of  those  living  upon  it.  The  work  will 
probably  be  pushed  early  in  the  spring. 

HIGHWAYS 

There  was  a  balance  against  this  account  of  $278.87  at  the 
commencement  of  the  year.  AVe  close  the  year  with  a  balance  to 
the  credit  of  the  account  of  $104.98  which  sum  would  have  been 
sufficent  to  have  met  the  ordinary  expenses  for  the  montli  of 
March,  but  owing  to  the  severe  snow  storm  the  filling  and  block- 
ing up  of  our  streets  and  roads,  we  shall  reccommend  a  special 
appropriation  for  the  payment  of  bills  contracted  on  this  account. 

The  amount  ot  work  that  has  been  done  and  the  good  condition 
of  our  roads  and  streets,  shows  good  and  efficient  management  on 
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the  part  of  our  Street  Commissioner. 

Four  new  streets  have  been  built  and  all  are  in  good  condition 
for  travel;  all  have  been  built  within  the  appropriations. 

We  would  recommend  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  for  re- 
pairs of  Highways  and  a  special  appropriation  of  one  thousand 
dollars  for  the  clearing  of  the  streets  and  town  roads  of  snow. 

CONTINGENT. 

This  account  is  overdrawn  $987.35.  There  was  a  balance  against 
this  account  last  year  of  $840.73.  There  were  bills  outstanding, 
connected  with  the  Doyle  case  $225.00,  vaccination  bill  $164.00, 
and  salary  of  superintendent  of  cemetery  $100.00,  making  in  all 
$489.00  which  there  had  been  no  provision  made  for  payment, 
and  was  paid.  We  would  recommend  the  sum  of  $3,200.00,  be 
appropriated.  This  will  wipe  out  the  old  balance  which  has  been 
accumulating  for  years,  and  pay  the  expenses  for  the  coming 
year. 

SIDEWALKS 

The  town  owns  a  number  of  miles  of  sidewalks  and  are  building 
more  every  year.  Some  of  the  old  brick  walks  are  getting  into 
an  unsafe  condition  and  must  be  repaired  either  with  new  brick 
or  concrete;  of  the  two  we  advise  concrete.  It  may  cost  a  trifle 
more  but  is  the  cheapest  in  the  end.  We  have  reset  curbing,  re- 
paired gutters,  and  concreted  walk  on  Hamilton  stieet,  also  on 
Main  street.  Also  recovered  walks  about  the  town  where 
needed.  We  have  built  on  the  west  side  of  Mechanic  street  a 
new  concrete  walk  which  is  now  an  established  walk,  belonging 
to  the  town.  We  would  recommend  the  sum  of  $1000  for  this 
account. 

BRIDGES 


This  account  is  largely  overdrawn,,  owing  to  the  condition  of 
our  bridges.    Our  attention  was  called  to  the  condition  of  Cen- 
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tral  street  bridge  and  also  to  River  street  bridge.  Before  pro 
ceeding  to  any  large  outlay  we  thought  it  advisable  to  have  an 
examination  b}'  a  practical  bridgeman.  We  consulted  Mr.  Henry 
Manley,  of  Boston,  Chief  of  the  Engineering  Department,  who 
has  charge  of  constructing  and  repairing  of  all  bridges  in  Boston, 
who  came  here  and  examined  the  above  bridges.  He  at  once  con- 
demned Central  street  bridge  and  ordered  a  few  repairs  for  River 
street  bridge,  with  a  recommendation  for  the  town  to  consider, 
which  will  be  presented  at  the  April  meeting.  The  general  re- 
pairs of  Central  street  bridge  and  the  slighc  repairs  of  River 
street  bridge,  with  the  replanking  and  new  stringers  for  the 
Chestnut  street  bridge  and  the  replanking  of  one  of  the  Sanders- 
dale  bridges  has  overdrawn  the  account.  We  would  recommend 
for  ordinary  re2:)airs  of  the  balance  against  this  account  the  sum 
of  $600. 

BAILINGS. 

The  railings  are  in  good  repair.  We  have  put  up  no  new 
railing  this  year,  but  the  building  of  the  new  streets  will 
necessicate  new  railing,  and  we  would  recommend  the  sum  of 
^100  be  appropriated  for  that  purpose. 

FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

The  introduction  of  the  Fire  Alarm  has  been  a  very  important 
factor  in  this  department ;  and  under  the  very  efficient  manage- 
ment of  Chief  Engineer,  Charles  E.  Wilson,  the  department  has 
been  ably  managed  and  his  report  will  give  more  particularly 
the  condition  of  the  department  and  of  work  done  the  past  year. 

INSURANCE. 

The  insurance  policies  on  the  Town  Hall  building  having 
expired  »Ian.  1st,  1893,  and  no  provision  having  been  made  for 
the  payment  of  the  premiums,  and  the  renewals  of  all  other 
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j)olicies  on  town  property,  has  very  largely  overdrawn  this 
account.  There  is  a  balance  against  this  account  of  f 410  58. 
We  recommend  the  sum  of  $650  for  this  account. 

WAR  RELIEF. 

The  large  credit  to  this  account  of  $411.99  is  owing  to  a  num- 
ber of  our  soldiers  and  widows  of  soldiers  having  received 
pensions  during  the  past  year,  which  has  relieved  this  account 
very  much.  Where  we  were  assisting  the  families  of  12  soldiers 
last  year  we  are  now  giving  aid  to  only  six.  We  would  rec- 
ommend the  sum  of  $1,000  for  this  account. 

MILITIA. 

We  would  recommend  the  usual  appropriation  for  this 
account,  as  the  citizens  take  great  pride  in  the  maintenance  of 
Co.  K. 

STREET  LIGHTS 

As  these  have  become  an  indispensible  convenienc'e,  we  would 
recommend  the  sum  of  $6,000  for  this  account. 

TOWN  HALL  CONTINGENT 

There  is  a  credit  to  this  account  of  $175.87  and  no  outstanding 
bills.  Owing  to  the  extreme  cold  weather  the  past  winter  the 
heating  of  the  Town  Hall  has  been  a  large  item  of  expense. 
Some  may  ask  why  this  large  expense  of  running  the  Town 
Hall?  They  must  not  forget  that  this  heating,  lighting  and 
care  of  school  rooms,  which  should  go  to  school  appropriations, 
is  paid  from  this  account.  We  would  suggest  that  some  arrange- 
ment be  made,  whereby  a  portion  of  this  expense  be  paid  from 
the  school  fund. 
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We  would  recommend  that  the  vault  in  the  selectmen's  room 
be  fitted  up  with  shelves  and  drawers,  where  all  books,  plans  and 
records  of  the  Town  should  be  kept.  We  recommend  the  sum 
of  $1,200  for  this  account.

Report  of  Cemetery  Committee. 


Since  the  last  annual  meeting  of  the  town  two  members  of  the 
committee,  Theodore  Harrington  and  Henry  Walker  declined  to 
serve.  The  vacancies  were  filled  by  the  election  of  C.  A.  Paige 
6hosen  secretary  and  Thomas  Sanders,  chairman.  Samuel 
Williams  was  appointed  superintendent  of  the  cemetery  with  a 
salary  of  $100  a  year.  Mr.  Williams  accepted  the  position  and 
has  shown  much  interest  in  his  work  and  has  made  many  im- 
provements to  the  satisfaction  and  approval  of  the  committee; 
much  more  work  remains  to  be  done  and  with  a  reasonable 
appropriation  annually  the  cemetery  can  be  much  improved  and 
made  pleasant  and  attractive  as  the  committee  and  the  citizens  of 
the  town  wish  to  have  it.  The  cemetery  fund  amounts  to 
16,239  25,  with  $225  paid  into  the  treasury  since  the  1st  of 
March,  too  late  to  be  credited  to  the  account  which  appears  in 
the  Treasurer's  Keport  as  $6,014  25.  The  amount  received  for 
sale  of  lots  $385;  for  perpetual  care  of  lots,  $270  ;  for  work 
grading  lots,  etc.,  $144.50;  total,  $799.50.  The  receipts  in 
detail  can  be  found  in  the  committee's  cash  account.  No  part  of 
the  cemetery  fund  can  be  used  except  the  interest.  The  com- 
mittee think  the  am.ount  will  soon  or  ought  to  reach  $10,000, 
with  a  five  per  cent  interest  will  earn  $500  a  year.  The  com- 
mittee recommend  owners  of  lots  to  provide  for  p^rpetii  il  care 
as  a  wise  thing  to  do.  And  we  wish  to  thank  Alvah  Hyde,  Esq., 
for  assistance  during  the  year,  writing  and  recording  deeds  of 
the  sale  and  for  the  perpetual  care  of  lots  without  charge.  We 
recommend  an  appropriation  of  $700  for  tiie  ensuing  year. 
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Herewith  we  submit  the  report  of  Samuel  Williams,  Sup't. 
To  the  Cemetery  Committee:  Gentlemen: 

When  you  appointed  me  superintendent  last  May,  I  found  to 
the  credit  of  cemetery  improvement  account,  $29.15  left  over 
from  last  year  and  the  balance  of  the  1892  appropriation  $224.77 
and  with  the  interest  on  Cemetery  Fund,  $235.22  sale  of  one 
perpetual  care,  marker  and  for  work  grading,  etc.,  $144.50,  and 
for  uncollected  work  18.45  a  total  of  $651.89.

Grass  was  cut  live  times  all  over  the  yard  during  the  season 
and  perpetual  care  lots  as  often  as  needed.  It  cost  as  near  as 
can  be  estimated  $45  to  cut  the  grass  each  time.  Have  filled  up 
165  graves  that  were  caved  in  and  brought  them  up  to  grade  at  a 
cost  of  about  forty  cents  each ;  graded  and  regraded  12  lots  at 
the  cemetery's  expense,  belonging  to  parties  that  have  passed 
awav  and  no  one  left  to  care  for  them.  The  labor  account  on 
the  lots  was  about  $50.  The  balance  was  used  for  avenue  work, 
making  flower  beds  and  general  repairs  and  improvement-.  The 
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grass  was  sold  for  six  dollars  to  be  paid  for  in  manure,  a  part 
delivered  last  year,  the  remainder  to  be  delivered  this  spring. 
A  detailed  account  of  the  above  expenditures  with  vouches  has 
been  given  the  committee  during  the  year.

FARM  AND  ALMSHOUSE 


The  amount  of  orders  drawn  for  the  support  of  the  poor  is 
$2,141. 


The  whole  number  of  inmates  during  the  year  18,  with  an 
average"  of  15  all  the  year. 

The  net  cost  for  farm  support  $2.07  per  week  and  includes 
services  of  superintendent  and  matron,  all  hired  help  and  ser- 
vices of  Physician.  The  inventory  of  personal  is  $3,o32,  against 
$3,155  last  year,  a  gain  of  $177. 

The  maaagement  and  care  of  the  property  by  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
George  F.  Northup,  superintendent  and  matron,  has  been  to  the 
satisfaction  and  approval  of  the  Overseers  who  have  secured  their 
services  for  another  year,  and  will  commence  on  their  fifteenth 
year  of  continuous  service. 

The  expenditures  have  been  kept  within  the  appropriation 
with  a  balance  of  $643  to  the  credit  of  the  account. 

For  the  support  of  the  poor  at  the  Alms  House  we  recommend 
for  the  ensuing  year  an  appropriation  of  $1,500,  also  $200  for 
repairs  of  buildings.

OUTSIDE  POOR. 

Charges  to  the  outside  poor  are  $4314.  This  includes  $1564 
paid  for  the  insane  at  the  hospitals ;  $522  paid  for  persons  hav- 
ing settlements  in  other  towns ;   $309  paid   other  towns  for 
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persons  having  settlements  in  this  town ;  $211  paid  for  the  «tate 
for  unsettled  persons  ;  $42  for  care  420  tramps  ;  total,  $2648. 
This  shows  $1666  paid  for  our  own  poor  in  this  town.  The 
expense  for  the  insane  at  the  hospitals  have  increased  from  $1253 
last  year  to  $1564  this  year;  total  expense  to  the  town  is  $3581. 
The  expenditures  have  been  kept  within  the  appropriation  with 
a  balance  to  the  credit  of  the  account  of  $310.  There  are  no 
outstanding  bills  in  or  out  of  the  town  known  to  the  Overseers. 

The  hospital  charge  of  $109  for  Annie  Monroe  has  been  paid 
in  full  to  the  town  by  James  Monroe.

MANUAL  FORCE 

The  manual  force  remains  as  it  was  last  year,  viz:  Board  of 
Engineers,  Chief  and  four  Assistants,  two  steamer  companies  of 
fifteen  men  each,  two  hook  and  ladder  companies  of  ten  men 
each,  thirteen  horses  subject  to  the  call  of  the  department. 

The  apparatus  consists  of  two  sceam  fire  engines,  two  hose 
carriages,  two  hook  and  ladder  trucks,  one  supply  wa^jon,  one 
portable  hre  escape,  one  life  net  canvas,  one  Siamese  coupling 
with  discharge  pipe,  two  perfection  nozzle  holders,  3,700  feet 
leather  hose,  500  feet  rubber-lined  hose,  and  the  Gamewell  Fire 
Alarm  System,  which  consists  of  one  steam  whistle  machine,  one 
steam  gong  with  apparatus  necessary  to  operate  the  same,  twelve 
signal  boxes  with  ten  and  one  half  miles  of  covered  number  nine 
wire,  six  gongs  in  the  engine  houses  and  livery  stables,  two 
Standard  galvanometers  and  sixty  cups  of  battery  with  all  nec- 
essary apparatus. 

Kight  here  it  seems  appropriate  that  some  explanation  of  the 
iire  alarm  be  given.  The  report  of  1892  shows  that  we  asked  for 
eight  boxes  and  six  miles  of  wire  with  all  necessary  apparatus, 
bids,  at  that  time,  being  $1,200  for  the  same. 

By  close  contract  we  obtained  better  terms  as  we  found  the 
system  called  for  would  not  give  general  satisfaction. 

After  going  thoroughly  over  the  plan  we  found  that  by  over- 
drawing the  appropriation  to  the  amount  of  $100  much  better  re- 
sults might  be  obtained,  which  course  we  were  advised  to  pursue 
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by  the  Selectmen,  thereby  making  the  cost  of  the  above  system 
$1,327  88. 

When  the  plan  for  the  Fire  Alarm  system  had  been  com- 
pleted it  was  found  that  it  was  going  to  give  little  or  no  satisfac- 
tion to  the  residents  at  the  Globe,  and,  to  help  us  out  of  this 
difficulty,  the  Gamewell  Company  agreed  to  lend  the  department 
a  whistle  and  machine  fully  equipped  for  the  space  of  one  year's 
time  free  of  expense  for  which  the  town,  if  it  then  decided  to 
purchase,  was  to  pay  the  sum  of  $500,  this  being  the  established 
price  for  the  same. 

Through  the  kindness  of  Mr.  Hill,  agent  for  the  Hamilton 
Woolen  Co.,  the  whistle  was  placed  on  the  Globe  Print  Works, 
subject  to  his  approval  and  now  gives  good  satisfaction. 

The  Westville  line  was  put  in  on  condition  that  the  Litch- 
field Shuttle  Company  would  pay  for  the  wire  and  the  Gamewell 
Company  loan  them  a  box  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  town. 

We  would  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $876.88  be  appropri- 
ated for  machine,  whistle  and  all  apparatus  for  the  same,  also 
for  box.  and  line  leading  to  Westville  and  two  additional  boxe?, 
one  for  the  corner  of  Chapin  and  Dresser  streets  there  being 
much  property  in  this  section  and  the  nearest  box  that  at  Hart- 
well's  corner,  and  one  for  the  corner  of  Main  and  Oliver  streets, 
as  the  New  Mill  property  and  all  of  the  New  Village  are  two  far 
distant  from  the  box. 

Relative  to  the  assistance  rendered  tire  fighting  by  this  sys- 
tem we  leave  the  public  to  judge,  with  the  remark  that,  though 
it  has  not,  at  all  times  worked  as  we  would  like,  we  have,  on  in- 
vestigation, found  it  was  not  on  the  part  of  the  apparatus,  but 
due  to  error  in  being  misunderstood. 

jSTot  being  electricians  and  the  system  entirely  new,  we  had 
a  great  many  things  to  learn  but  now  think  it  is  in  good  order 
and  gives  general  satisfaction. 

We  would  call  the  attention  of  the  public  to  the  Globe 
Engine  House  which  is  in  bad  condition  and  as  it  now  stands, 
necessitates  some  repaics  or  a  new  engine  house,  the  floor  being 
so  much  lower  than  the  street  causes  the  drainage  to  run  in  some- 
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times  entirely  covering  the  floor  with  water.  This  condition  of 
things  has  rotted  the  timbers  to  such  an  extent  that  it  has  become 
dangerous  to  ba'ik  the  steamer  over  certain  parts  of  the  floor. 

Shouhl  an  accident  to  the  steamer,  caused  by  neglecting  to 
provide  suitable  quarters  occur  it  wonld  mean  sometliing  serious 
to  all  property  owners  as  there  is  but  one  door  through  which  the 
apparatus  mu>;t  go  and  muc]i  delay,  in  attending  tires,  would  re- 
sult. We  think,  could  the  citizens  of  this  town  see  the  pulling  and 
hauling  backward  and  forward  the  flremen  of  this  section  are  com- 
pelled to  do  in  order  to  get  their  apparatus  out  and  the  valuable 
time  lost,  there  would  be  no  question^of  having  this  house  repair- 
ed at  once,  as  there -are  large  mills  with  quantities  of  inflamable 
material  it  is  necessary  that  this  company  have  nothing  to  hamper 
them. 

To  repair  this  house,  it  will  cost  from  $1200  to  ."^loOOand  we 
would  recommend  an  appropriation  of  $1500  for  the  purpose 
placing  it  in  good  condition. 

Would  also  call  your  attention  to  the  Hook  and  Ladder 
truck  which  was  built  at  the  time  the  hand  engine  was  running. 
At  the  present  writing  we  find  this  truck  does  not  fill  the  demand 
of  the  times  as  the  buildings  which  have  been  built  for  the  past 
ten  years  call  for  much  longer  ladders. 

The  insurance  underwriters,  after  inspectino-  the  fire  depart- 
ment, found  much  fault  in  not  having  proper  equipments  and 
have  recommended  that  it  be  brought  before  the  town  this 
spring  ;  this  is  a  most  important  item  for  property  owners  to 
consider,  as  the  underwriters  have  the  power  to  advance  rates  of 
insurance  which  they  have  this  year  been  doing  in  other  places. 

We  would  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $2,000  be  appropriated 
for  the  purpose  of  buying  nciw  apparatus  which  sum  will  place 
the  Hook  and  Ladder  Department  in  good  condition  and  in  addi- 
tion buy  four  hand  chemicals  and  from  800  to  1,000  feet  of  hose, 
as  some  of  the  hose  on  hand  requires  replacing.  Would  also 
recommend  that  the  sum  of  $150  be  appropriated  for  the  pur- 
pose of  caring  for  the  fire  alarm  ;  as  the  public  by  this  time, 
must  realize  this  is  an  important  oflice ;   the  electricim  must 
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make  365  visits  to  pull  in  the  noon  alarm  ;  also  52  visits  to  the 
different  boxes  for  the  Saturday  night  test.  This  does  not 
include  the  time  given  pulling  in  the  school  alarm  nor  does  it 
include  his  52  visits  to  the  two  whistle  machines  to  wind  and 
see  if  in  good  condition.  Each  month  the  electrician  must  spend 
hours  in  the  battery  room  cleaning  the  b;ittery  cups  and  keeping 
them  up  to  their  proper  standard.  In  addition,  it  is  his  duty  to 
keep  the  line  in  good  condition,  m  iking  all  necessary  repairs 
and  placing  all  new  apparatus  in  order.  Other  towns  appropriate 
sums  running  from  $150  to  if  300  for  same. 

In  looking  over  this  report  it  may  seem  to  the  citizens  at  large 
that  the  lire  department  is  not  so  economical  as  in  former  years ; 
this  has  been  a  source  of  regret  but  if  the  citizens  will  look  care- 
fully over  the  expenditures  they  will  see  that  the  money  appro- 
priated has  been  judiciously  spent.  Some  ot  the  bills  contracted 
call  for  a  special  appropriation,  repairing  the  two  boilers  which 
were  found  to  leak  badly  and  other  ittms  thereby  causing  the 
appropriation  to  be  overdrawn.  Last  year  the  Board  of 
Engineers  asked  for  $1,000  for  the  running  expenses  of  the 
department,  the  amount  similar  to  that  of  former  years  was 
given.  Heretofore  the  expense  for  horses  has  baen  50  per  cent 
less  than  at  the  present  time,  and  as  the  years  go  by  it  is  nec- 
essary to  replace  the  supplies,  which,  as  our  report  will  show, 
tlie  board  has  endeavored  to  do. 

We  would  ask  that  the  appropriation  for  the  coming  year  be 
made  $1,200,  as  we  believe  it  to  be  economical  for  the  property 
owners  to  have  their  Fire  Department  stand  second  to  none, 
which  reputation  the  Southbridge  Fire  Department  had  in 
former  years. 

In  closing  I  would  thank  Mr.  jVIcLean,  who  so  ably  assisted 
me  in  constructing  and  perfecting  the  Fire  Alarm  System,  also 
in  behalf  of  the  citizens  at  large,  co  N.  Putney  for  his  care  of 
the  alarm  free  of  charge.  Would  not  forget  the  kindness  of  Mr. 
Hill,  agent  Hamilton  Woolen  Co.,  for  interest  shown  and  favors 
received.  My  thanks  are  also  due  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
Electric  Light  Co.,  in  allowing  the  apparatus  to  be  placed  on 
their  property  ;  also  to  H.  C.  Cady  for  his  able  advice  and  lively 
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interest  taken  in  helpinpf  to  make  the  Fire  Alarm  System  a 
success.  I  desire  also  to  thank  the  parties  who  furnished  horses, 
for  so  quickly  responding  to  the  call  of  the  alarm.  Would  not 
forget  to  thank  the  whole  force  of  the  Fire  Department  for  their 
prompt  response  to  the  call  of  duty  and  good  work  done  at  fires 
during  the  year. 

My  thanks  are  most  heartily  extended  to  my  associate  mem- 
bers of  the  board  for  their  counsel  and  co-operation  in  all  the 
duties  and  requirements  of  this  department  during  the  year.

School  Committee's  Keport 


To  THE  Citizens  of  Southbrtdge  : — 

Some  one  has. wisely  said  tliat  we  always  get  our  '-must 
haves."  We  can  have  almost  anything  in  life  for  which  we  are 
willing  to  pay  the  full  price.  The  application  is  not  far  to  seek. 
When  we  frequently  hear  the  schools  cribicised,  we  feel  like 
replying,  "You  have  just  as  good  schools  as  you  really  desire." 
Parents  have  the  whole  matter  in  their  own  hands.  If  the 
schools  are  not  what  they  would  have  them,  they  will  certainly 
be  eager  to  vote  the  money  necessary  to  provide  better  accommo- 
dations, and  to  secure  and  retain  first  class  teachers.  When 
parents  take  an  intelligent  interest  in  the  schools,  eagerly  seek- 
ing tne  best  results  for  their  children,  they  will  quickly  recognize 
the  hand  of  a  good  teacher,  and  heartily  sustain  him  in  his  work. 
If  they  really  wish  instruction  and  discipline  that  shall  develop 
character,  enlarge  the  capabilities,  and  make  stronger  and  better 
men  and  women  of  their  children,  they  will  constantly  push  for 
it,  till  the  result  is  attained.  But  if  teachers  who  secure  the 
best  results  are  the  least  popular  and  most  complained  of,  if 
parents  object  to  exact  discipline  and  thorough  instruction, 
everything  will  soon  become  slack  and  slip-shod,  according  to 
their  real  desire.  If  children  get  the  impression  at  home  that 
good  style  and  exact  etiquette  are  of  higher  importance  than 
accurate  and  thorough  scholarship,  there  can  be  no  ground  for 
surprise,  when  the  test  comes,  if  the  pupils  show  a  better  knowl- 
edge of  the  "fads"  of  fashionable  society  th^n  of  the  Multiplica- 
cation  table  or  the  History  of  tlieir  country.  Or  if  parents  allow 
their  children  to  take  their  time  and  strength  for  other  things  ^ 
the  results  of  school  work  will  be  meager  and  unsatisfactory. 
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Whether  the  interruptions  are  in  themselves  useful  or  worthless, 
frequent  late  hours  at  parties,  concerts,  lectures,  or  religious 
meetings;  lessons  in  music,  painting,  French,  or  dancing;  or  any 
considerable  amount  of  reading  not  in  the  line  of  school  work ; 
the  result  is  invariably  disastrous.  If  parents  have  an  intelligent 
desire  for  good  schools,  earnest  enough  to  be  willing  to  pay  the 
full  price,  not  merely  in  mone}^,  but  in  discipline  and  watchful 
care  over  their  children,  they  will  certainly  have  what  they  wish. 
When  they  become  thoroughly  convinced  themselves,  and 
constantly  instruct  their  children,  that  during  childhood  and 
youth,  nothing  but  life  and  health  should  be  suffered  to  inter- 
fere with  school  work,  then,  and  not  till  then  shall  we  begin  to 
liave  good  schools.  The  whole  responsibility  and  efficient  power 
is  in  the  hands  of  the  parents.  As  zealous  lovers  of  true  educa- 
tion have  often  found,  against  the  will  or  even  the  indifference 
of  parents,  all  others  are  powerless  to  establish  or  sustain  good 
schools.  And,  on  the  other  hand,  their  determined  purpose  to 
have  good  schools,  no  power  can  defeat.  In  the  long  run,  the 
will  of  the  parents  is  absolute  and  sure  to  be  accomplished. 

School  reports  for  many  years  have  been  calling  for  more 
extensive  and  better  accommodations.  NotwiUistanding  what 
has  been  done,  the  case  was  never  more  urgent  than  now.  The 
town  has  recognized  its  importance  by  appointing  a  committee 
to  investigate  and  report.  Their  report  is  now  in  your  hands, 
and  we  invite  your  careful  and  favorable  attention  to  its 
thoroughly  considered  presentation  of  our  already  pressing  and 
continually  increasing  needs.  It  is  important  also  to  remember 
that  for  communities  as  well  as  individuals,  the  old  saying  is  no 
less  true  than  trite:    "Lost  opportunities  never  return." 

Tlie  year  has  brought  nothing  specially  new  in  tlie  conduct  of 
the  schools.  They  have  kept  steadily  at  work  under  the  same 
faithful  and  laborious  Superintendent,  and  largely  under  the 
same  teachers.  The  facts  of  special  interest  and  importance 
will  be  found  in  the  annexed  financial  statement,  together  with 
tiie  Superintendent's  Rei)ort  herewith  presented.

Thirty  seven  others  have  been  perfect  in  attendance  one  term. 

]\rany  others,  no  doubt,  are  equally  deserving  of  commenda- 
iion,  being  always  in  their  places  unless  detaiupd  by  illness. 

The  attendance  is  two  per  cent,  higlier  than  that  of  the  pre- 
vious year,  yet  it  is  lower  than  it  ought  to  be.  Under  ordinary 
conditions  five  per  cent,  will  cover  necessary  absense  in  all  cases 
of  detention  at  home  from  illness  of  pupils  or  in  the  family.  An 
attendance  lower  than  ninety  five  per  cent,  indicates  neglect  or 
indifference  on  the  part  of  pupils  or  parents  to  the  importance'  of 
regularity  in  attendance  both  for  the  good  of  the  pupil  and  the 
school.  Usually  those  who  are  absent  most  are  those  who  can 
least  afford  to  lose  any  part  of  the  school  work.  Pupils  are  often 
allowed  to  be  absent  for  trivial  reasons.  The  same  is  true  in 
regard  to  tardiness.  The  greater  part  of  the  cases  of  tardiness 
stand  against  the  names  of  a  few  pupils.  An  important  element 
of  character  is  the  habit  of  regularity  and  punctuality;  and  school 
discipline  cannot  fail  to  recognize  this.  It  would  be  gratifying 
to  report,  another  year,  a  general  improvement  in  the  attendance 
at  all  our  .schools.

SANDERSDALE  SCHOOL  HOUSE. 

At  the  last  annual  meeting,  on  call  of  the  School  Committee, 
the  Town  appropriated  to  build  a  new  school  house  down  at  San- 
dersdale,  to  replace  the  one  burned  on  February  28,  the  amount 
of  the  insurance  to  be  received  and  $r)00  additional.  In  adjust- 
ing the  insurance  with  the  Company,  the  Selectmen  were  able  to 
obtain  only  S2,000  of  the  $2,200  for  which  the  old  building  was 
insured,  making  $2,500  available  for  the  new  bu  Iding. 

The  School  Committee,  in  order  to  have  the  new  building  in 
readiness  for  the  opening  of  the  the  Fall  term,  early  appointed  a 
special  committee  to  procure  plans  and  specifications.  Plans  were 
adopted  and  the  last  of  April,  the  Committee,  as  soon  as  they 
were  informed  by  the  Selectmen  that  the  insurance  had  been  ad- 
justed, contracted  with  Mr.  Aldrich  for  the  building.  It  then 
became  known  to  the  Committee  that  the  form  of  the  vote,  in 
making  the  appropriation  for  this  as  well  as  the  appropriation 
for  special  repairs  of  school  houses,  left  the  whole  matter,  by  the 
By  Laws  of  the  town,  in  the  hands  of  the  Selectmen.  But  after 
confering  with  the  Committee,  and  examining  the  plans  for  the 
school  house  and  for  the  proposed  repairs,  the  Selectmen  arranged 
with  the  Special  Committee  to  prosecute  the  work  as  adopted  by 
the  School  Committee. 

We  believe  that  we  now  have  at  Sandersdale  one  of  the 
most  commodious  country  school-houses,  complete  in  all  its 
appointments,  to  be  found  anywhere  in  the  state.  The  school 
room  32x28x12  is  well  lighted,  warmed  and  ventilated,  amply 
provided  with  black-board  surface,  all  of  natural  slate,  and  furn- 
ished with  new  desks  of  most  approved  pattern,  and  has  seating 
capacity  for  60  pupils.    Adjoining  the  main  room  is  a  recitation 
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room  18x10,  with  slate-boartls  on  two  sides.  Tlie  cloak  looms 
and  entrance  halls  are  large  and  convenient.  The  toilet 
rooms  are  entered  from  the  school-room,  but  separated  by  a  well 
ventilated  space.  The  main  room  is  warmed  by  a  large  jacketed, 
ventilating  stove.  The  stove  is  connected  with  outside  air,  the 
opening  being  4  sq.  ft.,  and  at  base  of  chimney  is  a  ventilating 
register  of  like  capacity.  This  arrangement  entirely  changes  the 
air  of  the  school  room  every  15  or  20  minutes.  The  inside  finish 
of  the  building  is  of  hard  pine.  Underneath  the  entire  building 
is  a  well  lighted  basement  with  painted  walls  and  cemented  floor. 
Tlip  total  cost  of  the  building  and  furniture  was  $2,451.12  The 
work  would  have  been  incomplete  without  some  improvement  of 
the  lot.  The  grounds  were  thoroughly  graded  and  seeded,  at  a 
cost  of  $88.75,  over-running  the  appropriation  nearly  $40.00. 


SPECIAL  REPAIRS 

With  the  appropriation  for  special  repairs,  the  Hirer  Street 
Jhiilding  was  repaired  and  painted  outside,  and  the  two  lower 
looms,  now  used  for  day  schools,  kalsomined  and  painted,  but 
nothing  was  done  in  the  direction  of  improving  tlie  heating  and 
ventilation. 

At  the  Ebn  Street  House  the  basement  floor  was  cemented. 
This  has  proved  an  important  sanitary  improvement.  Previous- 
ly, on  cold  winter  mornings,  the  walls  of  the  lower  school  room 
and  cloak  rooms,  were  covered  with  a  coating  of  frost  from  the 
dampness  of  the  basment.  The  past  winter  this  did  not  occur 
once. 

At  the  Carpenter  building,  more  extended  repairs  and 
changes  were  made  by  putting  in  one  of  the  most  approved  sys- 
tems of  warming  and  ventilation,  the  introduction  of  water  and 
an  excellent  system  of  water  closets.  The  outside  of  the  build- 
ing was  re-painted  and  the  inside  renovated  by  kalsomine  and 
paint. 
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At  Union  Street  B^iilding,  the  proposed  repairs  were  not  made 
and  the  amount  designated  for  that  purpose  remains  with  the 
Treasurer. 

Of  the  $1,250  appropriated  for  special  repairs  ^Ilo2.l0  were 
expended,  leaving  a  balance  of  $117.90. 

In  the  line  of  Ordinarg  Repairs,  during  the  year  the  Bacon 
school  house  has  been  put  in  excellent  condition,  the  roof  slated 
and  the  inside  thoroug:hly  renovated. 

The  one  room  used  at  Union  street  has  been  kalsomined  and 
painted;  and  several  rooms  in  the  Main  street  and  School  street 
buildings  were  kalsomined,  and  some  painting  done. 

Next  year  the  School  street  building  should  be  re -painted  on 
the  outside,  also  the  woodwork  of  the  Dennison  house. 

To  continue  the  work  suggested  in  last  year's  report,  that  of 
suitably  warming  and  ventilating  the  school  houses,  of  which  a 
good  beginning  has  been  made  by  the  work  done  at  the  Carpenter 
building,  the  Elm  street  house  should  next  receive  attention. 
This  building  will  be  required  for  permanent  use,  and  the  one 
room  suitable  for  school,  calls  for  better  facilities  for  heating  and 
ventilation  and  arrangements  of  water  closets. 


EVENING  SCHOOLS 

The  following  is  the  summary  of  these  schools  fur  the  ses- 
sion of  this  year:

Average  number  belonging,  251

Cost  per  pupil,  based  on  average  membership,  $2.38 
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The  evening  schools  were  in  session  fourteen  weeks,  each  of 
the  four  divisions  having  from  o7  to  40  evenings.  The  schools 
at  Globe  Village  were  united,  and  held  their  sessions  in  the  un- 
occupied upper  rooms  of  the  River  Street  school-house,  and, 
under  the  management  of  Mr.  Ammidown,  fully  sustained  the 
previous  record  for  good  order  and  efficient  work.  At  the  center, 
the  schools  were  conducted,  as  last  year,  in  the  rooms  of  St. 
John  Baptist  Society,  and  under  the  charge  of  Mr.  Knowles. 
The  records  show  a  marked  improvement  in  regularity  of  attend- 
euce  over  that  of  previous  years,  notwithstanding  the  outside 
excitement  and  attractions  incident  to  the  presidential  campaign. 
The  whole  number  enrolled  was  somewhat  less  than  last  year, 
there  being  less  of  the  disorderly  element,  who  attend  a  few 
evenings  for  the'  sake  of  the  novelty.  The  difference  between  the 
total  enrollment  and  che  average  membership  is  largely  due  to 
the  unusual  number  who  entered  late  in  the  term,  having  come 
to  town  after  the  commencement  of  the  schools. 

Although  there  is  strong  objection  to  allowing  teaohers  of 
the  day  schools  to  engage  in  evening  school  work,  the  difficulty 
of  securing  outside,  those  of  experience  in  teaching  and  qualified 
for  efficient  service,  has  made  it  necessary  to  employ  in  these 
schools  several  from  our  regular  corps  of  teachers.  They  have 
done  this  without  any  apparent  abatement  in  the  zeal  and 
efficiency  of  their  regular  service,  and  greatly  to  the  advantage 
of  the  evening  schools,  as  appeared  in  the  improvement  in  the 
results,  and  in  the  general  good  order  of  the  pupils. 

The  law  relating  to  the  attendance  in  the  evening  schools, 
of  illiterate  minors  makes  70  per  cent,  the  minimum  of  attend- 
ence  to  permit  of  employment  after  tlie  evening  schools  have 
closed.  The  evident  intent  of  the  statute  m-ikes  the  employ- 
ment ot  an  illiterate  minor,  at  any  time  during  the  yeav^  depend 
upon  the  regular  attendance  of  sucli  minor  upon  the  evening 
schools,  provided  he  has  been  a  resident  of  the  town  for  a  year. 
We  believe  that  the  provisions  of  the  law  are  faithfully  carried 
out,  the  employers  in  the  several  manufactories  promptly  co- 
operating with  this  department  in  requii'ing  attendance  of  this 
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class  in  the  schools.  In  the  few  instances  where  pupils  have 
fallen  below  the  required  standard  in  attendance,  notification  of 
employers  and  dismission  from  service  have  brought  the  de- 
linquents to  a  sense  of  their  obligations  and  led  to  regular 
attendance. 

A  brief  visit  to  the  evening  schools  will  convince  anyone 
that  a  valuable  work  is  there  in  progress.  It  is  desirable,  as  soon 
as  practicable,  that  instruction  be  given  to  the  more  advanced 
classes,  in  other  elementary  branches  besides  reading,  language 
and  penmanship.  This  would  add  interest  and  tend  to  hold 
longer  in  the  schools  many  whose  opportunities  for  learning  have 
been  very  limited.

Twenty  eight  others  were  present  all  but  two  sessions. 


No  doubt  it  seems  somewhat  strange  to  che  public  that  of  a 
school  of  over  seventy  pupils  a  class  of  only  four  should  appear 
for  diplomas  at  the  graduating  exercises  of  the  High  school  this 
year,  when  usually  from  twenty  to  thirty  each  year  enter  the 
Freshman  class.  The  class  of  '9o  on  entering  the  High  school 
four  years  ago,  numbered  fourteen,  not  so  large  a  class  as  has 
entered  each  year  since.  Of  these,  three  mov'ed  f  lom  town;  three 
left  school  for  work;  two  remained  out  one  year  an  1  entered  tlie 
class  below;  one  went  away  to  a  special  fitting  school,  and  one 
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gained  a  year  graduating  with  tlie  class  of  '91?. 

The  Public  Statutes  specify  what  branches  shall  be  tauglit 
in  the  public  schools  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  others  are  men- 
tioned as  desirable  and  profitable,  which  may  be  taught  whenever 
the  School  Committee  deem  it  expedient.  Besides  those  men- 
tioned in  the  Statutes,  other  subjects  are  now  prominent  in 
educational  thought,  and  demanding  a  place  in  the  school  curric- 
ulum of  today.  Some  of  these,  though  not  generally  adopted, 
are  not  new,  but  have  been  thoroughly  tested,  and  their  educa- 
•  tional  value  supported  by  opinions  entitled  to  consideration.  To 
what  extent  towns  of  this  size  can  wisely  follow  the  leadings  of 
the  larger  places  is  an  important  question;  but  to  continue  in  the 
line  of  progress,  it  is  the  part  of  wisdom  to  keep  in  touch  with 
the  best  educational  thought  of  the  day  even  if  the  conditions 
make  it  inexpedient  to  keep  pace  in  action. 


MANUAL  TRAINING. 

The  subject  of  manual  training  as  a  part  of  common  school 
education  is  now  most  prominent  in  educational  circles.  It  has 
a  place  in  conventions  of  teachers,  and  is  discussed  in  b«jth  the 
educational  and  other  periodicals  of  the  day.  Its  educational 
value  is  no  longer  a  question,  but  how,  and  to  what  extent  this 
comparatively  new  educational  force  can  be  incorporated  with 
existing  institutions  giving  the  best  results  at  reasonable  cost,  is 
a^problem  yet  to  be  solved.  In  most  places  where  Manual  Train- 
ing has  been  systematically  introduced  and  so  conducted  as  to 
secure  the  most  valuable  results,  the  plant  has  been  secured 
through  the  liberality  of  one  or  more  public  spirited  citizens,  and 
not  at  public  expense.  "^Manual  Training  in  the  schools  means 
the  introduction  of  a  system  of  hand-training  by  means  of  regu- 
lar lessons  in  the  use  of  tools.  Eooms  with  suitable  fixtures  are 
provided,  and  the  pupils  of  the  higher  grades,  generally  of  the 
grammar  divisions,  take  their  lessons  in  the  work  shop  by  turns, 
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thus  alternating  hand  work  and  brain  work.  The  object  is  not 
to  teach  the  trades  :  that  is  the  work  of  those  special  schools 
which  teach  a  particular  industry  with  a  view  to  preparing 
individuals  to  earn  a  living  thereby.  It  need  not  be  feared  that 
this  will  lower  the  intellectual  standard  of  the  schools,  which  is 
none  too  high.  Manual  Training  in  itself  is  a  valuable  means  of 
mental  discipline.  The  mind  is  disciplined  quite  as  successfully 
through  the  hand  in  the  construction  of  an  object  as  though  the 
brain  in  thinking  of  the  same  object.  A  lesson  in  the  use  of 
tools,  requiring  the  exercise  of  deliberation  and  judgment,  is  a 
means  of  mental  discipline  differing  in  kind,  but  may  be  made 
quite  as  valuable  as  the  cultivation  of  the  memory  through  the 
study  of  history." 

Eeports  from  those  schools  where  the  Manual  element  has 
been  given  a  fair  trial,  the  work  shop  for  the  boys,  sewing  and 
cooking  for  the  girls,  claim  for  it:  that  it  raises  rather  than 
lowers  the  standard  of  general  scholarship  ;  that  it  is  a  valuable 
aid  to  a  practical  education,  giving  skill  to  hand,  eye  and  brain 
that  cannot  fail  of  being  of  lasting  benefit  to  all  classes  alike 
whatever  avocation  they  may  follow;  that  the  work  is  attractive 
to  boys  from  14  to  18  and  employs  to  useful  purpose  time  that 
might  otherwise  be  wasted,  and  has  a  tendency  to  hold  them  in 
school  longer  than  they  would  otherwise  remain,  thus  helping 
them  through  that  critical  period  of  boy-life  which  is  too  often 
spent  with  no  definite  purpose;  that  the  exercise  is  healthful; 
that  it  is  valuable  as  a  disciplinary  as  well  as  educational  feature, 
and  corrects  false  conceptions  of,  and  cultivates  respect  for 
Manual  labor. 

In  some  of  its  simplest  forms,  Manual  Training  has  been  rec- 
ognized in  our  school  work  for  many  years.  Under  the  guise  of 
busy  work  in  the  primary  grades,  we  have  many  of  the  kinder- 
garten occupations,  as  paper  folding  and  cutting,  paper  weaving, 
sewing  on  pricked  cards,  and  stick-laying.  Under  the  study  of 
form  in  Industrial  Drawing,  we  have  the  moulding  in  clay  into  a 
variety  of  objects,  the  manufacture  of  paper  designs  and  models 
in  wood,  etc.  In  the  higher  grades,  the  science  studies  on  the 
inductive  method^  stimulate  pupils  to  making  their  own  appa- 
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ratus;  all  of  whi(  h  tends  to  lead  to  habits  of  close  observation, 
accuracy  in  measurement,  training  the  judgment  and  givinp:  self- 
reliance.  To  aid  in  this,  as  well  as  in  the  number  work,  during 
the  year,  sets  of  weights  and  measures  have  been  placed  in  each 
building. 

Ours  is  a  town  of  an  unusual  vaiiety  of  industries  attracting 
many  of  our  pupils  at  an  early  age  from  the  schools  to  wage-earn- 
ing pursuits.  In  all  deliberations  for  the  best  interests  of  the 
schools  as  we  tiud  them,  this  element  of  the  conditions  must 
always  enter. 


PHYSICAL  EXERCISE 

Physical  exercises  in  some  form  are  given  in  all  classes  be- 
low the  High  school.  The  importance  of  physical  training  no 
one  questions.  To  be  effective  ^he  instruction  should  be  system- 
atic, based  upon  hygienic  laws,  the  exercises  progressive  and 
adapted  to  the  several  grades.  The  Ling  or  Swedish  system  of 
gymnastics  has  attracted  much  attention  in  recent  years,  and  has 
been  extensirely  introduced  in  cities  and  towns  and  in  all  the 
Normal  schools.  A  number  of  our  teachers  are  now  using  these 
exercises.  I  would  suggest  for  consideration  with  the  view  of 
securing  uniformity  in  the  physical  exercises  in  the  schools,  that 
measures  be  taken  for  a  course  of  instruction  to  our  teachers  that 
all  may  become  familiar  with  this  method.  This  mciy  be  under 
taken  in  connection  with  other  neighboring  towns  and  a  tem- 
porary teacher  employed. 


KINDERGARTENS 

The  public  schools  of  many  cities  and  towns  throughout  the 
country  have  for  many  years  embraced  Kindergarten  schools  in 
their  regular  systems.    These  schools  appear  to  be  growing  in 
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favor.  In  many  places  where  the\'  have  been  organized  and 
maintained  for  a  time  by  private  enterprise  and  benevolence,  and 
their  educational  value  demonstrated,,  they  are  being  adopted  and 
incorporated  in  the  regular  work  of  the  public  schools. 

From  reports  on  this  topic  we  make  a  few  extracts. 

Frcebel  gives  as  their  purpose — "To  take  the  oversight  of 
children  before  they  are  ready  for  school  life,  to  exert  an  in- 
fluence over  their  whole  being  in  correspondence  with  its  nature: 
to  strengthen  their  bodily  powers;  to  exercise  their  senses:  to 
employ  the  awakening  mind:  to  guide  their  heart  and  soul  in  the 
right  direction:  and  to  lead  them  to  the  origin  of  all  life  and  to 
uQion.with  Him."'  Another  says,  "The  games  of  the  Kindergar- 
ten have  a  motive  beyond  mere  amusement  or  entertainment  of 
the  children.  They  have  a  distinct  moral  and  mental  purpose. 
They  simply  take  the  child's  innate  love  of  play,  and  through 
that  love,  build  for  its  future  education.  The  awakening  mind 
77iust  be  employed,  and,  left  to  its  own  means,  it  generally  does 
not  select  methods  and  matter  the  most  educative." 

From  the  report  in  1887  of  the  School  Board  of  Boston,  we 
find,  ''The  benefits-  of  Kindergarten  training  to  the  child  are  self 
evident.  His  heart  is  the  first  object,  and  all  its  waiting  affec- 
tions are  stirred  towards  his  teacher  and  his  companions.  He  is 
taught  to  be  considerate  and  generous:  to  respect  those  about 
him:  to  acquire  or  mature  habits  of  politeness,  cleanliness,  and 
general  good  behavior,  and  all  the  while  that  he  is  learniug  these 
most  important  lessons,  he  is  also  learning  to  use  his  eyes,  his 
hands,  and  his  mind;  to  know  forms  and  colors,  numbers  and 
relations;  to  exercise  his  constructive  powers,  and  thus  to  be  get- 
ting ready  for  the  work  of  older  schools.  If  this  really  fits  a 
pupil  for  a  primary  school,  and  fits  him  in  such  wise  that  he  can 
do  better  in  a  primary  school  than  one  who  has  not  received  th*^ 
same  preparation,*  then  its  incorporation  into  our  system  would 
seem  to  be  a  jneasure  against  which  objections  would  batter  in 
vain.  There  are  not  very  many  homes  even  among  the  most 
favored,  that  can  teach  their  children  as  the  true  Kindergarten 
does,  while  hundreds  and  even  thousands  of  homes  in  a  city  Tike 
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ours  are  incapable  of  making  any  real  approach  to  similar  in- 
fluences over  their  j^ouuger  members."'  Also  from  the  report  of 
1892.  after  these  schools  have  been  in  charge  of  the  city  for  three 
or  four  years,  "Boston  takes  a  justifiable  pi-ida  in  her  admirable 
system  of  Kindergarten  schools.  Ever}'  year  only  gives  added 
proof  of  their  inestimable  value.  It  is  the  alphabet  of  our  whole 
Manual  Training  system,  educating  the  head,  the  hea'-t  and  the 
hand.  It  quickens  the  perceptive  powers  of  the  little  ones, 
teaching  them  to  observe,  to  think  and  to  act.  But  there  is  a 
great  moral  uplift  as  well,  and  just  at  the  time  when  the  child  is 
most  susceptible  to  every  good  impression.  Out  of  the  homes  of 
poverty  and  wretchedness  and  sin,  in  hundi-eds  of  cases,  these 
little  ones  are  taken,  to  be  given  their  first  lesson  in  neatness 
and  cleanliness  and  order.  Firmly  but  lovingly  they  are  taught 
the  b3st  things,  and  fitted  by  and  by  to  carry  back  to  the  home 
something  of  the  sweetness  and  the  sunshine  the}'  have  learned 
from  faithful  teachers." 

To  establish,  fully  equip  and  maintain  a  system  of  real  Kin 
dergarten  schools  in  town  would  involve  a  considerable  additional 
expense  to  the  school  department. 

•  To  be  successful,  the  Kindergarten  must  be  thoroughly  fur- 
nished and  supplied  with  teachers  who  are  trained  specialists  in 
this  department. 


NATURE  STUDY 

Elementary  science,  or  Nature  study,  as  now  commonly  called, 
in  the  lower  grades  has  for  some  years  received  no  little  attention, 
and  is  gradually  making  for  itself  a  distinct  place  in  courses  of 
study  and  on  the  daily  programme  of  school  work.  Beginning 
with  the  first  year  ot  school  life^  a  definite  place  is  given  to  ob- 
servation and  study  of  the  simplest  and  most. attractive  objects  in 
the  environment  of  the  children  including  animal  and  plant  life, 
minerals,  the  human  body,  form,  color,  and  other  qualities  of  ob- 
jects, and  the  various  pheaoniena  of  nature.    To  secure  definite 
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and  permanent  results,  it  is  desirable  for  teachers  to  have  some 
methodical  scheme  of  stud}',  progressive  in  its  arrangement  and 
suited  to  the  capacity  of  the  several  grades. 

In  this  direction  some  v^cJuable  work  has  been  done  in  our 
schools;  in  several  classes  the  lessons  have  been  systematic  and 
progressive.  To  aid  in  this,  man}-  of  the  books  used  for  supple- 
mentary reiding  are  in  the  line  of  nature  studies,  covering  a  vari- 
ety of  topics.  These  nature  lessons  are  extensively  used  for 
thought  material  in  language  and  for  composition  exercises,  thus 
giving  a  twofold  advantage  educationally. 


TYPEWRITER. 

In  the  line  of  practical  teaching  in  the  English  course  of  the 
high  schools,  to  keep  pace  with  the  demands  of  commercial  and 
professional  life,  is  the  introduction  of  type-writing.  This  is 
now  included,  as  an  elective  study,  in  many  high  schools. 
Besides  being  a  helpful  accomplishment  'to  the  high  school 
graduate  in  securing  a  position,  it  is  claimed  that  the  disciplire 
it  gives,  leads  more  readily  than  by  anv  other  means  to  correct 
language  expression.  The  student  vmst  give  attention  to  spel- 
ling, the  use  of  capitals  and  punctuation,  the  forming  of  sentences 
and  paragraphing,  and  what  is  more  important,  to  the  thought 
and  style.  The  criticism  is  often  made  upon  the  schools  that 
too  much  attention  is  given  to  accomplishments  to  the  exclusion 
of  those  studies  that  are  of  practical  benefit  in  after  life. 


DRAWING 

A  year  ago  Miss  Chamberlain,  who  for  several  years  had 
been  in  charge  of  this  department,  resigned  the  position,  but 
continued  m  service  until  the  end  of  the  Summer  term.  Miss 
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Margaret  J.  Patterson  was  then  elected  teacher  of  Drawins^,  and 
entered  upon  her  duties  in  September.  Miss  Patterson  comes  to 
us  from  the  best  schools  and  is  well  equipp9d  for  successful 
work  in  this  department.  The  conduct  of  the  work  thus  far 
indicates  that  no  mistake  was  made  in  sslecting  her  from  the 
large  number  of  candidates  for  the  position.  It  is  too  early  to 
speak  of  results,  but  Miss  Pattersons'  skill,  and  familiarity  with 
the  subject  gives  promise  of  marked  success.  From  the  first, 
her  manner  in  the  class  room  and  her  evident  ability  won  the 
respect  and  confidence  of  the  teachers  and  their  hearty  co-opera- 
tion in  the  work  planned  for  the  classes.  This  study  is  useful 
in  many  ways.  It  trains  the  hand,  the  eye,  the  inventive  faculty, 
develops  manual  skill,  and  gives  a  knowledge  of  form,  proportion 
and  color.  The  old  series  of  books  has-  been  exchanged  for  the 
Complete  Course,  the  latest  issue  of  the  Prang  series  in  Indus- 
trial Drawing.  This  change  was  effected  with  no  additional 
expenses,  and  gives  the  opportunity  for  work  more  practical  and 
interesting  Miss  Patterson  visits  twice  each  week,  all  the 
Grammar  and  Intermediate  schools,  once  a  week  all  the  Prima- 
ries, and  the  out  disti'icts  once  in  four  weeks. 


AGE  OF  PUPILS 

At  a  meeting  of  the  N.  E.  Association  of  School  Superinten- 
dents last  May,  a  committee  was  appointed  to  collect  statistics 
regarding  the  age  of  pupils  and  the  number  of  years  required  to 
complete  the  course  below  the  High  school.  The  items  collected 
relate  to  the  classes  in  the  New  England  states  that  completed 
the  course  in  the  Grammar  schools  in  1892. 

Returns  from  blank  forms  of  inquiries  sent,  were  received 
from  104  cities  and  towns.  The  report  of  this  committee  makes 
a  general  division  as  follows:  1,  cities  and  larger  towns  having 
full  graded  courses.    2,  smaller  towns  with  partial  cohrses.

These  figures  it  must  be  understood,  are  approximate  only. 
To  find  the  exact  time  these  pupils  were  in  school,  could  be  de- 
termined only  by  consulting  the  registers  of  attendance  for  the 
last  ten  years.  The  figures  given  indicate  the  time  the  pupils 
were  first  r*^gistered  in  school  to  the  time  of  completing  the 
Grammar  school  course,  and  includes  the  time  these  pupils  were 
away  from  school  on  account  of  illness  or  other  reasons. 

The  report  of  our  schools  for  the  class  graduating  from  the 
Grammar  schools  and  entering  the  High  schools  in  1892  is  as 
follows:

The  average  age  of  the  children  first  entering  school  last 
September  is  5  years,  7  months. 

These  statistics  are  of  value  as  a  basis  of  comparison  with 
other  places  and  as  showing  the  elasticity  of  the  courses  of  study. 
From  comments  eometimes  made,  and  questions  asked  concern- 
ing the  graded  system  it  would  appear  tliat  ^-The  impression 
prevails  to  a  certain  extent  that  a  class  starts  in  the  primary 
school  and  proceeds  in  a  mass  to  the  high  school,  that  the  poor 
scholars,  the  indifferent  ones  and  the  good  ones  while  they  re- 
main are  yoked  together  and  are  made  to  keep  step  throughout 
the  entire  course.''  This  is  so  far  from  being  true  in  our  schools 
that  those  who  require  ten  years  to  complete  the  course  below 
the  high  school  are  exceptions  rather  than  the  rule,  Pupils  of 
fair  capacity,  whose  health  permits  of  regular  attendance,  and 
uninterrupted  attention  to  their  work,  easily  gain  one  or  two 
years.  In  exceptional  cases  the  work  has  been  done  and  well 
done,  in  seven  years.  In  the  few  instances  where  pupils  are  not 
recommended   for  promotion,  careful  investigitiou  shows  the 
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reason  to  be  a  broken  attendance,  from  illness  or  otherwise;  or  a 
lack  of  interest  and  application  to  study.  The  latter  class  re- 
ceive more  attention  than  others.  The  teachers  devote  special 
time  to  them  in  the  endeavor  to  interest  and  hold  them  to  the 
work  of  the  class.  But  the  teachers  cannot  do  their  work  for 
them. 

In  the  conduct  of  our  schools  the  constantly  changing 
character  of  a  large  element  of  our  population  is  a  serious  obsta- 
cle to  the  most  effective  w^ork.  Xew  pupils  are  entering  and 
others  leaving.  In  the  village  schools  there  is  no  class  below 
the  high  school  but  has  been  subject  to  more  or  less  change.  The 
higher  classes  are  less  subject  to  these  changes,  but  in  these  no 
class  goes  through  the  year  unaffected.  The  lower  grades  are 
constantly  changing.  Our  teacher  has  54  different  pupils  during 
the  year,  and  an  average  membership  of  25,  less  than  one-half. 
Of  the  54  enrolled,  only  ten  were  members  of  the  school  during 
the  three  terms.  The  Elm  Street  Higher  Primary,  a  school  that 
receives  all  pupils  of  the  third  and  fourth  grades  at  the  Center, 
and  probably  as  little  subject  to  change  as  any  school  below  the 
Grammar  grade.  Enrolled  72  pupils  during  the  year.  The 
average  membership  was  40.  Only  29  of  the  72  were  members 
all  or  a  part  of  each  term. 

Of  the  pupils  entering  our  schools  from  other  places,  few 
are  found  to  have  had  that  thorough  elementary  drill  that  enables 
them  readily  to  adjust  themselves  to  the  work  of  the  classes 
without  much  personal  attention  from  the  teacher.  Under  such 
conditions  it  is  not  reasonable  to  expect  the  same  results  of  a 
years'  work  as  when  nearly  all  of  the  pupils  remain  continuously 
in  the  school.  It  is  very  desirable  that  lessons  be  given  in  spec- 
ial subjects  of  interest  and  profit,  but  with  many  of  our  teachers, 
so  much  time  and  effort  must  be  devoted  to  these  irregular 
pupils,  that  little  space  is  left  for  anything  outside  of  what  is 
positively  required  by  law  to  be  taught. 

The  School  Signal  has  been  used  several  times  and  is  of 
great  convenience  to  the  schools. 

The  Truant  Officers  have  rendered  efficient  service  by  look- 
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ing  after  delinquent  pupils.  Three  boys  have  been  sentenced  to 
the  County  Truant  School.  The  town  is  required  to  pay  two 
dollars  a  week  each  for  board  of  truants.  Thus  far  the  bills  have 
been  approved  by  the  School  Committee  and  the  amount  charged 
to  Contingent  Schools  Account.  I  think  it  a  question  whether 
money  appropriated  for  school  purposes  can  be  so  applied. 

In  1S90  on  the  recommendation  of  the  selectmen,  the  Town 
made  a  special  appropriation  to  cover  the  entire  expense  of  the 
care  of  the  Town  hall,  including  the  High  school  department. 
The  State  Report  calls  for  the  expense  of  our  High  school,  and 
should  include  the  cost  of  Janitor,  fuel  and  water  rates.  The 
entile  cost  cannot  be  given  so  long  as  a  part  of  the  expense  is 
met  by  other  than  the  High  school  appropriation. 

The  conditions  at  the  center  schools  continue  the  same  as 
stated  in  last  years  report.  It  is  hoped  that  action  will  be  taken 
which  will  result  in  early  and  full  relief. 

In  closing  another  year  I  would  recognize  your  confidence 
and  support,  and  the  hearty  co-operation  and  efforts  of  earnest 
teachers  for  the  welfare  and  progress  of  our  schools.

Board  of  Health  Report 


The  Board  of  Health  in  submitting  its  annual  report  have 
very  little  to  comment  upon.  The  Town  having  been  in  an  ex- 
ceptionally good  sanitary  condition,  a  general  inspection  and  vac- 
cination of  school  children  was  advised  and  executed  early  in  the 
year. 

During  the  year  that  portion  of  the  town  which  seemed  in 
greatest  need  has  been  provided  with  sewer.  It  is  deemed  advis- 
able by  the  Board  that  the  town  take  some  action  empowering 
the  Health  Board  to  regulate  the  connections  with  the  sewer. 

Unless,  these,  connections  are  properly  made  and  adequate 
trapping  and  ventilation  provided  the  sewers  will  be  a  source  of 
great  danger  to  occupants  of  houses  connected. 

Certain  regulations  embodying  perfect  safety  should  be 
adopted  and  strictly  complied  with. 

In  January  three  cases  of  Glanders  were  reported  from  a 
large  stable  of  horses  by  a  Veternary  Surgeon  from  Worcester- 
The  animals  were  promptly  quarentined  and  State  Inspector 
O'Connell  called  to  investigate.  He  pronouncing  the  desease  to 
be  Pupura  Hemorrhagica,  a  non  contagious  disease. 

Another  case  reported  by  local  Inspector  Claflin  was  in- 
spected by  O'Connell  and  condemned.  The  infected  animal  was 
shot  the  stable  accoutrements  destroyed  and  the  stable  thor- 
oughly disenfected-

Board  of  Health. 


In  making  our  report  for  the  past  year,  the  Board  feel  called 
upon  to  offer  an  explanation  of  what  has  doubtless  seemed  to 
many,  negligence  on  our  part,  in  carrying  out  the  regulations 
relating  to  the  public  sewer.  It  was  the  fixed  intention  of  the 
Board  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  to  enforce  these  regulations, 
and  connections  with  the  Sewer  were  being  made  quite  rapidly, 
when,  owing  to  the  continued  dry  weather,  the  Water  Supply  of 
the  town  gave  out.  Of  course  connections  with  the  Sewer  under 
these  circumstances  were  worse  than  useless,  and  no  further  per- 
mits were  granted.  With  the  new  reservoir  now  in  process  of 
construction,  it  is  hoped  that  before  another  winter  the  Sewer 
may  be  fully  utilized. 

The  general  sanitary  condition  of  the  town  during  the  past 
year  has  been  unusually  good,  and  very  few  complaints  have 
been  made  to  the  Board  ;  the  health  of  the  peoph^  has  also  been 
above  the  average,  their  being  fifty-tive  less  deaths  for  the  year 
than  in  1892.  There  has  been  an  epidemic  of  Scarlet  fever  of  a 
very  mild  type;  fifty-five  cases,  with  only  two  deaths  being  re- 
ported to  the  Board.  We  feel  it  our  duty  to  impress  upon  the 
minds  of  the  citizens  of  the  town  the  imperative  necessity  of 
reporting  to  tlie  Hoard,  any  and  all  cases  of  contagious  diseases 
that  may  occur  in  their  families.  There  is  reason  to  fear  that 
both  citizens  and  physicians  have  become  somewhat  careless  in 
this  respect.  The  state  laws  are  very  stringent  on  this  point, 
and  unless  such  cases  are  promptly  reported,  either  by  the  at- 
tending physician  or  head  of  the  household,  severe  penalties  are 
liable  to  be  incurred.    The  vital  statistics  are  here  given  :

Cemetery  Committee. 


The  work  of  the  Superiutendent.  Samuel  Williams,  for  the 
last  year  has  been  to  the  satisfaction  and  approval  of  the  Com- 
mittee. His  report  herewith  will  give  a  more  detailed  account 
of  the  work.  The  Cemetery  Fund  amounts  to  $6,859  25,  a  gain 
of  $845  over  last  year,  with  a  gain  of  $57  12  for  interest.  The 
investment  of  the  fund  were:

We  again  repeat  our  recommendation  in  last  year's  ref)ort  of 
the  importance  of  providing  for  perpetual  care  of  lots,  as  a  wise 
thing  to  do,  and  again  thank  Alvah  Hyde  Esq.,  for  assistance 
during  the  year  writing  deeds  of  the  sale  and  for  perpetual  care 
of  lots  without  charge.  We  recommend  an  appropriation  of 
$700,  for  the  ensuing  year. 

To  the  Cemetery  Committee  :    Gentlemen  : 

The  heaviest  improvement  the  past  year  was  the  building  of 
550  feet  of  new  avenues,  and  408  feet  of  sidewalk  and  the  regrad- 
ing  of  1,236  feet  of  other  avenues.  The  reason  for  doing  so,  was 
to  carry  off  the  water,  so  that  lots  and  avenues  will  be  kept  dry, 
and  at  the  same  time  improve  their  appearance. 

Other  necessary  work  was  grading  and  surveying  a[piece  of 
land,  making  it  ready  for  market.  The  lots,  when  sold,  will  add 
oyer  $2,000  to  the  Cemetery  fund.

REPORT  OF  CEMETERY  COMMITTEE. 


I  have  planted  about  one  hundred  shrubs,  ornamental  trees 
and  evergreens.  Most  of  the  evergreens  are  ol  the  dwarf  vari- 
eties. A  few  of  the  larger  kinds  are  planted  in  exposed  places 
where  there  is  plenty  of  room.  The  dry  season  was  unfavorable, 
but  by  constant  watering,  most  of  them  were  alive  in  the  faU. 

The  grass  was  cut  as  often  as  needed.  I  filled  up  a  large 
number  of  sunken  graves  and  graded  about  thirty  of  the  most 
neglected  lots  belonging  to  families  that  have  passed  away.  It 
is  a  source  of  great  gratification  to  see  the  increasing  apprecia- 
tion and  interest  lot-owners  and  the  public  are  taking  in  the  im- 
provements that  are  going  on.  If  families  could  only  realize 
how  soon  a  neglected  lot  will  be  over  grown  with  weeds  and 
brush,  sunken  graves,  and  monuments  out  of  position,  they  would 
see  the  necessity  of  putting  there  lots  under  perpetual  care, 
which  in  this  town,  can  be  done  for  a  small  sum,  compared  with 
other  Cemeteries.  I  am  convinced  from  conversation  with  lot- 
owners  that  they  are  not  intentionally  indifferent ;  it  is  simply 
thoughtlessness.  If  owners  would  only  consider  that  for  fifty 
dollars  their  lots  would  be  kept  fresh  and  green,  monuments 
clean  and  in  position  for  centuries  to  come,  I  think  they  would 
gladly  avail  themselves  of  perpetual  care.  There  is  nothing 
more  appropriate  or  enduring  for  a  Cemetery  than  an  unbroken 
lawn  of  greensward,  with  flower  beds,  shrubbery,  ornamental 
trees  and  evergreens,  planted  in  places  that  are  suitable  for 
them. 

I  graded  16  lots  for  families  for  which  f  117.50  was  received. 
The  names  accompany  this  report.  Lots  sold,  $290.  Perpetual 
care,  $330. 

An  itemized  account  of  all  expenditures,  with  vouchers  has 
been  submitted  to  the  committee,  weekly,  during  the  season. 

There  is  yet  much  work  that  needs  to  be  done.  The  condi- 
tion of  the  land  is  poor  and  I  would  advise  a  good  dressing  of 
wood  ashes.  I  have  experimented  with  them  in  a  small  way 
and  find  the  grass  greatly  benefited. 

There  is  need  of  a  general  smoothing  up  of  lots,  so  the 
lawn  mower  can  be  freely  used.    Cleaning  of  monuments,  trees 
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planted  and  a  general  beautifying  of  the  yard,  so  tiiat  in  a  sliovt 
time  onr  Cemetery,  for  which  nature  has  done  so  much,  will  be 
an  ornament  and  credit  to  the  t^wn.

INVENTORY  OF  APPARATUS. 

The  apparatus  in  service,  consists  of  two  steam  fire  engines? 
two  hose  carriages,  two  hook  and  laddder  trucks,  one  supply  wag- 
on, one  portable  fire  escape,  one  life  net  canvas,  one  Siamese 
coupling  with  discharge  pipe,  two  perfection  nozzle  holders, 
3400  feet  of  leather  hose,  800  feet  rubber  lined  hose,  and  the 
Gamewell  Fire  Alarm  System,  which  consists  of  two  steam  whis- 
tle machines,  two  steam  gorgs  with  apparatus  necessary  to 
operate  the  same,  seventeen  signal  boxes  with  12  and  one-half 
miles  of  covered  number  nine  wire.  8  gongs  in  the  engine  houses 
and  livery  stables,  two  Standard  galvanometers  and  sixty  cups 
of  battery  with  all  necessary  apparatus. 


GLOBE  ENGINE  HOUSE. 

With  reference  to  this  house  it  is  advisable  to  say  the  mat- 
ter was  taken  from  the  hands  of  the  engineers  and  left  in  the  care 
of  the  selectmen,  with  the  addition  of  C.  E.  Wilson  and  M.  Egan. 

This  committee  reported  at  the  sjiecial  town  meeting  asking 
for  an  additional  appropriation,  r.f  S3.5'K).nO  which  request  was 
granted.

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As  there  was  no  committee  appointed  at  this  meeting,  it  was 
according  to  the  by-laws  of  the  town,  left  entirely  with  the  se- 
lectmen which  their  report  will  show. 

Right  here  it  seems  proper  for  the  board  of  engineers  to 
make  some  explanation  of  this  matter. 

The  necessity  for  having  better  conveniences  at  this  part 
of  the  town  has  been  agitated  for  several  years,  and  after  going 
over  the  report  of  1893  the  tax  payers  then  voted  to  attend  to 
this  matter. 

We  still  think  this  house  should  be  built  as  it  will  be  eco- 
nomical in  lowering  the  running  expenses  of  the  department. 
When  the  new  hydrant  service  is  perfected  there  will  be  an  en- 
tirely new  schedule  for  answering  alarms  in  the  lire  department. 

Xow  if  the  tax  payers  should  change  their  minds  ana  have 
something  different  for  the  best  interests  of  the  town,  the  ques- 
tion should  be  carefully  gone  over  in  order  that  there  be  no  mis- 
take in  what  is  a  most  important  matter. 

The  board,  this  year,  have  tried  to  study  economy  and  buy 
judiciously  ;  in  contracting  for  the  new  trucl.s,  and  before  placing 
the  order  for  the  same  we  took  some  time  in  looking  over  the 
matter  as  it  seemed  advisable  for  us  to  do  so. 

On  receiving  the  trucks  they  were  given  a  public  test  and 
we  leave  the  people  to  judge  of  their  merits. 

As  to  the  supplies,  would  say  we  have  bought  in  quantities, 
thinking  it  the  cheapest  way  and  the  result  is  the  department 
has  a  good  general  supply  though  we  should  have  more  hose. 

As  to  the  fire  alarm,  the  board  has  perfected  this  branch  and 
Ave  have  nothing  bu^.  commendation  for  the  same. 

This  year  we  would  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $1200  be 
appropriated  for  running  expenses  and  new  hose. 

The  steamers  have  been  tested  by  the  Hartford  Insurance  In- 
spectors and  found  to  be  in  good  condition  and  everything  about 
the  department  is  in  good  working  order. 

We  would  recommend  that  a  vote  of  the  town  be  taken,  to 
dispose  of  the  old  trucks  and  appoint  a  committee  for  that  pur- 
pose. 
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Little  lias  transpired  in  the  department  the  past  year,  the 
number  of  fires  having  been  small  and  damage  to  property  light. 

A  general  good  feeling  has  existed  throughout  the  depart- 
ment and  all  the  alarms  have  been  promptly  responded  to. 

My  thanks  are  due  the  several  members  of  the  board  for 
their  hearty  co-operation  in  all  things  pertaining  to  ihe  tire  de- 
partment, also  to  all  the  members  for  their  ready  response  to  the 
calls  of  duty.

Librarian's  Report. 


Xo  year  since  the  founding  of  our  Public  Library,  has  so  de- 
monstrated its  usefulness  as  the  past  year.  As  is  well  known  a 
large  number  of  our  citizens  have  been  out  of  employment.  Very 
many  of  these,  have  availed  theinselves  of  the  Drivileges  of  our 
reading  room  and  library,  and  we  trust  thereby  the  weeks  of  en- 
i'oi-ced  illness  have  in  some  degree  been  rendered  less  tedious, 
and  in  some  measure  profitable. 

^Fany  have  expressed  their  appreciation  of  the  opportunities 
for  reading  and  stud}"  afforded  here,  and  all  have  shown  a  most 
commendable  desire  to  conform  to  all  the  regulations  and 
requirements  essential  to  the  success  of  such  an  institution.  It 
can  be  seen  from  our  table  of  ''circulation.*'  how  great  the  in- 
crease has  been  the  past  year,  over  previous  years. 

The  number  of  books  added  by  y)urchase,  has  been  less  than 
some  previous  years,  owing  to  the  buying  of  some  expensive  and 
valuable  works  of  reference.  It  seems  especially  desirable  that 
such  works  should  be  in  the  librar}^,  as  it  is  more  and  more  be- 
coming a  place  for  study  and  research.  The  allowing  free  access 
to  the  shelves  for  all  books  except  fiction  is  continued,  and  with 
most  encouraging  results.  The  work  of  revising  the  card  cata- 
logue has  been  continued. and  will  probably  be  completed  the  com- 
ing year.  Owing  to  the  crowded  condition  of  our  shelves,  our 
duplicate  volumes  have  been  removed.  Some  of  them  have  been 
given  to  a  library  in  a  neighboring  town,  and  others,  (public 
documents)  have  been  sent  to  the  state  house,  Boston,  and  to  the 
distributing  department  Washington,  to  be  sent  by  them  to  the 
new  libraries  being  started  in  smaller  towns.  This  fact,  accounts 
for  the  small  gain  over  last  year  in  the  number  of  volumes  in  the 
library.

Overseers  of  the  Poor. 


OUTSIDE  POOR. 

Charges  to  tlio  outside  poor  are  $7,Gr)8.  Tiiis  includes  $1,825 
paid  for  tlie  insane  at  tlie  hospitals,  {$575  paid  for  persons  hav- 
ing settlements  in  other  towns,  $400  paid  other  towns  for  per. 
sons  having  settlements  in  this  town,  paid  for  the  state 

for  unsettled  persons,  $95  paid  for  9.")0  tramps.  Total,  $4,171 
paid  in  the  town  and  total  expense  to  tlie  town  of  $5,807,  an 
increase  of  $2,220  over  last  year.  It  is  not  necessary  to  state 
the  cause  of  the  inci-ease.  The  hospital  charges  are  constantly 
increasing  $261,.  more  than  last  year  and  is  nearly  23  per  cent  of 
the  whole  amount.  The  expenditures  have  been  kept  within  the 
apj)ropriation  with  a  balance  of  $228.89  to  the  credit  of  the 
account.  The  treasurer's  account  shows  it  overdrawn  $109.10. 
This  comes  from  a  credit  on  th'^  Overseers  books  of  $337.99  paid 
by  the  state  and  not  received  by  the  town  treasurer  from  the 
state  treasure)-,  but  will  l)e  paid  and  make  the  accounts  agree. 
Several  p^^rsons  have  had  outside  aid  and  have  paid  in  ])art  by 
work  at  the  Town  l^arm  and  would  paid  in  full  if  more  work 
could  have  been  provided.  The  amount  of  $169.46  paid  W(.>rces- 
ter  hospital  for  care  Annie  Munroe  has  been  p.iid  to  the  town  by 
James  Munroe.

Whole  number  of  inmates  during  tlie  year  24.  witli  an  aver- 
age of  15  all  tlie  year. 

The  net  cost  $2.0.")  per  week  ineludes  services  of  snpei  in- 
tendent  and  m.itron,  hired  Iielp,  services  of  pliysieian.  etc.  The 
inventory  of  personal  property  is  fojooo,  against  ."So.').')2  last 
year,  a  gain  of  $221. 

The  management  anil  care  of  the  property  by  .Mr.  and  Mrs. 
George  F.  Northup,  superintendent  and  matron,  has  been  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Overseers,  and  have  secured  their  services  for 
another  year,  and  will  commence  their  sixteenth  year  of  cont  in 
nous  service. 

The  expenditures  have  been  kept  within  the  appro})iiation 
with  $827.55  to  the  credit  of  the  account. 

We  recommend  an  appropriation  of  $1,500  for  the  ensuing 
year  and  $2(K)  for  repairs  of  buildings.

ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

SELeeTjviejv. 


Selectmen's  Report. 


We  hereby  submit  a  brief  report  of  the  doings  of  the  Select- 
men for  the  past  year.  For  expenditures  we  refer  you  to  the 
several  accounts  in  the  Auditors'  report. 

We  have  endeavored  to  be  economical  in  the  expenditures 
committed  to  us,  but  owing  to  the  demands  from  the  different 
departments  for  expenditures  of  money,  which  was  unknown  at 
the  annual  meeting  last  spring  wnen  appropriations  were  made, 
we  have  been  obliged  to  draw  quite  heavily  on  the  different  ap- 
propriations, and  in  all  cases  we  think  that  the  money  has  been 
economically  used,  and  we  have  kept  within  the  appropriations, 
except  the  highways,  which  will  be  more  fully  explained  under 
highways.  Our  taxpayers  are  struggling  under  heavy  taxes 
Can  they  expect  anything  different  when  for  the  last  few  years 
they  have  been  advocating  and  demanding  large  special  appro- 
priations which  was  voted  and  the  town  has  something  to  show 
for  these  large  expenditures,  with  the  exception  of  a  railroad  to. 
Brookfield. 

HIGHWAYS 

The  appropriations  made  last  spring  for  this  account  were 
not  butficient  owing  to  the  elements  which  made  sad  havoc  with 
the  highways  of  the  town.  The  heavy  fall  of  snow  during  the 
months  of  March  and  April  of  last  year  necessitated  a  large  ex- 
penditure of  money  clearing  the  streets  and  highways  leaving 
our  roads  in  a  very  bad  condition.  Owing  to  complaints  from 
different  parties,  new  culverts  had  to  be  built,  old  ones  had  to  be 
cleaned  out  and  rebuilt,  large  fills  had  to  be  made  after  the  com- 
pletion of  the  new  sidewalks  built  the  past  year,  all  of  wjiich 
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was  paid  from  this  account,  but  sliould  liave  been  done  by  special 
appropriations.  Tliis  department  has  been  entirely  in  charge  of 
John  J.  Howlen,  street  commissioner,  whom  th  ;  selectmen  placed 
the  utmost  confidence  in.  Owing  to  the  good  condition  of  our 
roads,  we  woukl  rer^ommend  the  sum  of  $5000  for  highway 
repairs. 

CONTINGENT. 

This  account  of  all  accounts  is  alwii^'S  quite  heavily  drawn 
upon,  unforeseen  accidents  or  extra  bills  come  up  which  all  have 
to  be  paid  from  this  account.  Owing  to  the  imperfect  construc- 
tion of  a  culvert  on  Hamilton  street,  damage  to  the  amount  of 
$125  was  caused  to  the  St.  Mary's  Hall  which  was  paid  from 
this  account.  We  would  reoomuieud  the  sum  of  $2,500  for 
this  account. 

SIDEWALKS 

The  town  has  built  the  past  year  about  4,500  ft.  of  new  con- 
crete sidewalks  :  Lower  Main  street  walk,  Everett  street  walk, 
Elm  street  walk,  Pine  street  walk  and  Kiver  street  walk,  all  of 
which  are  recorded  and  are  established  walks  belonging  to  the 
town.  All  sidewalks  of  the  town  are  in  good  rejjair  with  the 
exception  of  some  of  the  old  brick  walks  which  are  badly  worn 
and  dangerous,  and  should  be  repaired.  We  would  recommend 
the  sum  of  $1,000  for  sidewalk  repairs. 

BRIDGES 

The  auditors  report  will  show  quite  a  credit  to  this  account 
owing  to  an  appropriation  called  for  by  the  selectmen  last  fall 
for  the  repairs  of  Kiver  street  bridge,  when  they  got  bids  for 
lumber  and  labor,  making  a  saving  from  the  estimated  cost  of 
the  repairs  of  the  bridge.    The  west  side  of  Central  street  bridge 
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was  thoroughly  overhauled  and  repaired.  All  of  the  bridges  of 
the  town  now  we  believe  to  be  in  good  repair  with  the  exception 
of  the  iron  bridge  at  the  Globe  which  is  virtually  condemned. 
We  would  recommend  a  new  bridge  to  take  the  place  of  the  old 
suspender  iron  bridge  at  the  Globe  and  also  that  the  sum  of  .f5200 
for  ordinary  repairs  be  appropriated. 

RAILINGS 

We  nave  put  up  considerable  new  railing  the  past  year  as 
some  of  cur  new  sidewalks  required  it  for  protection.  Most  of 
the  railing  of  the  town  is  in  good  repair,  some  of  the  old  is  get- 
ting dilapidated  and  rotten  and  should  be  replaced  by  new.  We 
would  recommend  the  sum  of  .^100  for  this  account. 

FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

We  have  nothing  but  words  of  commendation  for  this  indis- 
pensible  department.  The  interest  taken  from  the  chief  to  the 
subordinate,  the  economical  management  of  this  department  is 
worthy  of  the  support  of  every  good  citizen  of  the  town  under 
the  efficient  chief,  Charles  E.  Wilson,  whose  report  will  give 
more  particularly  the  doings  of  the  department. 

INSURANCE^ 

We  believe  in  insurance  and  also  believe  that  the  property 
of  the  town  should  be  freely  insured,  and  would  recommend  the 
sum  of  $500  for  this  account. 

WAR  RELIEF. 

There  has  beew  a  large  call  from  this  account  owing  to  the 
hard  times  during  the  past  fall  and  winter.  We  are  now  assist- 
ing rhe  families  of  ten  soldiers  who  are  in  great  need  of  assist- 
ance.   We  would  recommeiul  the  sum  of  .$1,000  for  tliis  account. 
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MILITIA. 

We  most  lipartily  reconimenrl  the  usual  n])|)ro))i  i;itiou  for 
the  mainteunnoe  of  Co.  Iv. 


STREET  LIGHTS 

For  this  indispensible  convenience  we  recommend  the  sum 
of    0,500  for  this  account. 


TOWN  HALL  CONTINGENT 

This  account  lias  been  very  heavily  drawn  upon,  owing  to 
repaii'S  that  were  obliged  to  be  made  upon  different  parts  of  the 
Imilding.  The  vault  in  the  Selectmen's  room  has  been  fitted  up 
with  shelves  and  drawers,  thereby  making  a  good,  safe  recepta- 
cle for  books,  ])lans  and  records  belonging  to  the  town.  In  view 
of  other  repairs  which  ai-e  m  sight  and  must  be  made  the  coming 
year,  we  would  recommend  the  sum  of  $1,000,  with  the  $;">()() 
from  the  school  fund,  making  in  all  $1,500  for  this  account.

School  Committee's  Report 


To  THE  Citizens  of  Southbridge  : — 

The  ideal  school  or  system  of  Education  is  far  to  find. 
Nevertheless  every  true  man,  the  lover  of  his  race,  is  forever 
pressing  toward  that  distant  goal.  Itushing  currents  of  diverse 
tendencies  keep  the  educational  world  s^.^thing  wiuli  ferm«nta- 
tion,  whether  finally  destructive  or  clarifying,  remains  to  be  seen. 
Shallow  streams  make  the  most  noise.  We  need  warnings  sliarp 
and  loud  against  the  tendencies  rife  in  the  present.  Multitudi- 
nous perils  beset  us.  All  who  see  them  should  raise  the  cry  of 
alarm.  Cassandra  must  utter  her  prophecies,  even  though  the 
infatuated  Trojans  persist  in  bringing  in  the  treacherous  Greeks. 

A  materialistic  and  utilitarian  philosophy  is  undermining 
the  foundations  of  true  education  by  lowering  and  belittling  the 
aims  of  li:e.  It  cannot  be  too  often  repeated  that  the  highest 
end  of  education  is  the  miin  himself.  To  substitute  anything  or 
everything  outside  the  man  is  to  Aveaken  the  work,  and  reduce 
the  whole  system  to  a  lower  level.  One  says  that  the  end  is  to 
make  him  at  home  in  the  world,  that  is,  to  master  the  world. 
This  is  indeed  great,  but  there  is  something  greater.  Self- 
mastery  is  the  problem  of  life,  the  key  to  the  treasures  of  the 
universe.  That  life  is  a  failure  which  has  attained  all  else,  but 
missed  this.  Wisdom  strikes  for  the  highest  and  best,  and  in  so 
doing  wins  all  of  worth  below.  Manhood  is  the  perfect  product 
of  the  loom  of  life.  In  this  product  moral  training  is,  of  course, 
the  highest  and  most  important  factor.  Assuming  this  as  under- 
lying and  pervading  all  right  education,  the  three  principal 
factors  in  manly  training  are  accurate  observation,  clear  think- 
ing,and  concise  expression.    He  who  has  attained  these  is  a  man 
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SO  far  as  education  can  make  him  so,  for  he  lias  mastered  his 
own  powers.  In  present  educational  tendencies  the  tirst  of  these 
is  well  emphasized.  But  the  p^reat  lack  from  the  primary  school 
to  the  university  is  the  lack  of  thought.  He  who  trains  his 
pupils  to  think  is  a  successful  teacher.  Having  thought  clearly, 
to  express  that  thought  concisel}^  is  one  of  the  highest  and  rarest 
acquisitions.  Too  often  pupils  are  trained  awa}'  from  concise 
expression.  Answers  should  be  like  a  rifle  ball  or  a  flash  of 
lightning,  quick,  exact,  brief,  ami  not  the  dreary  drizzle  of  pat- 
tering drops  on  a  tin  roof.  Xo  teaching  can  be  worse  than  to 
require  or  permit  an  answer  of  six  or  more  words  which  can  be 
given  in  one.  The  products  of  such  training  are  found  in  preac-h- 
ers  of  interminable  pulpit  platitudes  ;  windy  lawyers  bewildering 
juries  with  words  of  "sound  and  fury  signifying  nothing;"' 
legislative  talking  machines  warranted  to  run  on  and  on  without 
saying  an\'thing  :  journalists  sprinkling  the  wilderness  wastes  of 
their  periodical  pages  with  flavorless  inanities;  and  the  count- 
less bores  of  fashionable  society  pouring  oat  frivolous  floods  of 
wish-washy  words  to  the  insufferable  torment  of  all  who  are 
compelled  to  listen. 

A  century  ago  the  lament  was  made  that  • -Discipline  grew 
old  and  died."  2Sow  nothing  but  dust  remains.  The  fathers 
slew  the  prophets,  and  the  children  build  their  sepulchers,  Few 
parents  or  teachers  know  the  meaning  of  discipline.  Restraint 
is  an  obsolete  word.  Xot  Solomon  but  Rousseau  is  their  foun 
tain  of  wisdom.  One  of  the  strongest  tendencies  in  the  highest 
educational  circles,  at  present,  is  to  let  the  desire  of  the  pupil 
be  the  guide  in  all  his  course  of  study,  confined  formerly  to  the 
last  years  of  student  life,  even  to  professional  pursuits  only,  it 
has  already  crept  insinuatingly  down  the  ladder  to  the  begin- 
ning of  so  called  higher  education.  And  now  those  supposed  to 
be  of  highest  authority  recommend  its  extension  to  grammar 
sciiools.  and  even  to  primary  instruction.  The  theory  is  that  the 
desire  of  the  child  shows  the  direction  in  which  his  mental  pow- 
ers are  naturally  strongest,  therefore  we  should  not  coerce  his 
nature  by  forcing  him  to  study  what  is  distasteful,  but  instead 
of  wasting  time  on  his  weaker  side,  let  his  training  and  instruc- 
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tiou  be,  fioiii  the  first,  in  the  line  of  his  natural  i^roclivities,  and 
in  this  way  we  may  expect  brilliant  results.  It  is  difficult  to 
imagine  more  extreme  tolly.  It  is  a  device  to  produce  weakling 
monstrosities  instead  of  strong  men.  When  a  child  is  found  to 
have  some  parts  of  the  body  unusually  strong  and  well  developed, 
while  other  parts  are  somewhat  feeble,  he  is  not  made  to  devote 
his  attention  to  the  production  of  remarkable  growth  and  power 
in  the  stronger  limbs,  while  the  feebler  are  suffered  to  pine  and 
shrivel  with  neglect.  Rather  the  weaker  are  strengthened  by 
enforced  and  special  exercise  that  he  may  become  well-built  and 
regular  instead  of  deformed.  But  when  it  comes  to  training  the 
mental  powers,  the  great  lights  of  the  present  day  advocate  ex- 
actly the  reverse  course.  And  the  result  is  no  less  disastrous  to 
the  mind  than  it  would  be  to  the  body.  The  tendency  of  such 
methods  is  to  produce  deformed  incapables,  curious  monsters, 
instead  of  well  proportioned  men.  We  cannot  be  too  often  or 
too  earnestly  warned  against  catching  up  the  flying  fads  of 
ephemeral  educators.  The  air  is  permeated  with  the  miasma  of 
decayed  educational  theories  resuscitated  by  prominent  scholars 
seeking  notoriety  by  shouting,  "See!  this  is  new  ! ",  when  lo  I  "it 
hath  been  already  in  tlie  ages  which  were  before  us."  They  are 
attempting  to  import  the  eft'ete  systems  of  the  old  world  in  place 
of  the  strong,  healthy,  common  sense  methods  of  American  man 
liuess.  "Brother  Jonathan"  is  the  highest  type  of  manhood  the 
wide  world  knows,  because  he  is  an  "all-round-man",  who  can 
turn  his  hand  to  whatever  the  occasion  may  demand.  He  can 
build  an  engine,  or  cultivate  a  farm,  or  run  a  mill,  or  manage  a 
college,  or  till  any  office  from  field-driver  to  president,  not  merely 
in  some  poor  way,  but  with  excellent  success.  Education  should 
aim  to  produce  not  meteors,  nor  comets,  but  suns  : — not  prodigies, 
but  men.  Even  to  produce  a  specialist,  no  other  education  is 
worthy  the  name.  For  the  highest  specialist  is  he  who  has  first 
been  trained  for  a  perfect  manhood,  without  reference  to  his 
specialty,  and  then  pours  the  full  strength  of  that  manhood  into 
his  life  work.  No  successful  substitute  can  ever  be  found  for 
stalwart  discipline  and  unrelaxing  effort  in  such  studies  and  by 
such  methods  as  serve  to  strengthen  every  weak  point  and  Jay 
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broad  and  firm  the  foundations  of  a  sturdy,  well-proportioned 
manhood.  Progress  should  be  the  motto,  buc  it  should  be  for- 
ever on  the  old  foundations  and  never  from  them. 

We  invite  your  attention  to  the  pressing  need  of  some  im- 
portant school-house  repairs  as  presented  in  the  report  of  our 
sub-committee  on  that  subject. 

The  town  is  to  be  congratulated  on  having  secured  an  excel- 
lent lot  for  a  school  house.  The  most  urgent  present  necessity 
is  the  erection  of  a  suitable  building.  The  crowded,  insufficient 
accommodations  impress  every  one  who  examines  the  matter. 
The  conclusions  of  your  special  committee  of  last  year  gain  force 
with  every  passing  term.  The  town  is  burdened  with  debt  and 
taxes  are  high,  Every  reasonable  man  recognizes  the  propriety 
of  economy  m  town  alfairs.  But  when  retrenchment  must  be 
made,  it  should  certainly  begin  at  the  least  important  points. 
Public  indignation  would  be  roused  against  parents  who  should 
build  a  new  piazza,  or  repaint  their  house,  or  buy  Easter  bonnets, 
while  their  children  were  crying  for  bread;  or  those  who,  in 
straitened  circumstancs,  should  refuse  to  take  of  the  little  money 
in  their  possession,  to  supply  their  children  with  food.  Whether 
in  families  or  towns,  retrenchment  should  not  begin  with  the 
very  necessities  of  life.  Luxuries,  even  great  conveniences,  can 
be  put  by  for  a  time.  In  comparison  with  the  education  of  our 
children,  it  is  of  very  little  importance  whether  we  be  growing 
richer  or  poorer.  Every  municipal  interest,  save  the  public 
health,  should  be  set  aside,  if  need  be,  for  the  welfare  of  the 
schools.  He  only  is  wise  who  persistently  pursues  that  which  is 
highest  and  most  important.

Twenty-nine  others  have  been  perfect  in  attendance  one  term. 

Last  year  we  were  able  to  report  a  decided  advance  in  regu- 
larity of  attendance,  brought   about  by  persistent  efforts  of 
teachers  to  secure  habits  of  regularity  and  promptness.  This 
year  the  reports  show  a  slight  improvement  over  that  of  last 
year,  and  a  nearer  approach  to  what  it  should  be.    The  per  cent, 
of  attendance,  as  is  usually  throughout  the  state,  is  based  on  the 
average  number  belonging.    The  whole  number  enrolled  is  43 
more  than  last  year,  while  the  average  number  belonging  is  only 
5  more.    During  the  summer  term  the  attendance  in  all  the 
schools  was  excellent,  giving  promise  of  an  improved  record  for 
the  year ;  but  during  the  fall  and  winter  there  has  been  an  un 
usual  degree  of  illness  among  the  pupils,  especially  in  the  lower 
grades,  but  more  or  less  affecting  all  grades.     In  two  instances 
the  interruption  of  attendance  was  so  serious  as  to  cause  a  tem- 
porary closing  of  the  schools.     This  irregularity,  of  necessity, 
lowers  the  average  enrollment,  and  has  greatly  interfered  with 
the  ordinary  work  of  the  schools.    There  seems  to  have  been 
a  censurable  lack  of  precaution  on  the  part  of  some  families, 
against  the  spread  of  disease.     Several  cases  of  scarlet  fever 
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have  occurred,  of  mild  type,  and  lifctle  notice  taken  of  the  illness 
no  physician  called,  no  report  made  to  the  board  of  health,  and 
other  children  of  the  families  not  detained  from  school.  The 
result  has  been  an  unnecessary  spread  of  the  disease. 

Attention  i>>  again  called  to  the  extract  from  the  public 
statutes — printed  in  the  appendix — an  act  to  prevpnt  the  spread 
of  contagious  diseases  through  the  public  schools  ;  and  also,  to 
the  laws  of  the  board  of  health  in  regard  to*  reporting  all  such 
cases. 

The  average  enrollment  of  the  school  chrildren  in  May  gives 
1783  names  between  the  ages  of  5  and  15  years,  an  increase  of 
82  over  tne  previous  year. 


EVENING  SCHOOLS 

The  evening  schools  have  been  conducted  on  the  same  gen- 
eral plan  as  heretofore,  with  results  more  satisfactory  than  in 
any  previous  year.  These  schools  are  for  the  instruction  of 
minors  in  common  school  branches.  They  were  opened  Sept.  11, 
and  continued  14  weeks,  each  of  the  four  schools  having  three 
evenings  a  week,  or  in  all,  from  37  to  40  sessions. 

Kor  the  accommodation  of  a  few  delinquents,  whose  excuse 
for  not  entering  school  at  the  opening,  was  the  failure  to  realize 
their  obligation  in  the  matter,  one  school  was  continued  a  few 
evenings  alter  the  close  of  the  regular  sessions  to  give  such  the 
opportunity  of  making  up  lost  time  and  securing  the  percentage 
of  attendance  retjuired  by  law. 

The  membership  of  the  classes  was  made  up  in  greater  pro- 
portioM  than  heretofore  of  those  really  desirous  of  improvement, 
resulting  in  more  orderly  schools  and  more  commendable  progress. 
The  difference  between  the  total  enrollment  and  the  number  who 
attended  through  the  term  is  mostly  due  to  changes  of  residence 
of  members,  many  leaving  town  while  the  schools  were  in  ses 
sion,  and  others  coming  to  town  after  the  commencement  of  the 
term.  A  large  number  did  not  enter  until  the  schools  had  been 
in  session  several  evenings  on  account  of  the  mission  in  progress 
at  the  Kotre  Dame  church. 
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On  the  whole,  the  work  of  these  schools  tliis  year  was  more 
satisfactory  than  before  ;  the  attendance  of  actual  members  more 
regular,  and  greater  interest  was  manifested.  Excellent  teach- 
ers were  employed,  and  quiet,  order  and  industry  prevailed.

REPAIRS. 

Last  year  in  addition  to  the  usual  appropriation  for  ordinary 
repairs,  the  sum  of  f 400  was  called  for,  to  continue  the  work  of 
providing  improved  facilities  of  warming  and  ventilating  and 
sanitary  conditions  for  the  school  houses,  as  the  laws  now  re- 
quire. This  was  applied  to  the  improvement  of  the  Elm  street 
building.  The  Barstow  system  of  warming  and  ventilating  by 
Jacketed  stoves  was  placed  in  the  two  rooms  ;  water  was  carried 
into  the  basement,  an  excellent  system  of  water  closets  arranged 
in  the  basement,  and  the  inside,  both  rooms  and  hall^^,  painted 
and  kalsomined-  The  entire  cost  of  this  work  was  $750.18, 
somewhat  more  than  the  committee  anticipated. 

The  Union  street  building  was  re-shingled  at  a  cost  of 
$154.08. 
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These  heavy  drafts  upon  tlie  contingent  account  made  it 
necessary,  in  order  to  keep  within  the  limits  of  the  appropriation, 
to  defer  other  intended  repairs  for  later  consideration. 

The  matters  in  the  line  of  special  repairs  demanding  atten- 
tion this  year  are  mentioned  in  the  following  report. 

The  committee  appointed  at  the  meeting  on  the  evening  of 
Feb.  13,  to  examine  the  school  houses  and  make  report  of  needed 
repairs  present  the  following  : 

The  school  street  building  should  be  re-painted  on  the  out- 
side. 

We  find  the  tin  roof  of  the  Main  street  school  house  in  bad 
condition  requiring  considerable  out-lay  each  year.  The  roof  of 
the  Elm  street  building  is  in  like  condition.  Both  of  these  roofs 
should  be  re-laid  tins  year. 

At  a  recent  examination  of  our  school  houses  by  the  state 
inspector  of  public  buildings,  he  advised  that  the  closet  system 
at  the  .Main  street  building  be  connected  with  the  sewer,  for  the 
reason  that  under  certain  atmospheric  conditions  there  is  a  possi- 
bility of  unfavorable  currents  being  diverted  from  their  regular 
channel  and  carried  to  the  halls  or  class  rooms.  This  ciiange 
would  dispense  with  the  cesspool  and  sev^er  the  connection  of 
the  under  floor  ventilating  ducts  with  the  foul  air  gathering 
room. 

With  provision  for  convenient  entrance  to  the  sewer,  it  is 
estimated  that  $300  will  cover  the  cost  of  this  change. 

An  appropriation  of  $500  above  the  usual  amount  for  ordi- 
nar}^  repairs,  we  believ^e  sufficient  to  meet  these  recommendations.

The  expenses  of  the  school  department  necessarily  increase 
somewhat  year  by  year,  as  the  number  of  pupils  increase  and  the 
public  demands  upon  the  schools  become  greater,  demands  which 
insist  upon  a  higher  order  of  service,  a  broader  cultnre  and  an 
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aggressive,  vigorous  life  on  tlie  ])art  of  lliose  engaged  in  seliool 
work.  No  one  familiar  with  the  work  done  today  l)y  our  teaeh- 
ers  can  fail  to  see  how  much  more  is  required  of  tliem  thiin  was 
expected  even  a  few  years  a^o  ;  and  no  one  not  actually  engaged 
in  the  work  can  realize  how  great  the  tax  upon  the  powers  of  the 
faithful  teachers  is  the  management  and  discipline  of  a  lai'ge 
school,  and  carrying  on,  at  the  same  time,  the  various  lines  of 
investigation  and  stud}^  necessary  to  successfully  teach  all  the 
subjects  required,  and  excite  due  interest  in  the  mimh  of  ])upils 
in  the  various  subjects. 

In  the  report  of  last  year,  reference  wis  made  to  the  ever 
changing  character  of  a  large  element  of  our  poi)ulation  as  .an 
obstacle  to  most  effective  work.  Xaw  pupils  at  all  times  of  the 
year  are  entering  the  schools  and  others  leaving.  During  the 
past  year,  of  the  pupils  below  the  High  school,  only  4.")  per  cenr. 
of  the  total  enrollment,  and  74  per  cent  of  the  average  enroll- 
ment have  been  members  of  the  schools  all,  or  a  part  of  ea.-h  of 
the  three  terms.

With  our  present  system  of  grading — .vith  classes  one  year 
apart — it  is  often  difficult  to  determine  what  should  be  done  in 
individual  c.ises  in  regard  to  promotions.  The  welfare  of  the 
clas.ses  as  wholes,  must  be  considered  as  well  as  what  is  best  for 
the  individual.  Were  all  our  Grammar  and  Intermediate  schools 
brought  together  in  one  building — as  it  is  hoped  they  will  be  at 
no  distant  day — the  classes  could  be  readily  arranged  in  half 
year  grades  which  would  greatly  simplify  the  whole  question  of 
grading  and  promotions. 

In  a  recent  ;.rticle  on  "Eecent  Educational  Advances,"  Pres. 
'dent  Hyde,  upon  this  subject,  says,  "Instead  of  a  cnst-iron 
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course  in  wliicb  everybody  iiiusfc  take  the  same  subjects  in  the 
same  order  and  in  the  same  time,  we  are  intro  hieing  in  the  lower 
grades  more  frequent  promotions,  m  order  thut  the  dull  scholars 
may  not  be  made  su])erficial  in  the  effort  to  keep  up  with  the 
brighter  ones  ;  and  that  the  brigliter  ones  may  not  be  made 
stupid  by  tlie  necessity  of  going  as  slowly  as  the  duller  ones. 
For  there  is  a  vast  diiference  in  the  ease  and-  rapidity  with 
which  scholars  learn.  This  is  due  partly  to  heredity,  partly  to 
home  advantages,  partly  to  temperament.  It  is  a  fact  that 
children  differ  in  these  respects,  just  as  it  is  a  fact  that  they  dif- 
fer in  the  strength  of  their  muscles,  the  size  of  their  feet,  the 
color  of  their  hair,  and  there  is  no  more  reason  to  be  ashamed  of 
the  difference  in  the  one  case  than  in  the  others.  Of  all  the 
foolish  manifestations  of  vanity,  the  most  foolish  is  the  eager- 
ness of  some  parents  to' have  their  children  forward.  It  is  high 
time  for  parents  to  recognize  that  some  children  are  by  nature 
quick  to  learn  and  some  are  slow;  that  forwardness  or  ^smart- 
ness' in  childhood  is  no  indication  whatever  of  thoroughness  and 
depth  in  maturity  ;  and  that  it  is  just  as  desirable  and  just  as 
creditable  for  the  boy  who  is  slow  by  nature  to  go  slowly  in 
scliool,  as  it  13  for  the  boy  who  is  quick  by  nature  to  advance 
rapidly  at  school.*' 

Early  in  the  year  it  seemed  to  the  committee  advisable  to 
modify  some  w  liat  the  plan  of  ranking  pupils  in  the  high  school. 

It  frequently  happens  that  pupils  entering  the  school  with 
a  high  standard  of  scholarship,  maintain  that  record  during  the 
early  part  of  the  course  while  pursuing  the  more  simple  studies, 
but  show  a  decided  falling-off  in  the  higher  studies  of  the  latter 
part  of  the  course.  This  may  happen  from  a  lack  of  mental 
])Ower  to  grasp  the  higher  work,  a  lack  of  continued  application, 
or  loss  of  interest  in  school  work  by  allowing  interest  to  be  di- 
verted into  other  directions.  Others  with  perhaps  a  less  favora- 
ble early  record,  by  diligent  attention  to  business,  show  a  con- 
stant improvement  through  the  course,  and  at  the  end,  possess  a 
hrnier  mental  grasp  afid  a  higher  degree  of  scholarship.  Hereto- 
fore the  record  of  each  year  has  counted  alike.     A  with  the 
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record  for  tlie  four  years  of  90,  80,  70.  GO,  has  ranked  the  same  as 
B  with  a  record  of  GO,  70,  80,  90.  Both  have  an  average  rank  oL" 
75.  It  is  clear  that  B's  record  is  more  deserving  of  commenda- 
ble recognition  than  that  of  A. 

The  modification  introduced  recognizes  a  continuous  good 
record,  and  a  constant  improvement.  The  rank  consi.sts  of  ten 
parts.  The  first  yeai's  record  is  counted  once  :  the  second,  t\vi(;e  : 
the  thirdj  three  times  :  the  fourth,  four  times.  The  sum  divided 
by  ten  gives  the  rank  for  the  course.  Taking  the  above  ranks  as 
examples,  the  rank  of  A  is  90  plus  80,  80  plus  70,  70,  70  plus  GO, 
60,  GO,  60  equals  700;  700  divided  by  10  equals  70,  the  rank.  In 
the  same  way  the  rank  of  B  would  be  80.  Our  high  schools  com- 
pares favorably  with  otlier  high  sciiools,  judging  by  the  attain- 
ments of  those  entering  our  school  from  ihe  corresponding  gi'ades 
of  other  schools,  and  from  the  fact  that  those  going  from  here 
enter  readily  the  ^^om pounding  grades  in  other  schools,  and  in 
some  instances,  even  higher.  The  graduates  of  our  school  are 
received  at  some  colleges,  and  other  higher  institutions  on  cer- 
tificates of  the  principal,  withont  examination. 

The  grades  of  our  grammar  schools  are  higher  than  the 
corresponding  grades  in  many  other  places.  Pupils  coming  from 
other  schools  seldom  are  able  to  enter  the  corresponding  grades 
here,  and  those  going  from  here,  in  many  instances,  enter  higher 
grades  elsewhere.  This  is  true  not  only  of  the  exceptionally 
bright  pupils,  but  of  those  who  hold  only  an  average  rank  in 
class  in  our  schools. 

At  the  close  o"  the  summer  terra  an  exhibit  was  made  in 
the  selectmen's  room  and  the  superintendent's  office  of  work 
done  in  the  sshools.  Work  was  shown  in  a  variety  of  lines,  the 
most  prominent  feature  being  that  of  Industrial  drawing.  The 
exhibibit  was  designed  especially  to  give  teachers  and  pupils  the 
opportunity  of  seeing  each  other's  work,  and  notice  was  given 
only  through  the  schools.  The  exhibit  was  very  plefising  and 
creditable,  and  elicited  commendation  from  the  many  who  ex- 
amined the  work. 

It  would  have  a  good  influence  to  do  something  of  this  char- 
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acter  each  year,  as  this  exhibit  was  unquestionably  productive  of 
good.  The  schools  are  fortunate  in  the  continued  service  of 
Miss  Patterson  as  supervisor  of  the  department  of  Industrial 
Drawing, 

Before  the  interruption  in  attendance  caused  by  illness  of 
pupils  during  the  fall  term,  seven  of  the  schools  had  an  enroll- 
ment ranging  from  56  to  72  pupils.  This  condition  demands  the 
earliest  possible  relief. 

In  conclusion  I  would  thank  you  for  cordial  support,  would 
record  my  appreciation  of  the  kindly  sympathy  and  hearty  co- 
operation of  the  teachers  in  the  conduct  of  the  work  of  the  •  year

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  PUBLIC  STATUTES  OF 
THE  COMMONWEALTH 

CHAPTER  47. 

Concerning  Vaccination . 

Sectiox  9.  The  school  committee  shall  not  allow  a  child 
who  has  not  been  duly  vaccinated  to  be  admitted  to  or  connected 
with  the  public  schools. 

CHAPTER  64. 

\_As  Amended.    Acts  o/1884.] 

An  Act  to  Prevent  the  Sjjread  of  Contar/ious  Diseases  Through 
the  Public  Schools. 

The  school  committee  shall  not  allow  any  pupil  to  attend 
the  public  schools  which  any  member  of  the  household  to  which 
such  pupil  belongs  is  sick  of  small  pox,  diphtheria,  or  scarlet 
fever,  or  during  a  period  of  two  weeks  after  death,  recovery,  or 
removal  of  such  sick  person ;  and  any  pupil  coming  from  such 
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lioiisehold  shall  be  required  to  present  to  the  teacher  of  the  school 
tlie  pupil  desires  to  attend,  a  certificate  from  the  attending 
physician  or  board  of  health,  of  the  facts  necessary  to  entitle  him 
to  admission  in  accordance  with  tlie  above  regulation. 

CHAPTER  47.      [as  amended.] 

Concerning  the  attendance  of  Children  In  the  Schools. 

Section  1.  Every  person  having  under  his  control  a  child 
between  the  ages  of  eight  and  fourteen  years,  shall  annually 
cause  such  child  to  attend  some  public  day  school  in  the  city  or 
town  in  which  he  resides,  and  such  attendance  shall  continue 
for  at  least  thirty  weeks  of  the  school  year  if  the  schools  are  kept 
open  that  length  of  time,  with  an  allowance  of  two  weeks'  time 
for  absences  not  excused  by  the  superintendent  of  schools  or  the 
school  committee,  and  for  every  neglect  of  such  duty  the  person 
offending  shall,  upon  the  complaint  of  the  school  committee  or 
any  truant  officer,  forfeit  to  the  use  of  the  public  schools  of  such 
city  or  town  a  sum  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars  ;  but  if  such 
child  has  attended  for  a  like  period  of  time  a  private  day  school 
approved  by  the  school  committee  of  such  city  or  town,  or  if 
su(th  child  has  been  o^.herwise  instructed  for  a  like  period  of  ti]ne 
in  the  branches  of  learning  required  by  law  to  be  taught  in  the 
public  schools,  or  if  his  physical  and  mental  condition  is  such  as 
to  render  such  attendance  inexpedient  or  impracticable,  such 
penalties  shall  not  be  incurred. 

chapter  433,  ACTS  OF  1887. 

Concerning  tlie  employment  of  minors  who  can  not  read  and,  irrite 
in  the  English  language. 

(Section  1  was  repealed  by  chapter  348,  acts  of  1888.) 

Section  2.  Every  person  who  employs,  or  permits  to  be 
employed,  a  minor  fourteen  years  of  age  or  over,  who  can  not 
read  and  write  in  the  English  language,  and  who  resides  in  a 
city  or  town  in  this  Commonwealth,  wherein  public  evening 
schools  are  maintained,  and  is  not  a  regular  attendant  of  a  day 
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school,  or  has  not  attained  an  attendance  of  seventij  per  cent,  or 
more  of  the  yearly  session  of  the  evening  school,  sliall,  for  every 
such  oft'ence,  forfeit  not  less  than  fifty  nor  more  than  one  hun- 
dred dollars  for  the  use  of  the  evening  schools  of  such  city  or 
town. 

Sect.  7.  No  child  who  has  been  continuously  a  resident  of 
a  city  or  town  since  reaching  the  age  of  thirteen  years  shall  be 
entitled  to  receive  a  certificate  that  he  has  reached  the  age  of 
fourteen  unless  or  until  he  has  attended  school  according  to  law 
in  such  city  or  town  for  at  least  thirty  weeks  since  reaching  the 
age  of  thirteen,  unless  such  child  can  read  at  sight  and  wiite 
legibly  simple  sentences  in  the  English  language,  or  is  exempted 
by  law  from  such  attendance. 

CIIAPTKR  48.      [as  amended]. 

Concerning  Truant  Cliihlren  ana  Absentees  from  ScJiool. 

Section'  10.  Each  town  shall  make  all  needful  provisions 
and  arrangements  concerning  habitual  truants  and  child hmi 
between  seven  and  fifteen  years  of  age  who  may  be  found  wan- 
dering about  in  the  streets  and  ])ubiic  places  therein,  having  no 
lawful  occupation  or  business,  not  attending  school,  and  growing 
up  in  ignorance,  and  such  childien  as  persistently  violate  tiie 
reasonable  x'ules  and  regulations  of  the  common  schools,  and  shall 
make  such  by-laws  as  shall  be  most  conductive  to  the  welfare  of 
such  children,  and  to  the  good  order  of  such  town;  and  shall  pro- 
vide suitable  places  for  the  confinement,  discipline  and  instruc- 
tion of  such  children. 

Sect.  12.  Any  minor  convicted  under  a  by-law  made  under 
section  ten  of  being  an  habitual  truant,  or  of  wandering  about  in 
tlie  streets  and  public  places  of  a  city  or  town,  having  no  lawful 
employment  or  business,  not  attending  school,  and  growing  up  in 
ignorance,  or  of  persistently  violating  the  rules  and  regulations 
of  the  common  schools,  shall  be  committed  to  ixuy  institution  of 
instruction  or  suitable  situation  provided  for  the  purpose,  under 
the  authority  of  said  section  or  by-law  for  a  term  not  exceeding 
two  years.

CEHETERY  COnniTTEE. 


Report  of  Cemetery  Committee. 

'J'lie  work  of  the  Superintendent,  Sanuiel  Williams,  tor  the 
past  yeai",  has  been  to  tlie  satisfaction  and  aj)proval  of  the 
Comnuttee.  Herewith  we  snbniit  his  report,  which  o-ives  the 
town  the  information  desired  of  liis  work.  The  Cemeter}' 
Fund  now  amounts  to  •i}^7,204  2o,  a  q-ain  of  •tB45,  and  will  soon 
amount  to  ^10.000,  if  our  citizens  act  wisely  and  purchase 
lots  and  ])i"ovide  for  perpetual  care,  a  good  thing  to  do  while 
living,  and  make  other  improvements  and  take  an  interest  in 
beautifying  and  to  make  the  Cemetery  one  of  the  most  attractive 
places  in  the  town.  I'he  investjuent  of  tfie  fund  is  made  by  the 
Towji  Treasurer  as  requii-ed  b}'  the  by-laws  of  the  town,  and  are: 
In  Sontlibjidge  Savings  Bank,  >^oJ04."lr);  ^Vi\^v  Savings  Bank, 
•tljOOO:  Worcester  County  Institution  of  Savings,  81,000; 
loaned  on  mortgage.  '5151,500.  Only  the  interest  of  the  fund  nan 
be  nsed.  amounting  last  ye:ir  to  -'li'^lS.OO.  The  Committee  are 
under  renewed  obligations  to  .Viva  Hyde.  Ivsq.,  for  ^\'riting 
deeds,  etc.,  witlioul  charge.  For  tlie  ensuing  }'ear  we  rcfom- 
nicnd  ;{n  ajtproj )ri;iti()n  of  --^^SOO.OO. 


Superintendent's  Report. 

To  TiiK  Ci':.mi:thi;v  Committki':. 

GfiUlenif'/i : — The  work  the  past  season  was  similar  to 
pj-evious  years — grading,  cleaning  monuments,  t-onstruct ing  now 
avenues,' planting  sln  ubs.  trees,  utc. 


KErORT  OF  CEMETEUY  CO>IMlTTEE. 


One  needed  improvement  was  tlie  cleaning  out  of  wliat  is 
known  jis  ''Pleasure  Pond."  It  was  considered  a  nuisance  in 
dry  seasons  by  people  I'iving  in  its  vicinity  on  account  of  its 
offensive  odoi-.  The  drouth  last  year  afforded  the  op})0rtunity 
to  do  the  work.  The  mud — two  feet  deep — was  all  removed, 
the  pond  deepened,  and  in  some  places  enlarged  to  improve  its 
looks;  the  banks  given  a  uniform  slope,  bushes  dug  up,  and  the 
whole  of  the  land  from  the  hearse  house  to  the  south  end  of  the 
pond  has  been  graded,  seeded,  trees  planted  and  new  avenues 
built.  A  good  walk  surrounds  the  pond.  The  mateiial  taken 
fi'om  the  pond  wjis  jill  used  in  grading  and  top  dressing,  ^^'hat 
has  been  the  I'oughest,  is  now  the  most  beautiful  part  of  the 
Cemetery. 

Have  builc  and  gravelled  1,182  feet  of  iiew,  and  gravelled 
about  500  feet  of  old  avenues.  Graded  lots  for  private  parties 
amounting  to  -1^81.00.  The  grass  sold  for  -V^^IO.OO.  Used  300 
bushels  of  aslies  on  the  grass.  Planted  over  one  liundred  ever- 
green and  forest  trees.  Commenced  to  grade  and  even  up  the 
lots  on  the  hill,  in  the  old  part.  Next  season  hope  to  continiu', 
and,  if  possible,  grade  all  that  remains  in  old  yai  d. 

The  extreme  drouth  the  past  season  was  very  unfavorable 
to  newly  seeded  lots  and  newly  planted  trees.  There  was  no 
water  to  be  had  in  the  Cemetery,  so  had  to  go  quite  a  distance 
for  it,  which  was  quite  expensive.  I  would  recommend  that 
water  be  placed  in  the  yard  in  a  few  convenient  ])laces.  It 
can  be  done  for  a  small  ex|)ense. 

I  would  also  reconunend  that  all  boundary  stones  in  future 
be  set  level  with  the  top  of  the  ground;  all  modern  Cemeteries 
positively  forbid  them  being  set  a  foot  above  the  ground.  It 
mai'S  the  landscape  and  inconveniencies  in  keeping  lots  in  order. 
Many  have  expressed  a  willingness  to  have  theirs  lowered  when 
others  will  do  the  same.  I  hope  all  will  come  forward  and  give 
permission  to  have  it  done,  as  they  are  of  no  possible  use  and 
mar  the  beauty  of  the  landscape.  All  fences  except  two  have 
been  removed.    Two  curbings  were  taken  away  last  season  and 
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the  lots  graded  to  correspond  with  their  snrroundings.  Curbing 
is  expensive  and  useless,  except  in  some  exposed  places  where 
it  is  necessary  to  protect  the  lot. 

I  would  advise  that  more  care  be  exercised  in  putting  in 
ftnmdations  for  monuments.  Some  are  so  poorl}^  done  tliat 
monuments  which  have  been  set  ])ut  a  sliort  time  are  c^ettino- 
out  of  sha[)e. 

To  carry  on  the  w  oi  k  of  improving,  modernizing  and  keep- 
ing the  whole  yard  in  order,  makes  it  necessary  that  some  plan 
of  a  permanent  nature  must  be  adopted.  Southbridge  was  one 
of  the  earliest  towns  to  adopt  the  perpetual  care  plan.  It  lias 
not  received  the  attention  it  deserves.  It  has  proved  very 
satisfactory  to  those  who  have  availed  themselves  of  it.  It  is 
impossible  to  have  a  neat,  well-kept,  good-looking  Cemetery 
with  some  of  the  lots  in  perfect  order  while  the  adjoining  lots 
ai'e  ungraded  and  overgrown  with  weeds  and  brttsli.  It  is  one 
of  those  things  that  calls  for  all  to  work  together.  Each  well- 
cared  for  lot  adds  to  the  beauty  of  those  around  it.  Every  per- 
son who  provides  for  perpetual  care  will  remember  that  there  is 
eveiy  reason  to  believe  that  it  will  continue  for  centuries  to 
come.  You  will  see  that  any  sum  thus  invested  will  go  further 
and  last  longer  as  a  memorial  to  departed  fiiends,  and  perhaps 
to  yourself,  than  any  monument  you  may  erect.  The  finest 
monument  in  the  world  would  lose  much  of  its  beaut}"  if  placed 
on  an  luigraded  lot  overgrown  with  rank  grass  and  weeds  in- 
stead of  a  nice,  graded,  well-kept  greensward.  A  visit  to  any 
Cemetei'y  where  there  is  no  permanent  arrangement  made  for 
its  care  will  convince  you  that  you  must  not  depend  on  those 
Avho  come  after  you  to  do  what  you  neglected  to  do.  Benj. 
Franklin  said:  ''I  need  only  to  visit  the  graveyard  of  a  com- 
munity to  know  the  character  of  its  people."  Another  writing 
on  this  subject  has  said:  Cet  out  your  wills,  you  who  have 
father,  mother  or  other  dear  relatives  buried  in  the  old  family 
yard.     Add  a  codicil  leaving  a  handsome  sum  in  ti'iist  for  the 
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l)enefit  of  the  old  ground.  You  can  not  do  a  more  useful  act ; 
or,  if  you  prefer,  pay  the  money  over  before  you  die." 

I  would  cordially  invite  all  lot  owners  to  visit  the  Cemetery 
and  see  what  is  being  done  and  make  any  suggestions  that  will 
help  the  work  along.  It  is  said  there  is  no  place  on  earth  that 
comes  so  near  the  heart  and  homes  of  the  people  as  the  spot 
where  our  loved  ones  lie  buried.  Then  let  us  all  take  an  in- 
terest and  work  together  in  making  our  Cemetery,  which  has  so 
nvdnj  natural  advantages,  beautiful  by  keeping  it  near  to  nature, 
with  its  rocks,  trees,  water,  flowers  and  greensward,  a  quiet, 
restful  and  peaceful  place,  a  real  God's  acre.

LIBRARY  COMMITTEE. 


Remarks. 

In  suLmittini:;;  their  annual  reptirt,  the  Library  Committet' 
are  pleased  to  note  an  increasing  interest  in  and  use  of  the 
Library.  ^lany  people  are  just  beginning  to  appreciate  the 
value  of  tlie  liistoiiral  department,  and  to  acquire  the  habit  of 
using  the  card  index,  and  to  acquaint  themselves  with  the 
easiest  and  best  methods  of  finding  subjects  and  desired  informa- 
tion thereon.  The  literary  clul^  of  the  town  have  been  a  stim- 
ulus to  the  ijicreased  and  profitable  iLse  of  the  Library,  and  the 
influence  of  the  members  of  these  clubs  has  extended  to  thei: 
families  and  friends  and  is  causing  an  increased  call  for  a  higher 
cla.ss  of  literary  matter,  an«l  increased  reading  of  the  same. 

The  continued  sickness  of  Mi.ss  A.  Jeannette  Comins  for  the 
past  year,  has  somewhat  embariass^ed  the  work  of  the  Library, 
and  we  reQfret  to  announce  that  Miss  Comins  has,  throujrh  con- 
tinned  ill-health,  l^en  obliged  to  lesign  her  ptisition.  'Jlie  Com- 
mittee desire  to  express  their  appreciation  of  her  long  and  faith- 
ful service  in  the  Library,  her  increased  interest  in  and  appre- 
ciation of  the  importance  of  her  work,  and  her  constant  regret 
that  her  health  was  such  as  not  to  allow  her  to  put  forth  her 
best  efforts  in  the  duties  of  her  position.  The  Committee  partec 
from  her  with  regret,  but  are,  however,  pleased  to  announce  that 
they  have  secured  as  her  sui-cessor.  Miss  Helen  Stanley,  now  in 
her  second  year  in  the  New  York  Library  School  at  Allxiny.  N. 
Y .,  who  comes  to  us  with  the  highest  recommendations  for  her 
ability  and  thorough  knowledge  of  the  duties  of  her  p<\sition. 
She  will  probably  take  cliarge  of  the  Library-  in  May. 
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The  Committee  also  wish  to  express  their  public  acknow- 
ledgment to  Mr.  George  M.  I^ovell  for  his  generous  services  in 
assisting  in  the  care  and  management  of  the  Library  during  the 
absence  of  Miss  Cdmins,  and- for  the  labor  he  has  put  into  the 
work  of  re-arranging  and  classifying  some  of  the  sections  so  that 
they  may  be  more  easily  accessible  to  the  inexperienced. 

They  also  desire  to  express  their  appreciation  of  the  work 
done  by  Miss  Annie  Plimpton,  who,  although  without  experi- 
ence in  Library  matters,  has  readil3^  adapted  herself  to  the 
duties  t)f  the  place  and  has  shown  great  adaptability  to  the 
work,  and,  as  we  believe,  been  an  exceedingly  pleasing  attend- 
ant at  the  desk. 

In  making  their  selections  for  the  past  yeai-,  the  Committee 
have  been  largely  mindful  of  the  demand  for  useful  books,  es- 
pecially for  those  which  are  of  assistance  in  the  study  of  history, 
the  classics,  and  the  higher  English  literature,  and  among  the 
most  valuable  books  added  have  been  Larned's  History  for 
Read}'  Reference,  and  Bancroft's  Book  of  tlie  Fair,  the  last  be- 
ing profuseh^  illustrated. 

A  detailed  statement  of  the  accessions,  circulation  of  the 
Library,  and  other  statistics  of  interest,  is  attached  hereto. 

The  Committee  made  their  annual  examination  February  22d. 
And  found  the  Library  in  a  satisfactory  condition.  They  ask 
for  an  appropriation  of  11500,  and  the  dog  tax  fund,  as  iu_ 
|)revious  yeai^s.

The 
amount  for  the  Outside  is  8879  less  than  last  3'ear.  Total 
expense  to  the  town,  85,294,  wliich  includes  81,805  paid  for  the 
insane  at  hospitals ;  8485  for  persons  having  settlements  in 
other  towns;  81,000  for  the  state  for  unsettled  persons;  8342 
paid  other  towns  for  persons  having  settlements  in  this  town ;

Inventory  of  Apparatus. 

The  apparatus  in  service  consists  of  two  steam  fire  engines, 
two  hose  carriages,  two  hook  and  ladder  trucks,  one  supply 
Avagon,  one  portable  fire  escape,  one  life  net  canvas,  one  Siamese 
coupling  with  discharge  pipe,  two  perfection  nozzle  holders, 
3,400  feet  of  leather  hose,  800  feet  rubber  lined  hose,  and  the 
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Gamewell  Fire  Alarm  System,  which  consists  of  two  steam 
whistle  machines,  two  steam  gongs  with  apparatus  necessary  to 
operate  the  same,  sixteen  signal  boxes  with  fourteen  and  one- 
half  miles  of  covered  number  nine  wire,  nine  gongs  in  the  en- 
gine houses  and  livery  stables,  two  standard  galvanometers, 
sixty  cups  of  battery  with  all  necessary  apparatus,  and  twelve 
primary  batteries  to  opei  ate  sub-lines  and  clock. 


Electrician's  Report. 

To  THE  Board  of  Engineers. 

Crentlemen: — The  Fire  Alarm  system  has  given  very  little 
trouble  this  year,  and  has  given  but  two  unavoidable  blows, 
one  June  20,  when  wire  broke  on  S.  Main  street,  and  one 
August  30,  caused  by  a  defective  zinc. 

All  other  irregular  blows  were  caused  while  making  repairs 
or  changing  wires,  except  on  June  19  when  a  tapper  was  tam- 
pered Avith  causing  two  blows  at  the  Globe  and  one  in  the 
Town . 

One  new  tapper  has  been  added,  (May  26,  Assistant  Engi- 
neer Flynn's  house),  and  two  boxes.  No.  35,  junction  Cliarlton 
roads,  June  27,  and  No.  39,  Hillside  Park,  June  19,  and  would 
recommend  the  addition  of  a  box  at  corner  Everett  and  Park 
streets,  and  one  on  the  Flat,  as  these  parts  of  the  town  are  some 
distance  from  a  box,  also  one  (1)  indicator  in  each  engine  house, 
whicli  would  always  locate  the  fire,  even  though  there  should 
be  no  steam.  We  have  had  twelve  alarms  of  fire  with  but  one 
general  alarm,  and  in  six  cases  the  recall  was  sounded  within 
five  minutes. 

The  efficiency  and  reliability  of  tlie  system  would  be  much 
better  if  the  circuit  was  divided  into  four  circuits.  The  boxes 
on  two  circuits,  one  for  each  end  of  the  town,  and  each  whistle 
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on  a  separate  circuit,  then  a  break  or  trouble  on  one  circuit 
would  not  disable  the  entire  system  as  at  present,  and  would 
greatly  facilitate  the  finding  of  any  trouble.

Water  Supply. 

We  feel  it  our  duty  to  call  the  attention  of  the  citizens  to 
this  question. 

Last  Summer,  Pleasant  street  in  Globe  Village  wjis  wholly 
unprotected,  the  only  resource,  that  of  McKinstry  Brook,  run- 
ning dry  the  greater  part  of  the  time,  leaving  property  on  Pleas- 
ant, River  and  Plimpton  streets  with  Pleasure  and  New  Mill 
-Ponds  as  their  sole  protection. 

New  Mill  Pond  is,  at  any  time,  liable  to  be  and  was  drawn 
for  a  large  portion  of  the  Summer. 
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Had  a  fire  started  iu  this  vicinity,  it  would  have  necessitated 
ilie  laying  of  a  long  line  of  hose,  which  is  not  practical. 

We  tan  but  refer  our  citizens  to  the  time  of  the  large  fire 
in  this  section,  (Aug  0,  1883.)  aij  we  firmly  Ixflieve,  had  the  de- 
]»artment  the  proper  water  supply,  this  fire  would  not  have 
reached  such  niacjnitude. 

The  rpiestion  of  hydrants  is  an  irajwrtant  item  to  this 
town,  and  knowing  the  Water  Supply  Co.  has  failed  in  putting 
them  sufficiently  close,  in  order  to  o]>tain  the  Ijest  possible  results 
in  prottrering  property,  would  call  your  attention  to  remarks 
made  by  the  Fire  Commissioners  of  Lj-nn,  who,  in  the  course 
of  their  visit  to  Southbridge,  said  they  were  surprised  to  find 
such  magnifict-!:r  1      1:.  -  -  :\  •  I  vdrants  to  protect 

them. 

In  the  language  ot  C  hief  Hopkins  of  Somerville,  one  of  the 
oldest  and  most  successful  chiefs  in  the  l'nit»^d  States,  that  if  no 
more  hydrants  were  added.  Southbridge  would,  some  day.  l)e 
placed  in  the  same  predicament  as  Hudson.  Muss. 

The  ex[>ense  may  ap[>ear  large,  but,  that  prevention  is  easier 
and  Ijetter  than  the  cure  is  just  as  true,  today,  ;is  it  ever  was, 
and  while  opportunity  for  prevention  offei-s.  it  seems  wise  that 
the  matter  1)6  looked  into. 


General  Remarks. 

The  fiict  of  tiie  steamers  becoming  disabled  was  the  eause 
of  great  annoyance  to  your  Board.  the3"  being  condemned,  as 
untit  for  use,  by  the  Hartford  Insurance  Company. 

After  consultiui^  with  the  Seleetmen,  who  thouj^ht  it  ad- 
Visable  to  have  new  boilei-s  at  once,  we  provided  a  temporary 
steamer  and  advertised  for  bids  on  two  (2)  steam  boilers,  con- 
tract for  «ame  Wing  given  to  Stewart  Boiler  Works  of  Wor- 
ce^Jt^r.  f^.  - ji- ■ -^"^ 
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Would  recommend  that  the  sum  of  f 2,500  be  raised  to 
defra}'  expense  of  the  same,  also  to  procure  two  (2)  small  hose 
carriages  and  hose. 

This  sum  will  allow  $1,200  for  the  two  new  boilers,  and 
a  balance  to  buy  hose  carriages,  which  will  cost  from  f  75  to -1125 
eacli,  with  2,500  feet  of  good,  serviceable,  rubber  lined  hose. 

Would  ask  3^on  to  consider  the  matter  of  the  time  lost  in 
getting  started  to  a  fire;  the  past  year  having  shown  not  only 
to  the  Board  of  Engineers,  but  to  the  citizens  at  large,  that 
should  two  (2)  small  hose  carriages  be  added  to  the  department, 
a  stream  of  vrater  could  be  thrown  on  a  Ihe  in  the  center  of  the 
town  and  mucli  time  saved. 

With  the  new  water  system  it  seems  practicable  to  lake 
advantage  of  the  same. 

No  more  men  need  be  added  in  order  to  man  these  extra 
carriages,  as  the  same  men  will  care  for  them  ;  while  in  laying 
out  long  Ihies  of  hose,  as  in  the  cases  of  the  Alden  and  Morton 
fires,  much  valuable  time  ^\■as  lost,  in  havino-  to  <j-o  Ixiclc  for 
liose. 

Tlie  Steamer  and  Hose  No.  2  were  painted  this  year  and  it 
is  the  intention  to  paint  Steamer  and  Hose  No.  1  in  order  that 
the  apparatus  may  be  in  good  condition. 

The  matter  of  the  new  engine  house  being  left  entirely 
with  the  Selectmen,  we  can  say  little  except  tliat  it  is  just  what 
w^as  needed  at  that  end  of  the  town,  and  the  general  opinion 
seems  to  l)e,  that  it  is  one  of  the  best  fire  department  stations 
in  this  section  of  the  countiy. 

.\s  this  Imihling  was  not  furnished,  the  Boaid  of  Engineers 
attended  to  the  matter,  which  will  be  shown  by  their  account. 

Regarding  the  Fire  Alarm,  we  have  nothing  but  words  of 
commendation,  and  consider  this  work  worthy  of  the  support  of 
every  citizen  of  the  town,  it  being  under  the  efficient  care  of  A. 
F.  Hall,  whose  report  will  give  all  particulars. 

We  would  recommend  that  the  appropriation  to  meet  run* 
ning  expenses  \)e  the  same  as  la.st  yeai  ,  f 1,200.  »vr :  - 
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In  conclusion  would  call  your  attention  to  the  work  done 
by  the  department  during  the  past  3^ear. 

My  thanks  are  due  the  several  members  of  the  board,  also 
to  the  members  of  the  department  for  all  good  work  accom- 
plished during  the  year.

Report  of  School  Committee. 


To  THE  (  '1TIZE2S8  OF  SoUTHJiH  HKrK : 

Our  C'ouimon  Schools,  our  C'ouulry's  Hope  "'is  ;i  senti- 
ment worthy  of  being  inipi'essed  on  every  lieail.  A  publie 
system  of  edueaXiou  free  to  all  classes  is  certainly  one  of  the 
principal  safe-guards  of  Liberty,  a  perpetual  fountain  of  intelli- 
gence, virtue  and  strength,  pouring  streams  of  life  and  blessing- 
into  every  household  of  the  land.  We  need  as  citizens  to  realize 
that  all  other  municipal  interests  are  small  in  comparison  with 
this.  Especially  we  need  to  feel  our  individual  responsibility. 
The  charactci-  of  the  coming  generation,  to  whom  are  soon  to  be 
entrusted  all  the  interests  of  State  and  Nation,  depends  almost 
wholly  upon  the  faithful  discharge  of  our  individual  duties  as 
citizens  and  parents.  We  cannot  throw  off  responsibility  by 
saying  ''The  Town  will  take  care  of  the  Schools.*"  Individuals 
make  the  Town,  and  the  welfare  of  the  children  can  be  secured 
ordy  as  individual  parents  attend  pei'sonally  to  the  matter. 

Your  Committees  for  fifteen  or  more  years  liave  been  con- 
tinually uiging  the  necessity  of  better  accommodations.  Indif- 
ference and  opposition  have  hitherto  prevailed  to  prevent  action. 
The  need  is  more  pressing  than  ever  before,  (jood  citizenship 
demands  of  every  one  an  earnest  effort  to  secure  the  immediate 
erection  of  a  school  building  such  as  was  recf)niniended  by  your 
special  (/omnnttee  of  t  wo  yeaivs  ago. 

To  provide  commodious,  well-furnished  buildings,  good  teach- 
ers, suitable  supervision,  and  generous  supplies  to  meet  running 
expenses  is  the  sine  qua  non  for  all  schools,  (^'itizens  who  have 
done  this  have  so  far  done  well.  I>ut  parents  especiall}^  shouhl 
remember  that  this  is  not  all.  Beyond  this,  in  the  management 
of  their  children^  and  in  tlieir  personal  relations,  to  the  schools: 
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and  the  teachers,  they  can  do  very  much  to  help  or  hinder  suc- 
cess. The}-  should  cultivate  friendly  relations  with  the  teach- 
ers, and  pl:i(re  confidence  in  them,  assuming,  as  a  matter  of 
coui-se,  that  they  are  seeking  the  best  welfare  of  the  pupils. 
Parents  can  never  be  justified  in  speaking  ill,  or  slightingly  of 
teacher  or  Superintendent  in  the  presence  of  their  children.  To 
do  so  is  to  inflict  a  life-long  in  jury  on  the  child,  and  oftentimes 
to  l)ring  disaster  to  the  school.  Children  should  never  be  per- 
mitted  to  tell  at  home  anything  unpleasant  occurring  in  school, 
except  what  concerns  their  own  conduct  and  success.  Parents 
nre  entitled  to  know,  and  should  take  pains  to  know,  all  that 
pertains  to  their  owu  children  both  in  scholarship  and  deport- 
ment. If  these  are  unsatisfactory,  they  should  at  once  seek  a 
remedy.  In  all  cases  of  faulty  deportment,  and  in  most  cases 
of  defective  scholarship,  the  difficulty  is  with  the  pu[)il  himself, 
Hud  parents  have  fai'  more  power  than  teachers  to  remedy  these 
evils.  With  the  too  frequent  opposition  of  parents  the  best 
teachers  are  rendered  almost  helpless. 

''To  err  is  liuman,'*  and  teachers  are  no  exception  to  the 
rule.  But  parents  sliould  never  catch  u[)  flying  reports,  nor 
accept  without  investigation  the  statements  of  the  most  truth- 
ful children.  Conscientious  pupils  often  fail  to  see  or  under- 
-stand  the  exact  facts  as  the  teacher  knows  them.  Not  unfrequent 
complaints  are  made  by  parents  when  their  children  are  dis- 
ciplined, because  definite  charges  of  some  specific  act  are  not 
furnished.  They  fail  to  realize  what  every  experienced  teacher 
is  familiar  with,  that  pupils  frequently  deserve  the  severest  dis- 
cipline although  no  particular  offence  nan  be  specified.  The 
general  tone  and  spirit  of  a  child  is  often  so  insolent  and  un- 
ruly as  to  do  more  harm  in  a  school  than  many  specific  acts  of 
insubordination.  The  greatest  perplexity  arises  when  consid- 
erate parents,  after  candid  and  thorough  investigation,  become 
convinced  that  a  teacher  is  unjust  or  unwise  in  discipline,  or 
incompetent  as  an  instructor.  In  the  former  case,  a  full  and 
friendly  expression  to  the  teacher  in  regard  to  what  seems  to  be

wrong,  manifesting  only  a  sincere  desire  for  what  is  right,  will 
nearly  always  secure  the  desired  result.  When  this  fails,  or  in 
case  of  apparent  incompetence,  parents  should  make  a  complete 
and  candid  statement  of  facts  to  Superintendent  or  Committee, 
remembering  however,  that  only  in  rare  circumstances  can  rem- 
edies be  immediately  effective.  Forbearance  and  patience  are 
needed  while  time  is  allowed  to  accomplish  the  work.  These 
suggestions  may  seem  to  some  too  obvious  to  require  expression 
here.  But  experience  teaches  that  we  all  do  need  to  be  re- 
minded again  and  again,  of  the  simplest  and  most  primary 
truths. 

We  believe  there  is  progress  in  the  scliools  fi-om  year  to 
year,  for  which  great  credit  is  due  to  the  faithful  assiduit\^  of 
our  Superintendent.  Neither  rashly  changeable,  nor  stupidly 
conservative,  he  brings  into  practice,  as  far  as  present  means  and 
accommodations  permit,  the  best  suggestions  of  the  wisest 
educators  of  today.  We  believe  the  Town  has  made  no  wiser 
or  more  paying  investment  than  tliat  by  which  we  have  secured 
and  retained  his  valuable  services.  Advance,  not  by  sudden 
revolution,  but  by  healthy  growth,  is  the  constant  aim  of  both 
Superintendent  and  Committee.

113  othei-s  have  been  perfect  in  attendance  one  term. 

The  May  enrollment  of  the  children  of  school  age, 
was  anticipated,  showed  a  less  number  than  the  previous  en- 
rollment. The  return  was  1731  against  1783  the  previous  year. 
Not  a  few  families  whose  bread-winnei*s  were  thrown  out  of  em- 
ployment had  sought  work  elsewhere,  as  the  vacant  tenement* 
in  different  parts  of  the  town  indicate.  The  total  number  en- 
rolled in  the  schools  during  the  year  is  72  less  than  in  the  year 
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189o-4,  but  the  avenigo  number  belonging  is  82  more,  and  the 
average  attendance  08  in  excess  of  the  previous  year.  The  per 
cent,  of  attendance  has  been  iiiiproving  each  year,  and  this  year 
shows  an  advance.  Man}'  of  the  teachers  by  peisistent  attentions 
to  reguhnity  of  attendafjce,  secure  for  their  schools  results 
highly  (.•oninu;ndab]e.  Seven  of  the  schools  show  a  per  cent,  of 
attendance  for  the  year  above  95. 

The  virtues  of  i-egularity  and  projuptiiess  in  attendance 
can  not  be  kept  too  constantly  before  the  minds  of  teachei*s  and 
pupils.  The  school  that  succeeds  in  promoting  the  growth  of 
these  virtues  gains  an  important  element  of  life  and  power  in 
the  sul)jects  of  study.  All  parents  df)  not  realize  that  prompt 
and  regular  attendance  is  a  necessar}'  condition  of  satisfactorv 
l>j  ogress. 

The  truant  otficers  have  rendered  efficient  service  to  the 
teachers  in  visiting  families,  looking  up  absentees,  and,  in  many 
4-ases.  retuiiiing  delinquents  to  tlieir  jdaces  m  the  schools. 


Evening  Schools. 

The  work  of  the  Evening  schools  did  not  differ  materially 
from  that  of  previous  years.  The  general  management  of  the 
schools  showed  the  value  of  experience  in  dealing  with  this 
class  of  pupils.  The  instruction  was  confined  to  reading,  writ- 
ing and,  incidentally,  to  the  correct  use  of  language,  the  limited 
knowledge  of  the  English  language  of  most  of  those  attending 
necessarily  restricting  the  instruction  to  very  narrow  bounds. 
Most  of  the  teachers  were  those  employed  in  the  day  schools, 
Ininging  to  theii-  work  the  experience  and  methods  of  skilled 
teachers.  The  term  continued  14  weeks,  each  school  having 
alx)Ut  40  sessions.  Four  members  were  present  every  evening  : 
eleveji,  every  evening  but  one :  sixteen  were  absent  twice, 
s^-venteen,  three  times;  fifteen  lost  four  nights,  and  fourteen 
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ti\e  nights.  One-third  of  the  whole  numl)er  enrolled  were 
absent  not  more  than  five  evenings.

Repairs. 

For  certain  repaii"s  and  changes  at  tlie  school-houses — men- 
tioned in  our  last  report — an  appropriation  of  #500  was  made 
in  addition  to  the  usual  amount  for  ordinary  repairs. 

Tlie  largest  amount  was  used  at  the  Main  street  building 
in  changing  the  closet  system  and  connecting  with  the  Sewer. 
This  was  done  at  a  cost  of  S595.21. 

The  Elm  street  and  School  street  houses  were  le-painted 
on  the  outside.    The  one  at  a  cost  of  865.20,  the  other,  fl06.75. 

The  tin  roofs  of  the  Main  street,  the  Elm  street  and  the 
Carpenter  building-s  were  re-laid,  the  entire  cost  being  f 237.47. 

As  usual,  the  cost  of  these  repairs  and  changes  exceeded 
the  estimates  given,  the  total  amount  being  '*1, 004.63. 


The  School- Houses. 

Of  the  eleven  school-houses  in  town,  five  now  have  ap- 
proved sj'stems  of  warming  and  ventilating  and  sanit-iiry  closets. 
The  six  other  buildings  are  heated,  after  the  old  fashion,  by 
l)ox  stoves,  and  have  no  means  of  ventilation  except  by  dooi-s^ 
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811(1  windo\vs.  Four  of  these  are  small,  one-room  buildings 
with  a  small  number  of  pupils.  Of  the  other  two,  the  one  on 
Kiver  street  has  four  rooms,  the  two  lower  rooms  of  which  are 
occupied  by  day  schools,  and  the  upper  rooms  are  used  for  Even- 
ing schools.  The  school  house  at  Union  street  has  two  rooms, 
one  of  which  is  used  for  the  Intermediate  grade  of  tlie  group  of 
."ichools  at  Globe  Village. 

Each  of  the  schools  in  tliese  six  buildings  has  a  number  of 
pupils  requiring  by  the  statutes,  approved  sanitary  (conditions. 
It  devolves  upon  the  committee  to  detei  mine  the  changes  need- 
ful to  supi)ly  proper  sanitar}-  conditions  to  such  of  these  school- 
houses  as  are  likely  to  l)e  continued  in  use. 

The  crowded  condition  of  the  Main  Street  Intermediate 
and  the  Elm  Street  Higher  l*rimary  made  it  necessary  in  Sep- 
tember to  form  an  overflow  school  to  relieve  these  two  rooms. 
With  the  consent  of  the  Selectmen,  the  room  over  the  Superin- 
tendent's office  at  the  Town  Hall,  was  furnished  and  twenty- 
six  pupils  transferred  to  it.  The  schools  thus  relieved  still  have 
eacli  an  unreasonable  number  of  pupils  for  one  room.  There 
are  now  two  schools  at  the  Town  hall  with  65  pupils,  in  rooms 
not  designed  for  school  rooms. 

The  present  status  of  our  school  accommodations  empha- 
sizes the  pressing  need  of  immediate  action  relative  to  the  new 
l>uilding.  I^ach  year  tlie  demand  is  more  urgent,  and  the 
intei-estsof  the  schools  re(iuire  that  there  should  he  no  further 
dela}'. 

Ample  accommodations  for  tlie  village  schools  would  open 
the  way  t-o  important  advances  in  other  directions — matter's 
wiiich  I  have  refrained  from  urging  upon  attention  so  long  as 
4lus  most  pi*essing  need  was  unprovided. 

One  immediate  result  of  a  new  central  building  would  be  a 
more  satisfactory  classification,  making  it  practicable,  by  having 
only  one  year's  pupils  in  each  roomy  to  arrange  classes  in  half 
yeeii'  grades,  thereby  greatly  simplifying  the  matter  of  gi'ad.ing 
M.nd  pj  oniotions,  and  a  saAung  of  time  to  niaiiy  pupils. 
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It  would  also,  luhilit  of  departmental  Icaehinq^  to  sonie 
extent  if  that  plan  seeins  advisable. 

Ample  room  at  tlie  centers  of  population  would  present 
the  question  of  consolidating  some  of  the  schools — the  exped- 
iency of  transporting  pupils  to  the  nearest  village  class  of  the 
same  grade,  therein*  closing  some  of  the  small  schools  in  the  out 
districts.  This  is  done  in  niiiny  towns  of  the  commonwealth 
with  I'esuUs  highly  satisfactory  to  those  most  interested — afford- 
ing better  o[)[)oitnnilics  to  llie  pn[)ils,  and  materially  j-educing: 
the  expenses  of  supporting  the  schools. 

Were  this  great  nec'd  met.  it  would  be  proper  to  urge: 
attention  to  the  establishment  of  one  or  more  kindergarten 
schools,  foi-  \\hic'h  iherc^  ap[)cars  a  growing  dcmiind.  These 
schools  have  long  held  ii  place  in  the  public  school  systems  of 
the  t'ities,  and  are  being  established  in  many  of  the  larger  to\A  ns, 
and  in  some  towns  of  less  population  than  Southbridge. 

It  woidd  be  practicable  in  a  new  building,  to  so  arrange 
the  basement  as  to  give  room  for  work  in  Manual  Training — a. 
feature  of  education  ra[)idly  gaining  in  favor,  and  required  by 
law  in  eities  of  twenty  thousand  iidiabitants.  Those  mosu 
familiar  with  this  element  of  training  believe  that  two  or  three 
hours  work  every  day  for  pupils  in  the  grammar  and  higii 
school  grades  is  promotive  of  studious  habits,  of  g^pod  mjoral;?.,, 
and  manly  character.  ;     :  ,  . 

In  a  recent  leport  the  Kindergarten,  Manual  Training  au,ft  . 
other  features  of  progressive  scliool-systems  were  considered  at. 
some  length.  ,      .  -

Mi;.  .1.  v.  Clakke,  Supekintendhxt  of  Schools: 

/><'<( J'  S/'r: — I  have  the  honor  of  pre^,eiiting  to  you  a  report 
of  the  High  school  for  the  year  1894-95. 

There  have  been  eighty  pupils  connected  with  the  school 
during  the  [)ast  year  again.st  eighty-tive  of  the  previous  year: 
the  smaller  number  attending  is  owing  to  the  large  size  of  the 
last  graduating  ckss,  fourteen,  and  the  small  number  in  oui^ 
Sophomore  class.  Of  the  graduating  cLiss  one  entered  Holy 
Cross,  and  one  entered  Amherst  on  certilicate  of  the  school. 
One  pupil  also  entered  Smith  on  certificate  at  the  end  of  a  three 
years  course. 

Of  the  class  of  '9.")  oiie  will  enter  Amlicrst  and  two  the 
Boston  School  of  Technology.  The  numbei-  preparing  for  the 
higher  institutions  is  gi'adually  increasing,  but  what  is  most 
needed  is  a  heartier  co-operation  of  the  parents.  Most  of  the 
school  period  is  devoted  to  recitations  and  it  is  self-evident  that 
considerable  time  must  be  devoted  to  home  study.  The  fact 
that  a  pupil  does  no  work  at  home  is  proof  that  he  is  not  deriv- 
ing all  the  beneht  he  should  from  his  school  course,  although  he 
may  be  able  to  attain  the  required  sixty  per  cent,  and  gradtiate 
with  his  class.  The  main  advantage  of  the  private  school  con- 
sists m  the  fact  that  pupils  are  obliged  to  study  from  seven  till 
nine  in  the  evening. 
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In  aecordaiK'e  with  the  custom  of  recent  gnidiuiting 
classes  in  leaving  some  memento  to  beautify  the  school-room, 
tiie  chiss  of  *94  {)resentecl  the  school  with  an  eight-day  clock. 

The  custom  tends  to  increase  both  the  interest  of  the 
graduates  in  the  school  and  render  the  room  more  cheerful  and 
attractive  for  the  attending  [)U})ils.  I  believe  tliat  the  four 
Classes  now  in  school  each  ])lan  to  continue  this  custom. 

The  change  in  time  of  graduation  from  March  to  June  puts 
us  is  line  with  other  schools  and  stops  the  trouble  that  has 
O'H'urred  nearly  every  year  in  classifying  pu[)iis  moving  here 
from  other  towns. 

During  the  past  year  I  liave  arranged  and  labelled  the 
uiineralogical  s[)eciniens  belonging  to  the  school  and  have  the 
]>leasure  of  acknowledging  the  following  gifts:  Seventeen  speci- 
mens from  Mr.  F.  Ix.  Arnold:  twelve  from  Mr.  A.  M.  Cheney: 
■eight  from  Mr.  J.  T.  Clarke  ;  four  from  Miss  Annie  Goodrich  ;  also 
some  twenty  from  various  pupils.  These  specimens  have  been  in 
almost  daily  use  in  connection  with  natural  science  teaching, 
and  I  trust  form  the  nucleus  for  a  much  larger  collection. 

Miss  Goodrie-li,  with  the  assistance  of  her  class  in  Botany, 
lias  begun  an  herbai  ium,  and  seventeen  specimens  were  pressed 
i\nd  arranged  last  s[)ring.  I  think  that  in  a  few  j^ears  we  shall 
liave  a  complete  collection  of  the  flora  of  Southbridge. 

The  course  of  stud\^  was  changed  at  the  beginning  of  the 
fichool  year  and  arranged  in  accordance  with  the  '-Report of  the 
Committee  of  Ten*"  and  1  take  pleasure  in  recording  the  fact 
that  we  were  the  first  country  High  school  in  the  state  to  adopt 
tlie  suggestions  of  this  committee  in  our  courses  of  stud}'. 

The  English  course  has  been  arranged  to  meet  the  require- 
ments of  those  pupils  who  lack  the  ability  or  application  required 
to  learn  Latin.  Of  the  last  entering  class,  four  have  taken  the 
classical  and  twenty-eight  the  general  course.

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Mk.  J.  T.  Clatikp:,  Supt.  of  Public  Schools: — 

I  found  here  a  well  established  course  in  drawing,  with 
plenty  of  material  furnished,  proving  to  nie  that  the  Boaixl  of 
Pxlucation  had  recognized  the  value  of  di-awing  as  an  educa- 
tional element,  and  liad  fuithered  its  cause  by  providing  a  cap- 
able inetructor,  and  wisely  given  lier  materials  and  the  power 
to  use  them  as  she  deemed  best. 

The  exhibit  in  June  must  have  plainly  told  its  own  stojy. 
There  are  some  difficulties,  peculiar  to  the  town,  which  make  it, 
at  present,  impossible  to  secure  a  uniform  grade  of  work 
throughout  the  town.  Some  understand  very  little  of  what 
the  instructor  says,  yet  the  French  children  have  a  keen  appre- 
ciation of  color,  and  are  very  rpiick  with  anything  to  be  ex- 
pressed directly  by  means  of  the  Augers.  The  grade  work  needs 
to  be  brouglit  to  a  higher  standard  as  soon  as  possible.  Good 
order  in  the  class-room,  faitlifttl  work  b}'  instructor,  the  co-op- 
eration of  teachers,  and  honest  individual  effort  on  the  part  of 
pupils  will  soon  accomplish  such  desired  result.  The  more  the 
drawing  is  used  as  an  aid  in  other  studies,  the  better  for  tlie 
pupil  and  the  class  as  a  whole. 

I  have  endeavored  to  give  to  the  High  School  Freshman 
class  a  fair  outline  of  Historic  Ornament,  which  should  come 
in  their  grade  in  connection  with  the  study  of  Ancient  History 
I^reviously,  I  have  given  more  facts  in  a  series  of  talks,  but  it 
seemed  impracticable  to  do  the  same  here. 

I  find  in  the  assembly-i'oom  a,  fine  picture  of  St.  ^larks, 
Venice,  the  best  example  of  Italian  Byzantine  architecture.  J 
Avish  there  were  more  of  such.  Last  year  I  was  substitute  for 
the  Professor  of  Drawing  at  the  Iowa  State  Normal  school,  and 
the  President  allowed  me  to  purchase  photographs  of  the  best 
examples  of  classic  architecture  including  those  taken  from 
I'uins  in  Egypt,  Greece  and  liome ;  four  were  mounted  on  one 
card  and  framed.  I  wish  tlie  same  might  be  purchased  for  the 
High  scliool  here,  gradually,  if  the  expense  is  too  great  to  incur 
at  once  ;  and  T  eai  nestly  request  that  yon  place  one  good  repro- 
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ductioii  of  a  masterpiece  in  art,  in  each  class-room,  the  same  to 
be  changed  occasionally  throughout  the  town.  Let  students 
have  one  such  before  them  alwa^^s  in  the  room,  audits  influence 
will  be  apparent.  The  simple  casts  yon  allowed  me  to  pur- 
chase for  the  Sophomore  class  are  appreciated  l)v  them.

At  the  close  of  the  Summer  term  an  exhibit  was  nvadc  at 
the  Town  Hall  of  selected  specimens  of  work  in  Drawing, 
Xature  stvulies.  Kindergarten  and  a  variety  of  other  cluss 
exercises.  This  exhibit  was  highly  creditable  to  pupils  and 
teachers,  and  called  forth  hearty  expressions  of  commendation 
from  the  large  number  of  visitors  from  our  own,  and  neighboring 
towns. 

In  the  summer.  Miss  Patterson,  who  for  two  years  liad 
been  Supervisor  of  the  Department  of  Drawing  in  our  schook, 
resigned  to  accept,  at  much  higher  salary,  a  similar  position  at 
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Portsmouth,  N.  H.  Miss  Patterson  had  systematically  organ- 
ized the  work  of  her  department,  and  it  was  with  regret  that 
her  resignation  was  received.  We  were  especially  fortunate  in 
securing,  in  September,  the  services  of  Miss  Eva  Benham  to 
continue  this  work.  Miss  Benham  had  had  years  of  successful 
experience,  and  is  conducting  the  department  with  ability.  We 
Avould  call  special  attention  to  the  suggestions  in  her  report,  and 
hope  that  her  recommendations  will  result  in  favorable  action. 

The  action  of  the  School  Committee  last  October,  in  chang- 
ing the  time  of  closing  the  school  year  from  the  end  of  the 
Avinter,  to  tlie  end  of  the  summer  term,  brings  our  school  year 
in  harmony  with  the  schools  generally  tlu'oughout  the  state,  and 
will  avoid  dithculties  so  often  met  in  adjusting  pupils  coming 
from  other  towns,  to  the  classes  in  our  schools.  The  extra  term 
of  this  year,  affords  an  excellent  opportunity  of  introducing 
some  of  the  features  of  the  "Report  of  the  Committee  of  Ten,** 
thereby  giving  the  (Irammar  classes  a  foretaste  of  some  of  the 
High  school  subjects  of  stud}'. 

I  take  pleasure  in  reporting  a  steady  and  healthful  growth 
in  the  most  of  our  schools.  In  some  lines  improvements  have 
been  made  wliich  give  promise  of  an  increasing  degree  of 
efficiency.  In  a  large  proportion  of  our  class-rooms  are  found 
well-conducted  schools.  A  well-ordered  school  is  one  where 
there  appears  little  or  no  attention  to  matters  of  discipline, 
while  ever}'  pupil  is  busy  with  tlie  work  in  hand,  and  nothing 
else.  The  teaelier  is  enthusiastic,  and  the  pupils  inter*csted  and 
attentive. 

In  conclusion,  I  once  more  thank  you  for  your  continued 
confidence  and  liberal  support,  and  would  record  my  acknowl- 
edgment of  the  uniform  kindness  and  hearty  co-operation  of  the 
teachers  in  the  work  of  the  year.

Extracts  from  the  Public  Statutes. 

LAWS  OF  1894. 

Sf.ctiox  1.  Every  person  having  under  his  control,  a  child 
between  the  ages  of  eight  and  fourteen  years,  and  in  every  city  and 
town  where  opportunity  is  furnished,  in  connection  w^ith  the 
regular  work  of  the  public  schools,  for  gratuitous  instruction  in 
the  use  of  tools  or  in  manual  training,  or  for  industrial  educa- 
tion in  any  form,  a  child  between  the  ages  of  eight  and  fifteen 
years,  shall  annually  cause  sucli  child  to  attend  some  public  day 
school  in  the  city  or  town  in  which  lie  resides,  and  such  attend- 
ance shall  continue  for  at  least  thirty  weeks  of  the  school  year, 
if  the  schools  are  kept  open  for  that  length  of  time,  with  an  al- 
lowance of  tw^o  Aveeks'  time  for  absences  not  excused  by  the  su- 
perintendent of  schools  or  the  school  committee.  Such  period 
of  attendance  shall  begin  within  the  first  month  of  the  fall  term 
of  school,  and  for  each  five  days'  absence  of  any  such  child  there- 
after, in  excess  of  the  above  allowance,  before  tlie  completion 
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of  the  required  annual  attendance  of  thirty  weeks,  the  person 
liavingsuch  chihl  under  liis  control  shall,  upon  the  complaint 
of  the  school  committee  or  any  truant  officer,  forfeit  to  the  use 
of  the  public  schools  of  such  city  or  town  a  sum  not  exceeding- 
twenty  dollars,  but  if  such  child  has  attended  for  a  like  period 
of  time  a  private  day  school  appioved  by  the  school  committee 
of  such  city  or  town,  or  if  such  child  has  been  otherwise  in- 
structed for  a  like  period  of  time  in  the  branches  of  learning  re- 
(|uiredby  law  to  be  taught  in  the  public  schools,  or  has  already 
acquired  the  branches  of  learning  required  by  law  to  be  taught 
in  the  public  schools,  or  if  his  physical  or  mental  condition  is 
such  as  to  render  such  attendance  inexpedient  or  impracticable, 
such  penalties  shall  not  be  incurred. 

Sect.  2  For  the  purposes  of  the  preceding  section,  school 
committees  shall  approve  a  private  school  only  when  the  teach- 
ing in  all  the  studies  required  by  law  is  in  the  English  language, 
and  when  they  ai'e  satisfied  that  such  teaching  equals  in  tlior- 
onghness  and  etheiene}'  the  teaching  in  the  public  schools  in 
the  same  locality,  and  that  equal  progress  is  made  b}^  the  pupils 
therein,  in  the  studies  reipiired  by  law,  with-  that  made  during 
the  same  time  in  tlie  public  schools:  but  they  shall  not  refuse 
to  approve  a  private  school  on  account  of  the  religious  teacliing 
therein. 

Shct.  o.  The  truant  oflicers  and  the  school  committee  of 
the  several  cities  and  towns  shall  vigilantly  inquire  into  all 
cases  of  the  neglect  of  the  duty  prescribed  in  section  one,  and 
ascertain  the  leasons,  if  any,  therefor;  and  such  truant  officers 
or  any  of  them  shall,  when  so  directed  by  the  school  committee, 
prosecute  in  the  name  of  the  city  or  town  any  person  liable  to 
the  penalty  provided  ior  in  said  section.  l-*olice,  district  and 
municipal  coui'ts,  trial  justices  and  judges  of  the  probate  court, 
shall  have  jurisdiction  within  their  respective  counties  of  the 
offences  described  in  section  one. 
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Sect.  4.  All  children  witliiu  the  Commonwealth  may  at- 
tend the  public  schools  in  the  place  in  which  they  have  tlieir  legal 
residence,  subject  to  the  regulations  prescribed  by  law. 

Sect.  9.  The  school  comuiittee  shall  not  allow  a  child  who 
has  not  been  duly  vaccinated  to  be  admitted  or  to  be  connected 
with  the  public  schools. 

Se(;t.  10.  The  school  committee  shall  not  allow  any  pupil 
to  attend  the  public  schools  while  any  member  of  the  household 
to  which  such  pupil  belongs  is  sick  with  small-pox,  diphtheria, 
or  scarlet  fever,  or  during  a  period  of  two  weeks  after  the  death, 
recovery,  or  removal  of  such  sick  person  ;  and  any  pupil  coming 
from  such  household  shall  be  required  to  present,  to  the  teacher 
of  the  school  the  pupil  desires  to  att^^nd,  a  certificate,  from  the 
attending  physician  or  board  of  health,  of  the  facts  necessary  to 
entitle  him  to  admission  in  accordance  with  the  above  regulation. 
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SELECTMEN5'  REPORT. 


We  submit  Vx-low  a  lepoit  of  the  Selectmen  for  the  past 

year. 

'J'he  year  lias  ]>een  one  of  quietness,  and  all  mattei>  per- 
taining to  the  interests  oi  the  town  have  moved  along  satis- 
fact(jry  to  the  lx)ard,  the  only  event  to  disturb  })eing  the  sad 
rail\\ay  accident  on  Thanksgiving  Day,  which  ha.s  caused  pro- 
found sorrow  throughout  our  midst.  It  has  ])een  our  aim  to  use 
the  funds  intrusted  to  our  care  with  the  same  economy  as  if  it 
Avas  our  own.  without  doing  injustice  to  au}-  one.  and  feel  we 
have  done  so.  Some  few  accounts  liave  Ijeen  overdrawn  in  cou- 
se<]uence  of  unexpected  repairs  l)eing  needed,  which  will  l)e  ex- 
plained under  the  headings.  a[)pended  to  our  repfut. 


Highways. 

There  is  no  account  where  the  proper  expenditure  of  mone}" 
can  bring  to  the  town  greater  prosperity  than  this,  for  with 
good  roads  approaching  our  center  and  good  streets,  much 
l)enefit  is  derived  by  all  business  interests.  Money  can  Ix*  spent 
to  good  purpose  or  wasted  in  this  department  according  to  the 
way  the  work  is  done  and  conducted.  The  highways  in  some 
portions  of  the  town  were  in  need  of  extensive  repairs.  an(t  we 
feel  satisfied  the  work  done  on  all  the  roads  this  year  Is  well 
done,  and  the  same  repaiis  continued  another  year  would  put 
them  in  very  creditable  condition. 
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For  our  ordinary  roads  we  recommend  the  use  of  gravel,  of 
which  we  have  a  good  supply;  in  some  cases  the  hauling  is  expen- 
sive, still  we  are  more  liighly  favored  than  many  towns  in  this 
respect.  . 

The  condition  of  Main  and  Ihxmiiton  streets  should  be  im- 
pi-oved,  and  aft(;r  nuu'h  thought  regarding  the  best  plans  to 
adopt,  we  have  decided  that  this  main  thoroughfare  should  be 
Macadamized,  beginning  on  Main  street  on  a  line  with  Central 
»>treet  to  the  railway  station,  and  we  therefore  recommend  start- 
ing at  the  point  above  named,  this  year,  to  Macadamize  this 
portion  of  the  town.  Onr  idea  is  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $2,500  to  be  used  for  this  sj)ecific  purpose,  and  each  year 
to  appropriate  an  tupial  amount  or  more  if  advisable,  and  in  a 
short  time  we  would  have  a  road-bed  which  \'\'ould  be  good  for 
twenty  yeajs,  without  any  outlay  practically  for  repairs  and  the 
burden  would  not  be  felt  by  the  town.  We  shall  be  fully  pre- 
pared to  give  information  regarding  the  cost  of  material  delivered 
at  Southbridge,  also  cost  of  construction,  and  are  satisfied  by 
procuring  the  stone  from  (piarries  which  are  uniform  in  quality, 
we  shall  get  a  more  even  surface  than  stone  fi'om  our  own  fields 
or  ledges.  This  article  will  appear  in  the  AVarrant,  and  we 
trust  the  town  will  act  wisely,  as  the  heavy  teaming  on  this 
portion  of  our  liighw^ays  demands  a  decided  improvement.  We 
i-(vcommend  the  sum  of  f 6,000  foi-  Highway  repairs. 


Contingent. 

The  name  of  this  account  signifies  the  object  for  which  it 
is  intended.  We  are  pleased  to  report  it  has  been  favored  by 
reasonable  demands  and  were  it  not  for  the  amounts  paid  out  in 
connection  with  the  railway  accident,  it  would  still  make  a  more 
favorable  showing.  Because  of  the  uncertain  contingencies 
which  may  arrive  we  re(?ommend  the  sum  of  '12,000  for  this 
account. 
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Sidewalks. 

This  account  is  sliglitly  overdrawn  in  conse(]uencc  of  the 
general  repairs  made  on  our  concrete  walks,  many  of  which 
have  been  restored  to  onood  condition  and  will  now  last  for  some 

o 

time  without  expensive  lepairs.     The  brick  walks  generally  are 
in  ])()()r  condition  and  most  of  tluMu  will  h;n  e  to  be  re-laid  with 
brick  or  concrete,  and  otlieis  re[)air(Ml.     Wt  recommend 
the  sum  of for  sidewalk  re[)airs. 


Railings. 

The  condition  of  our  I'ailing.s  mosth'  on  the  highways  out- 
side the  center  of  the  town,  are  in  poor  condition  and  should  be 
})ut  in  re[)au-  as  earlv  as  practicable  to  insure  the  town  against  the 
danger  likely  to  occur  by  accidents,  one  of  which  would  cost 
the  town  many  times  the  expense  of  thorough  protection.  A 
few  places  where  railings  have  not  been  placed  should  be  pro- 
tected.   ^Vii  recommend  the  sum  of  -SoOO  for  this  account. 


Bridges. 

The  appiT)[)riation  of -tTOO  made  at  the  annual  meeting  was 
intended  princi]:)ally  to  repair  the  iron  l)ridge  at  the  Olobe,  and 
such  slight  repairs  as  might  l)e  needed  in  othei"  parts  of  the 
town.  The  iron  bridge  was  found  in  bad  condition,  but  was 
thoroughly  l  epaired  and  restored.  We  think  it  is  good  for  many 
years  to  come.  Upon  examination  it  was  found  that  the  Mill 
street  bridge  was  absolutely  unsafe  and  worthless.  This  we 
had  to  rebuild  new  throughout.  The  large  bridge  at  Sanclers- 
dale  was  found  to  be  in  a  dangerous  condition,  in  hict,  unsafe. 
Steps  were  taken  at  once  to  repaii-  it,  but  as  tlie  woi  k  progressetl 
it  was  found  to  Ix^  w^oree  than  first  examination  showed  and 
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>ii«>uld  have  l>eeii  rebuilt  new.  We  deeided  to  repair  it  tlior- 
oiighly  and  eon.sider  it  good  for  several  years.  Other  })rido;es 
^vc•re  rebuilt  and  repaired,  tlie  whole  e-ausini^  an  ex[)enditnre 
of  over  ■^*2,0(H).  The  public  may  rtdy  uix^n  the  safety  of  our 
h.ige  bridges  for  some  time  to  rome.  We  rtcommend  the  sum 
ot  **200  for  this  account. 


Fire  Department. 

This  dejiartment  lias  res[)onded  promptly  to  its  duties,  ami 
IV  e  to  lie  commended  for  the  services  they  lender.  It  has  re- 
c»:-ntly  been  discovered  by  inspection  that  lx)th  tire  engines 
i.  -eded  new  boilers,  and  same  are  now  being  made,  \\  liich  will 
:  it  the  stean?eis  in  tine  order  when  completed.  The  a[)[»ro[>ria- 
t:  -n  for  this  (^le[>artment  will  iiecessarily  l)e  larger  than  usual 
r  !  this  account      We  lecommend  ^'•i.T')')  for  iliis  account. 


Insurance. 

The  appropriation  made  fur  tliis  account  was  not  sulhcient 
>t  year.     It  will  l>e  necesiiary  to  raise  the  sum  of  •'sSOn  f<»r 
:  ^urance.  and  ^^  e  I'ecommend  that  anu»unt. 


Town  Hall  Contingent. 

We  recommend  that  the  sum  of  81,0UU  Im  raised  for  this 
cit.count  in  addition  to  the  school  fund  of  •'•^oOO.  making  a  total 
of  81,500. 

Militia. 

Tlie  usual  amount  paid  by  the  state  for  the  rent  of  the 
yirmory  has  Wen  -^^Aoo.    Tlie  state  treasurer  paid  us  only  "So'^n 
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for  the  past  year,  and  this  is  the  amount  we  sliall  l  eeeive  for  the 
coming  year,  as  it  is  claimed  tlie  accommodations  are  not  ad^-- 
quate  for  the  new  drill  of  the  militia  and  consequently  not 
worth  the  amount  liitherto  paid. 


War  Relief. 

The  usual  call  for  assistance  hy  the  families  of  soldiers  in 
need  has  \yeen  granted  will)  as  cai-eful  consideration  as  possible. 
We  recommend  the  sum  of   1.000  for  this  account.

The  sanitaiy  condition  of  the  tow  n  has  l>een  quit<}  good,  ani 
made  evident  Ijy  the  coni[)aratively  few  cases  of  typhoid  fever, 
di[)htheria,  and  other  filth  diseases.  The  village  is  admirable- 
situated,  by  reason  of  the  slopes  of  its  hills,  for  a  rapid  and 
thorough  drainage.  A  moderate  expense  and  care  would  make 
it  one  of  the  most  healthful  settlements  in  our  Commonwealth. 
While  the  l^oard  of  Health  can  deal  with  oidy  the  most  open 
and  flagrant  violations  of  sanitar}"  laws,  the  intelligent  co-opem- 
tion  of  householders  is  needed  to  make  the  sanitary  conditions 
perfect.  Anything  that  offends  a  refined  sense  of  sight  or 
smell  is  very  apt  to  be  dangerous  to  health  and  life.  This  is 
certain]}'  true  in  the  case  of  sinks  and  vaults.  Every  sink 
should  be  efficiently  trapped.  The  practice  of  throwing  slops 
and  garbage  into  vaults  is  a  too  common  one,  and  is  to  be  un- 
reservedly condemned.  Dry  earth  or  coal  ashes,  daily  sprinkled 
over  the  contents  of  vaults,  will  efficienth'  deodorize  them  :  and 
would,  doubtless,  prevent  much  sickness. 

All  cases  of  scarlet  fever  have,  as  far  as  possible,  l>een 
isolated.  The  cases  reported  have  been  few  as  compared  with 
the  number  during  the  previous  year.  A  few  cases  of  a  mild 
type,  not  reported  by  attending  pl^'sicians  or  householders, 
have  been  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Board.  Doubtless,  there 
have  been  others  not  reported  and  not  known.  The  Board 
would  call  the  attention  (»f  pjjj-sicians  and  of  othei-s  to  the  fact. 
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tiiai  tlie  danger  of  infection  from  a  mild  case  of  disease  is  as 
great  as  fi-om  that  of  a  more  severe  or  malignant  type.  There 
Ir.xs  been  no  ca^ie  of  other  contagions  or  infectious  disease  re- 
ported. 

The  complaints  brought  lo  the  Board  have  l3een  few.  and 
the  causes  of  tJiese  have,  as  far  as  possible,  been  remedied. 

The  provisions  of  Chap.  445  of  the  Acts  of  1894  have  been 
complied  with,  and  a  Board  of  Examiners  of  Plumbers  have 
been  appointed  with  full  power  to  examine  and  dtily  license 
plumbers  and  to  inspect  all  plumbing.  The  report  of  this  Board 
will  be  found  in  its  appro}triate  place.
